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Mayor Rhett^s Annual Report 



To the City Council of Charleston, 

Gentlemen : — In submitting this report of the closing year 
of the term ending December, 1907, it will not be inappro- 
priate to review briefly some of the results brought about, 
during that period. 

METHODS OF ADMINISTRATION. 

There is not a department which has not taken a dis- 
tinct step forward in this respect. 

The City Treasurer, who is tireless in his efforts to im- 
prove what most men would think already perfect, promptly 
adopted the system of accounting suggested by the Census 
Department at Washington, when the appeal was made for 
uniform accounting; and, moreover, has been of some assist- 
ance to the department in the perfection of that system. 
This city enjoyed the distinction of being the first to adopt 
the government forms, and it has been of much benefit in 
many ways. But the treasurer was not satisfied with this 
only. He has continued his analysis of accounts to a point 
where his supplemental statetnent in this Year Book gives 
an itisight mto the cost of every department in detail and in 
such shape as to be readily grasped by even the casual 
reader. 

The departments have also improved their methods of 
accoutiting in their annual reports. There is no greater safe- 
guard against extravagance, mismanagement and dishonesty 
thati publicity, and the constant publication of expenditures 
which hds for so many years been practiced by our city gov- 
ernment is one of the most admirable features of it. Certain 
it is that no government has been more free from corrup- 
tions, and few, if any, so economical in the expenditure of 
public funds, and I believe this monthly publication of ex- 
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penditures, and this yearly analysis of department accounts, 
has not been without influence upon it. 

There has been a distinct advance in the "esprit de corps" 
of the departments. The reputation which the fire depart- 
ment gained some years ago, and has ever since held in the 
public estimation, is now being looked upon with envious 
eyes by some of its fellow departments. 

To enumerate some of the improvements : 

STREETS. 

The most notable street improvement has been the laying 
of nearly two miles of vitrified brick roadway, and it has 
given universal satisfaction. 

Several sections of the city have been raised above the 
spring tide grade, and a number of other sections need like 
treatment badly. I trust this work will be steadily pushed 
until all sections of the city are freed from the inconvenience 
occasioned by these annual visitants. 

The paving of King Street's sidewalks from Broad to 
Line Street with concrete has certainly proved a comfort 
and pleasure to our own people and at the same time, has 
created a happy impression upon our visitors. 

The system of inviting bids for all work and materials 
has enabled the departments to accomplish more, — probably 
20% more at least, — than was done formerly and the results 
in street work has been more evident to the public. 

The comparative cleanliness of our streets is the comment 
of almost every stranger who visits the city. Each year the 
Board of Public Works has instilled into its forces a greater 
feeling of interest and pride in their work. Gradually it is 
bringing about a better observance of regulations which are 
essential for health and comfort, but which, owing to some 
small expense or inconvenience, have not been popular. Tact 
and judgment have been shown by its president and its sup- 
erintendent, in both of whom the city has been exceedingly 
fortunate. 
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BUILDING. 

Under our Ordinances, until recently, there was practi- 
cally no regulation in the construction of our buildings. 
Miserable tenements were constructed in various sections of 
the city, opening upon small courts and lanes entirely con- 
trary to law. But it was nobody's duty to look after such 
matters, and they sprang up without check. 

Under our present system no one can erect a house imtil 
he first obtains a certificate from the Halth Officer that his 
lot is not below the level of the street ; of the Chief of the 
Fire Department that the plans of the building are not con- 
trary to fire regulations ; of the City Assessor that the ap- 
proximate cost has been given him for the purpose of taxa- 
tion, and then of the City Engineer that the plans have been 
filed with him, and are in compliance with all the Ordin- 
nances. 

During the progress of construction, one of the City En- 
gineer's Assistants makes inspections of the work, and keeps 
a record of them. In addition to this. City Council adopted 
the Building and Electric Wiring Code of the National 
Board of Underwriters, which were prepared with much 
care. 

HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 

In the last two years there has been added to the Health 
Department an Inspector of Dairies, Milk and Meats, and an 
assistant. The wisdom of this has been amply demonstrated. 
The death rate has been the lowest in the City's history, both 
amongst whites and negroes. Dairies have been cleansed, 
and their owners made to comply with the Ordinances pre- 
pared with great care on that subject. Cows that were a 
menace to health have been removed from the City. Dis- 
eased and tainted meats have been systematically condemned. 
The City is no longer the dumping ground for meats re- 
jected by other cities. The work of reorganizing the Health 
Department, and of revising the health laws, was done with 
great pains, and the effect of it has been felt in many ways. 
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HOSPITAL SERVICE. 
By an arrangement with the trustees of the Medical So- 
ciety of South Carolina, a hospital has been built, costing 
something over $125,000.00, that is as perfect in its appoint- 
ments as any in the South. Under this contract the poor 
sick are taken care of by that Society in their homes through 
Dispensary Physicians, or Externes; and in this hospital 
by the best medical talent of the City. Under this conract, 
the City has been enabled to save between $6,000 and $8,000 
per annum, and to give its indigent sick comforts and atten- 
tions that would otherwise have been impracticable. 

POLICE. 

The Police Department of every city is the target for 
criticism, and ours is not an exception to the rule. And yet 
in many respects it is an exceptionally fine body of men. 
When danger is to be faced — when crowds are to be handled 
'- — ^when any service requiring cc>olness. tact, and discretion 
arises, the Police have been fully equal to the occasion. 

Yielding to the request of the Board of Visitors of the 
South Carolina Military Academy, for our present station, 
City Council disposed of it for what was estimated to be 
one-half its value, and undertook to build a new station. It 
was determined that such a building should be made of 
sufficient size to accommodate a 50% greater force than 
the present force, and should be as substantial and well ap- 
pointed as it was practicable to make it. The site selected 
was within one block of the present station, which is about 
the center of the City, and upon that site the Station was 
constructed. It is now complete, and is only awaiting its 
equipment to be occupied. The site, the building, and the 
equipment will probably cost about $83,000. The old sta- 
tion was sold to the State for $22,500, and the stables in 
connection with it will probably bring $5,500 — a total of 
$28,000.00. The net cost of the new station will therefore 
be about $55,000.00. 

CITY DEBT. 
Inasmuch as $3,552,000 of City 4 per cent, bonds matured 
in 1909, it was deemed advisable to anticipate their maturity 
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in part at least, and to endeavor to refund a portion of them 
during 1907. With that purpose in view, the power to do so 
was obtained from the Legislature, and on July ist, 1907, 
$1,000,000 of new 4% bonds were offered in exchange 
for old bonds to the highest bidders. The whole amount 
was over-subscribed at par or above par. It was then deter- 
mined to offer $850,000 more in the Fall. In spite of the 
panic, these were also over-subscribed at par or over par. 
When it is recollected that New York was unable to sell 
a 4% bond for par, and had to issue a 43^ %, this is a record 
of which we can be proud. 

There still remains $1,500,000 of bonds to refund, and it 
should be our endeavor to do so during the year 1908.

The visit of the Secretary of War, the Hon. W. H. Taft, 
in his capacity as President of the National Red Cross 
Association, at the instance of Mr. A. C. Kaufman, the 
President of the South Carolina Branch of that Association, 
and of the distinguished party who accompanied him, will 
ever be remembered with pleasure. 

The tri-ennial convention of the National Schuetzen- 
Bund of the United States, of which our own distinguished 
fellow citizen, Mr. Emil H. Jahnz, was the president, was 
held here in the Spring, land brought a large gathering from 
all parts of the country. 

The commercial prospects of the city were never better, 
in spite of the panic, which has, of course, served to halt en- 
terprise, and shrink business in some lines. The work of 
years is beginning to bear fruit, and the results will become 
more and more apparent every day.

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REPORT OF CITY ASSESSOR. 

Charleston, S. C, December 31st, 1907. 
To the Honorable the Mayor, 

and City Council of Charleston, S. C. 
Gentlemen: 

I have the honor to submit my Annual Report of 
this Department for the fiscal year ending December 31st, 
1907. 

The Assessed Value of Real Estate and Personal Prop- 
erty returned for taxation is as follows:

A detailed statement showing the number of permits is- 
sued in the diflferent wards accompanies this report, to which 
I refer. 
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The record of sales of Real Estate during the past year 
shows 389 pieces assessed at $454,575, sold for $846,485, an 
advancement of 86.21 per cent over assessments and 14 
pieces assessed at $10,180 sold for $9,280, a decrease 
of 9.69 per cent, on assessments. 

LICENSES. 

The regular application for Business Licenses shows a 
decrease of $3,061.75 as compared with 1906. This is 
largely due to the fact that City Council in its wisdom in- 
creased the Money Lender's License from $400 to $1,000. 
Because of this increase, the Money Lenders refused to 
apply for a regular license as the ordinance requires, pre- 
ferring to fight the law rather than pay the increased 
amount. The License was assessed against ten of these 
concerns and executions for collection turned over to the 
Treasurer with penalties added. They all employed coun- 
sel and resisted the City in trying to enforce its laws. 
After a hard fight from one Court to another, the City 
won, through the able management of Honorable George 
H. Moffett, Corporation Counsel. The majority of them 
closed up; one paid the $1,000 with $250 penalty to the 
City Sheriff and another gave good bond to cover the 
amount. I take this opportunity to commend the work of 
License Inspector, John P. Sullivan, for assistance rendered 
in these cases. 

TAXES. 

Real Estate — the sales during the year have been good. 
There has been a steady advance for several years. A care- 
ful statement of the comparisons of assessments with sales 
of Real Estate for the past year has been compiled by wards. 
Your attention is invited to it. There is not a shadow of a 
doubt that property is not assessed on an equal basis, the 
smaller pieces bearing the greater burden. The present 
system of assessing real estate by three assessors from each 
ward does not appear to be the best method. One set of 
Ward Assessors will assess their ward one way and another 
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set another. I would recommend that the present law be 
changed and a board consisting of three or five real estate 
agents be appointed to assess the real estate of the entire 
city on a similar basis. 

Personal Property — the returns show a slight increase 
over the previous year. That the returns from personal 
property should be largely increased, there is no doubt in 
my mind. If the Board of Equalization, which meets once 
a year, would carefully examine the returns, as the law 
requires them to do, a great many "Tax Dodgers'* who 
enjoy all the benefits and privileges without contributing 
one cent to the support of the government, would be placed 
on the tax books and the real estate would then be relieved 
of the heavy taxation which they are groaning under now. 

RENUMBERING THE STREETS. 

For several years I have earnestly urged the importance 
of having the city renumbered, believing that the cost of the 
work would be slight in comparison with the assistance it 
would give the Office as well as the great convenience it 
would give to the public. The City has not been renumbered 
in the last twenty years. Thousands of new houses have 
been built in that time and continually the office is receiving 
complaints from citizens that their mail, packages, etc., are 
going astray owing to houses having the same number in 
the same street. Of course you will find some persons 
objecting to the renumbering of the street as they may 
have a few dollars worth of stationery with the present 
number of the street printed on it but I earnestly urge that 
the City be renumbered in an intelligent manner. 

At the last session of the General Assembly, a bill was 
introduced in both the Senate and House, entitled a "Bill 
Relating to the Regulation of Insurance Companies in this 
State." This bill was a long one, containing a number 
of provisions in relation to the regulation and management 
of insurance companies doing business in South Carolina. 
It also contained a ''Little Joker" in a few significant words 
to wit: "No County or Corporation shall be allowed to 
impose any additional tax, license or fee upon any Insur- 
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ance Company or Agent." The direct effect of this bill 
on the finances of the City of Charleston, if it became a 
law, would be to deprive the City of income to amount of 
$42,000 per year which she now receives in the shape of 
licenses and other taxes from insurance companies doing 
business in our midst. The Mayor directed me to proceed 
at once to Columbia and to do what was possible to prevent 
the passage of the bill. I kept in touch with the situation, 
notified the Mayor of the gravity of it and requested him 
to appear before the House Committee on Banking and 
Insurance. The situation was ably presented before the 
Committee. The result was that the City retains an in- 
come of about $42,000.00, with the loss of which she was 
seriously threatened. It is but right and proper that in 
this report, I should express my sense of obligations to the 
Committee as a whole and the members individually, before 
whom this matter was presented in Columbia. To their 
courtesy and consideration we are indebted for the happy 
outcome of this matter. 

I cannot close this Report without expressing my appre- 
ciation of the services of the gentlemen in the office, namely, 
Mr. E. H. Waring, Chief Clerk, Mr. E. O. Hall, tempor- 
ary Clerk and Mr. John P. Sullivan, License Inspector, 
whom I commend to the kindly regard of your honor- 
able body.

Charleston, S. C, December 31st, 1907. 
To the Honorable The Mayor 

and City Council^ Charleston^ S. C. 
Gentlemen: 

I respectfully submit the following report of the busi- 
ness of this office for the year ending December 31st, 
1907. 

The small balance of Tax Executions of 1905 delayed 
in collection by litigation, amounting to twenty six 
55-100 dollars ($26.55), and School Tax one 53-100 dol- 
lars ($1.53), was collected. 

Executions for delinquent tax of 1906, amounting to 
over five hundred were issued to me by the City 
Treasurer, November 15th, 1906. The amount of 
this tax collected to December 31st, 1906, was included 
in my annual report, rendered you December 31st, 1906. 
From January 1st, 1907, to December 31st, 1907, 1 have 
collected all of the balance of the 1906 tax, amounting 
to tax ninety-seven hundred and thirteen 74- 100 dollars 
($9,713.74). School Tax, three hundred and twenty-five 
33- 100 dollars ($325.33), and, penalty and costs, three 
hundred and ninety three 84- 100 dollars ($393.84), and 
returned "Nulla Bona," by authority of the Committee 
of Ways and Means, tax five hundred and ninety-two 
99-100 dollars ($592.99), and School Tax nineteen 
53- 100 dollars ($19.53). 

Tax Executions for the delinquent tax for the year 
1907, were issued to me by the City Treasurer, Novem- 
ber 15, 1907. From this date to December 31st, 1907, 1 
have collected and settled with the City Treasurer, in- 
cluding School Tax, penalty and costs, cash, seven 
thousand eight hundred and twenty-seven 06- 100 dol- 
lars ($7,827.06), and marked "Nulla Bona," by authority 
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of the Committee of Ways and Means, tax twenty-seven 
hundred and two 09- 100 dollars ($2702.09), and School 
Tax one hundred and thirty-five 05-100 dollars 
($135.05). 

Of the Executions given me against License Delin- 
quents, seventeen hundred and ninety-nine 25- 100 dol- 
ars ($1799.25) was collected. 

Money Lenders who were doing business without 
having taken out the License, as required by ordinance, 
obtained Injunctions from the State Supreme and Cir- 
cuit Judges, restraining the City from taking action 
against them. After much litigation the City succeeded 
in having the Courts dissolve the injunctions; they were 
then levied upon, all of their personal property, books, 
etc., were sold by me, their oflSces closed, and they were 
compelled to cease doing business. 

During the year 1907 thirty-seven pieces of real 
estate were sold by me at public auction, for delinquent 
taxes, and titles given purchasers for twelve pieces, the 
balance having been redeemed by the owners during 
the six months allowed by State Statute. 

Full settlement has been made by this oflSce with the 
City Treasurer for all delinquent taxes placed in my 
hands for the years 1896 to 1906, both inclusive. 

Since the year 1896 the City Sheriff is enabled, having 
the authority to sell real estate of delinquents and 
give title deeds and possession to purchasers, to collect 
all tax executions placed in his hands, during each year, 
avoiding the long delay incident, under the laws in ex- 
istence prior to the year 1896.

The Board of Public Works respectfully submits this, 
its Annual Report, of receipts and expenditures, and work 
accomplished by the Board during the year 1907, as set 
forth in the Report of the City Engineer, and the report 
of the several standing committees. Your attention is 
earnestly directed thereto as they set forth the work in great 
detail. 

Under the plan as adopted by Council, in which the tem- 
porary selection of Mr. J. H. Dingle, City Engineer, 
(occasioned by the resignation of Mr. J. B. Keckley, was 
made permanent early in 1907) your board has worked 
with harmony and success — Mr. Dingle proving a most 
efficient and painstaking officer, your special attention is 
called to his report of work accomplished. 

It is with pain and regret that your board records the 
death of their late secretary, Mr. A. W. Taft, which oc- 
curred February 5th, 1907. Mr. Taft represented one of 
the highest types of our citizens — as a man, he was hon- 
ored and respected by all who knew him, as a citizen, ever 
ready to take his share of burdens and duties of citizen- 
ship — ^as a friend, loyal to the end — as a soldier, brave and 
fearless. He died full of honors, loved, respected and ad- 
mired by all. Your Board feels the loss of this most effi- 
cient officer. Mr. Jacob Williman was elected to fill this 
vacancy.

Dear Sir: 

In the following pages I have the honor to submit the 
Annual Report of the Street Department for the year 1907, 
containing a resume of the more important pieces of work 
completed during the year together with the financial state- 
ment and other items of interest concerning the Department. 

The beginning of the year found the construction of 
Concrete Sidezvalks in progress, the King Street sidewalks 
having been completed and the contractors moved his forces 
to the side streets. Sidewalks of this character were laid 
during the year to the amount of about 4,019 sq. yds. and 
have proven quite popular as well as economical. A five 
year maintenance guarantee is required from the contrac- 
tor and even for those pavements on which the guarantee 
has expired, the cost of repairs to the city has so far been 
practically nothing. The work of laying on side streets the 
Flagstones for which concrete was substituted on King 
Street, was also in progress at the beginning of the year and 
of this style of payment, about 4,056 sq. yds. were laid, fur- 
nishing good walks for other dusty or muddy ways. 

Of Granite Curbing, about 11,559 ^^^^ ^^ 21/5 miles 
were laid during the year, some to replace old wooden 
curb and some to form sidewalks, where none previously 
existed. As curbing is one of the first, if not the requisite 
for the improvement of a street, we would like to see more 
of it used in those wards, which are lacking in this form 
of improvement. Brick curb was used to a very limited ex- 
tent in a few places where the sidewalk was at a considerable 
elevation above the roadway and where granite curb was 
too shallow to hold. Vitrified Brick Roadways to a limited 
extent were laid during 1907, only about 3,600 sq. yds. 
having l>een constructed. This character of paving has so 
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for justified the confidence placed in it, and appears to he 
the most advisable for streets of light or moderate traffic, 
combining comparatively low first cost with the advantages 
of being easily cleaned and repaired, furnishing easy trac- 
tion and good foothold for horses and being fairly noise- 
less. 

Of Granite Block Roadway, a comparatively small 
amount was laid, only about 2,095 sq. yds. at the side of 
the Union Station where heavy traffic is expected. 

An Oyster Shell Roadway was completed in Romney St., 
from King to Meeting and is at present in good condition 
and much used. 

^Jo new Clay-gravel or Macadam roads were laid during 
1907 although extensive repairs were made to some of the 
former class. The macadam on Bogard St., between Rut- 
ledge and Ashley was completed in January, a small portion 
having been left unfinished from last year. 

Earth roads were raised and improved during the year 
where filling was available from other work. Smith St., 
from Morris to Queen, was raised, in some places as much 
as fifteen inches and then covered with cinders which have 
furnished a fairly good roadway. Aiken St., from Colum- 
bus to Cooper was also raised as^ much as eighteen inches 
and Lucis and Doughty, near the Roper Hospital, were like- 
wise treated. For the latter streets, debris from the Lucas 
Street Lot was utilized and then covered with lighter 
material 

A few Vitrified Brick Street Crossings have been laid 
during the year to replace plank crossings which had de- 
cayed, it being deemed advisable to discard wood altogether 
in street work. The brick used was from the rejected pile 
at the City Lot. 

Brick Gateways were built at all yard entrances where 
flag sidewalks were laid during the year, the same being 
constructed of selected hard building brick, set on edge and 
well grouted with Portland cement mortar. 

Drain Work during the year was confined to four streets 
with a total of 2,000 ft. of terra cotta pipe. In addition 
to this the brick drain at east end of Tradd St., was con- 
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tinued for 57 ft. to the new bulkhead line of the dock, and 
pipe culvert was laid under Fourth St. The following con- 
tract prices prevailed during 1907, having been obtained 
through competitive bids after due advertisement :

In addition to construction of main drains as above, 
Manholes were built, and Inlet Basins at proi>er inter- 
vals were connected with the drains through 8-in. pipe. 

Under the head of Maintenance and Repairs a great 
amount of work was done. With sixty-eight miles of 
streets to be kept in order, including roadways of many 
kinds and conditions, sidewalks of various material, brick 
and pipe drains with accompanying manholes, inlets and 
other appurtenances, and including also the removal of 
dead limbs, and trees, etc., there naturally arise many 
cases requiring attention, some insignificant, others impor- 
tant, but all tending to increase the expenses of the De- 
partment. We have endeavored to give a complete list 
of these items, although such list can furnish but a small 
indication of the extent of the work. 

Asphalt Pavements. — These are in fair condition, al- 
though disfigured by unsightly cracks, which, however, 
do not interfere with the use of the pavements. Only 
$35.00 was expended on asphalt roads last year. 

Brick Roadways. — These are in very good condition, 
and during the past year have required only slight atten- 
tion in places where the brick has settled, mostly along 
the trolley track between cross ties. Less than $70.00 has 
been expended on maintenance of brick roadways during 
1907. 

Granite Block Paving. — ^The paving of this class has 
been kept in fair condition during the year, although a 
better condition could have been maintained had there been 
more money at our disposal. At present there are a few 
localities needing attention both by the City and by the 
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Consolidated Ry. Co. About $2,900.00 was expended on 
maintenance of granite roads during the past year. 

Tar Macadam Roads are in good condition with the 
exception of Hutson St. (i block) which needs consider- 
able patching. This block does not wear well, probably 
due to some defect in the mixture used at the time of 
construction. Practically nothing has been expended on 
this class of road during* 1907. 

The Macadam Roads are in fairly good condition, al- 
though all of them have worn down uniformly from two 
to four inches. In one or two streets there were recently 
a few depressions, which, however, were remedied before 
the close of the year. The expenditure for maintenance 
last year on this class of road was about $225.00. 

The Clay Gravel Roadways are with few exceptions 
in a very bad condition, although a total of about $2,000.00 
was expended on them last year. Unimproved streets of 
light traffic, when paved with clay gravel or other smooth 
pavement, attract traffic from neighboring streets, which 
usually proves too heavy for this class of pavement. The 
time has arrived when extensive outlay will have to be 
made for these streets. Last year we devoted very little 
attention to the streets of this class which had been granted 
by City Council to the Charleston & Summerville Elec- 
tric Railway Co., expecting the Railroad to tear up the 
streets for track laying at any time. The tracks have not 
yet been laid, and the streets have suffered from the in- 
tentional neglect. We can hardly permit these streets to 
continue as they are at present, and I suggest that their 
improvement be considered irrespective of the plans of the 
Railway Co. 

Our Cobble Stone Roads are gradually being displaced 
by vitrified brick and granite. What cobble we have has 
been kept in fair condition, about $670.00 having been ex- 
pended on them last year. 

The Shell Roadways are in excellent condition due to 
the expenditure of about $730.00 for repairs during the 
year. Our supply of shell is running low, and we must 
soon make arrangements for renewing it, and at the 
same time must provide a place for storing it. 
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Brick Sidewalk repairs have cost us about $775.00 
during the year, while repairs to flagstone sidewalks have 
slightly exceeded $1,350.00. 

On Earth Sidewalks there was expended for mainten- 
ance about $225.00, mainly for filling washouts and keep- 
ing the walks to grade. 

Curbing Maintenance required as follows: Wood, 
$32.00; Stone, $109.00; Brick $215.00. 

On Drain Maintenance there was expended for brick 
drains, $433.00; and for pipe drains, $1,240.00. Most of 
this expenditure was necessitated by breakage and stoppages 
in the drains. 

CONCLUSION. 

In the 1906 Report of the Board of Public Works, there 
appears a list of streets which would be considerably im- 
proved by raising them above storm tides. The estimate 
for this is stated at about $50,000.00. A little has been 
accomplished in this line during 1907, viz: 

Aiken St., from Columbus to Cooper, raised about 18 
inches. 

Lucas St., from Doughty to Mill, partially raised with 
debris from Lucas St. lot. 

Mill St., Lucas to Ashley, partially raised with debris 
from Lucas St. lot. 

Calhoun St., Ashley to Lucas, north sidewalk raised above 
storm tide. 

Smith St., from Morris to Queen, roadway raised in low 
places. 

Palmetto St., Lucas to Ashley, partially raised with debris 
from Lucas St. lot. 

Gibbes St., Legare to Ashley River, south sidewalk 
raised above storm tide. 

The above mentioned filling of low streets, which has 
been accomplished, is but a small percentage of the list 
furnished last year, and reduces but slightly the estimate 
then made. Portions of other work, for which estimates 
were furnished last year, have been done as follows : 
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N. S. Calhoun, Rutledge to Lucas, sidewalk raised and 
curb and flags reset. Roadway not raised. 

S. S. Gibbes St., sidewalk raised and curb reset and 
flagging laid. 

Romney St., King to Meeting, shell road constructed. 

This leaves unfinished about $34,000.00 worth of items 
estimated in last year's report and there itemized, exclusive 
of about $45,000.00 for raising low streets not itemized. 

To surface our total yardage of clay gravel streets with 
four inches of granite will cost about $30,000.00, while it 
will require about $10,000.00 to bring our macadam streets 
up to the original grade. 

On many of our sidewalks, horse blocks and stepping 
stones placed years ago along the curb lines, reduce the 
available width of walk by at least two feet, and form an 
obstruction to the use of the sidewalk and a menace to 
pedestrians. I would suggest that the Board authorize the 
removal of these obstructions. Another form of obstruc- 
tion on our sidewalks is the projection of steps beyond the 
property line. While the ordinances prohibit this condition 
of affairs the practice in past years has been so general and 
widespread that a wholesale clearing up of the sidewalks 
will be quite an undertaking, and will no doubt meet with 
considerable opposition. To remedy the conditions, I would 
suggest that a date two or three years hence be fixed as a 
limit within which all obstructions shall be removed. Low 
awning frames and signs, of years standing, scattered over 
the city, form another violation of ordinance, and an in- 
convenience to pedestrians which I beg to call to your at- 
tention.

Report of Board of Public Works 67 

The emploj^es of this Department have endeavored to 
merit the commendation of the citizens generally and of 
your committee in particular and trust that the results of 
the work during 1907 have proven not unsatisfactory. 
The sweeping schedules of the previous year have been fol- 
lowed in 1907 and will be found set forth in detail in the 
1906 report together with the scale of wages. This scale 
was changed in 1907 in one particular, viz: as regards the 
cart drivers, whose wages it was found expedient to raise 
from $1.00 to $1.25 per day, a total increase of about 
$390.00 for the year. 

The cost of forage increased considerably during the 
year, as set forth in the report to the Garbage Collection 
Committee. The total increase from this cause for 1907 
over 1906 being about $422.00. 

In the early part of the year, plans for uniforming the 
sweepers and drivers were laid out and perfected with the 
result that the force is now clothed in neat uniforms, which 
adds much, not only to the appearance but also to the 
efficiency of the workmen. Two white duck uniforms and 
one white helmet apiece were furnished by the Department 
to the sweepers while the drivers in view of their increase 
in wages were required to equip themselves with two brown 
canvas suits and one cap apiece. Both uniforms have nickel 
buttons with raised letters "D. S. C." (Department Street 
Cleaning) and furnish a neat appearance. The cost to the 
Department for these uniforms was about $176.00. The 
carts have been equipped with enameled signs, two to each 
cart, having in white letters on blue ground the word "City" 
and under it the ntunber of the cart. 

A cooling shed and soaking stall were built at the stable 
conjointly with the Garbage Department at a cost to this de- 
partment for its proportion of $54.44. The benefits derived 
have proven the wisdom of this expenditure. 

After due advertisement, a new two-horse Hvass 
Sweeper was purchased in July for $270.00, this being the 
lowest bid received and the sweeper being of the same 
make as the one in use. 

In February four new mules were purchased for the 
Department to obviate the necessity of hiring mules from 
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time to time when some of the Department's mules hap- 
pened to be laid up. The new mules were selected with 
great care and have proven entirely satisfactory. The 
health of the stock has been excellent during the past year, 
lost time being attributed mainly to nails which were picked 
up by the animals in the course of their work, however, 
vvitliout serious results. In November, two mules, grown 
old in service, were sold at auction, leaving the Department 
with eleven good mules. 

On May i6th the work of clearing the gutters and road- 
ways of grass was commenced by the employment of a 
"Grass Gang," consisting of one foreman at $2.50 per day 
and six laborers at $1.25 per day, later on increased by the 
addition of two laborers. In August, a second gang was 
employed in view of the rank growth of grass, exceeding 
that of the previous year. Above Line Street, the work of 
these two gangs was supplemented by that of the City Chain 
Gang under Captain James Kelly, who took care of the 
outlying unimproved streets in a most satisfactory manner, 
the total cost for Grass Gangs for the year was $2,065.72, 
an increase of $1,425.62 over 1906. 

The five hand machine sweepers cover approximately 
36,800 sq. yds. of brick paving per day, at a cost, for sweep- 
ing and removing, (exclusive of inspection, wear and tear 
of machinery and interest) of 27 cents per great square of 
10,000 sq. ft. The horse sweeper and gang cover approx- 
imately 464,625 sq. yds. per week, equivalent to 24,160,500 
sq. yds. per annum. The total cost of this work for 1907, 
including extraordinary expenses, such as purchase of mules, 
new sweei>ers, uniforms, etc., was $20,533.11 or 94 cents 
per great square of 10,000 sq. ft. If, however, we deduct 
these extraordinary expenses, we reduce the cost per great 
square to 74 cents exclusive of wear and tear and interest, 
and this more nearly represents! the true cost of the work 
for comi>arison with past years, remembering, however, 
that this covers granite blocks and cobble pavements. 

The bag sweepers patrol about 58,340 sq. yds. per day 
but do not obviate the necessity of having their routes 
swept by the horse sweeper and gang. 
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In dry weatheFj a limited amount of street sprinkling is 
done, particularly on clay, gravel and macadam roadways. 
The cost of this is borne by this Department The cost of 
operating the Street Cleaning Department for the last four 
years is as follows :

Dear Sir: — 

As City Engineer, I have the honor to submit for 
your c(Misideration the following Annual Report of the 
Garbage Collection Department for 1907. 

The results for the year's work will, I think, compare 
favorably with those of previous years although the expen- 
diture appears somewhat higher due to purchase of new 
equipment, increase of wages and in cost of forage. 

During the year the drivers of the scavenger carts were 
required to provide themselves with uniforms, consisting of 
brown canvas suits and caps with nickel buttons with raised 
letters "D. S. C." (Department Street Cleaning). The 
uniforms add much to the appearance of the men as well 
as to their efficiency. New signs were also provided for 
the carts, having on blue ground in white letters the word 
"City," with number of the cart under it. 

In the latter part of February the Department purchased 
six new mules at a cost of $1,650.00. Previous to this 
purchase, the City mules had been supplemented from time 
to time with hired mules, an arrangement unsatisfactory and 
expensive, which is now no longer necessary. Great care 
was exercised in the selection of new mules, which during 
ten month's service, have proved highly satisfactory. 

In January, in view of higher wages paid by employ- 
ers generally, it was found expedient to raise the wages of 
the scavenger cart drivers from $1.00 per day to $1.25 per 
day. This action increased our wage account for the year 
by about $2,019.37 although the service has been much im- 
proved. 

The cost of forage increased considerably during the 
year; oats averaging 13 cts. per bushel more, and hay 24^4 
cts. per hundred pounds more in 1907 than in 1906 — Total 
$1,006.00 for 1907 over 1906.

The number of loads of garbage, tree trimmings, scrap 
paper and similar material moved by the Garbage Depart- 
ment during 1907 amounts to 44,046 loads, being a slight 
increase compared with last year. The cost of moving this 
per load was $0.48-1/3, ncluding everything, while the 
cost last year was $0.44-7/10 per load. If we deduct from 
this year's accounts the extraordinary expenditures such as 
increase in drivers' wages, $2,019.37; increased cost forage, 
$1,006.00; cost new mules, $1,650.00; cooling shed, 
$128.00. Basing our forage account on last year's prices, 
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we will have a more equitable basis for comparison, and 
this will reduce our cost per load moved to $0.37-4/10 per 
load, which compares favorably with past years. The fol- 
lowing table shows the nimiber of loads of garbage, tree 
trimmings, scrap paper and similar material hauled per 
month for the past four years. From January to March in- 
clusive, 1904, garbage was collected daily. Since March, 
1904, the collections are tri-weddy: — (Taken from Year 
Books.)

The work was 
performed quite satisfactorily for the first eleven months 
of the year by Mr. J. E. Behrens who, however, resigned 
about Dec. ist, and has been succeeded by Mr. W. H.

In the latter part of November, two mules belonging 
to the Garbage Department were sold at auction. These 
mules had become old in the City's employ and had been 
held as a reserve during the summer, being capable of 
only a few days' service per week in times of stress. The 
health of the stock at the City Stable has been excellent, 
and but little time has been lost through sickness. Naib 
picked up by the mules in the course of their work, of 
which cases we have a considerable number during the 
year, have not resulted seriously during 1907. 

For this, much credit is due Dr. C. D. Hasbrouck, Vet- 
erinarian for the Department, whose attention has been 
constant and intelligent and whose advice on many points 
has been followed to advantage. A cooling shed and water 
stall have been added to the stable and have proven a great 
benefit. The equipment of the Department now consists 
of: 

Stable and appurtenances; 27 Mules; 3 Horses; 3 Bug- 
gies; I Iron Dump Cart; 26 Wooden Dump Carts; 2 
Dump Wagons; i Single Truck; i Double Truck. 
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A new Garbage Ordinance has recently been passed by 
City Council, defining more clearly than in previous or- 
dinances the material which the Scavenger Department 
shall move. In this new ordinance,, the tri-weekly district 
collection is retained; the hours for putting out material 
are limited to 7 A. M. in Summer and 7 130 A. M. in Win- 
ter; the water-tight metal receptacles are retained; tree 
trimmings from the grounds adjoining private residences 
in limited quantities and cut to certain lengths are to be 
removed by the carts; refuse paper in limited quantities 
from private residences only, if packed in bags or sacks 
will be removed; Stable refuse, dairy manure; refuse from 
repair shops, etc. ; condemned food ; spoiled fruit and vege- 
tables, other than kitchen refuse; packing, such as excel- 
sior, etc., will not be removed by the City. 

Considerable relief will result to the Department from 
the operation of this ordinance, which eliminates from 
the work of the carts the removal of much material such 
as manufacturing refuse, spoiled fruit and vegetables, dairy 
refuse, etc., which the Department in the past has been 
called upon to remove. 

A change in the Garbage Routes of the various carts 
has been planned and we expect soon to adopt the re- 
vised routes. In the present system, which has been in 
use for years, the routes are somewhat disconnected and 
not sufficiently continuous to permit of the substitution of 
wagons for carts. The new plan contemplates continuous 
routes laid out with reference to paved and unpaved streets, 
on the former of which, vehicles of large capacity can be 
operated with greater economy.

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REPORT OF CORPORATION COUNSEL. 



Charleston, S. C, December 31, 1907. 
To the Honorable the Mayor and Aldermen 

of the City of Charleston, S, C. 
Gentlemen: 

I have the honor to submit my Report as Corporadon 
Counsel for the year ending December 31, 1907. 

At various times throughout the year, I have been con- 
sulted by the Mayor and by Members of the Board of Al- 
dermen, by the heads of the various departments of the 
City, and have given advice on various matters preparing 
at their request various ordinances and reports. 

Litigation. 

The following matters have been in litigation or con- 
tested and have had my attention for the past year : — 

New York Life Insurance Company, in the matter of 
City taxes. 

/. C, IV, Claussen, in the matter of collection of City 
taxes. 

Money Lenders. 

Empire Banking Company vs. City Council of Charleston, 
Proceedings were instituted for an Injunction to restrain 
the City from collecting license of $1,000, on the ground 
that Plaintiff was a Bank and not a Money Lender, and 
therefore liable only for license to do business as a Bank. 
An Order of Reference was taken in this case to take testi- 
mony on this point. References were had before the Mas- 
ter, and the case is now in the hands of the Court. 

Swinton B, Tucker vs. City Council of Charleston. 

These proceedings were brought by Plaintiff in his own 
right, and on behalf of others similarly situated praying 
for an Injunction. A Temporary Injunction was obtained 
before Judge Watts, in which a bond for $250 was re- 
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quired by the Court. I moved before Judge Watts to in- 
crease the bond to $i,ooo and an Order was obtained 
requiring that this be done. From this Order, plaintiff 
appealed to the Supreme Court, and on the 19th June, 1907, 
obtained from Chief Justice an Order of Injunction re- 
straining the City, pending the appeal. I appeared before 
Judge Pope at Newberry, and this Order was dissolved. 
As stated, the plaintiff appealed to the Supreme Court, and 
the appeal is now pending. 

White Banking Company, and Hull & Co, vs. City Council 
of Charleston. . 

Executions for non-payment of license were issued in 
these cases, and when the property of the plaintiffs were 
seized, they obtained before Judge Gary a Temporary In- 
junction. This Injunction upon the hearing was dissolved. 

Leon Denson vs. City Council of Charleston, 

W. L. Holliday vs. City Council of Charleson. 

W, B. Elliott vs. City Council of Charleston. 

Executions having been issued for the non-payment of 
license, the. places of business conducted by the above 
named plaintiffs were closed by the Sheriff, and they were 
prevented from doing business. Application was then made 
to the Court, and a Temporary Injunction and Rule to 
Show Cause was obtained against the City, and its officers, 
restraining them from collecting a license. 

Motion was made by me to dissolve the Injunction, and 
upon the Return and Answer, the Injunction was dissolved 
by Judge Gary, by an Order dated 21st June, 1907. De- 
fendants appealed filing Exceptions to this Order. They 
then applied to Mr. Justice C. A. Woods and obtained a 
Rule to Show Cause, why a Stay should not be granted 
pending the Appeal. This was heard at Marion and the Stay 
was refused by Mr. Justice Woods. They then applied upon 
a case stated somewhat differently for a Mandamus before 
Mr. Chief Justice Pope at Newberry. This Petition was 
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heard and fully argued before Mr. Chief Justice Pope, who 
refused to grant a Stay. A petition for rehearing was made 
before Mr. Justice Woods, but the petition was refused, and 
appeal was taken to the Supreme Court. 

L, Patrick vs. Cit^/ Council of Charleston, 

The property of plaintiff doing business in three separate 
places in the City of Charleston under the name of L. 
Patrick, Globe Security Company and the Southern Invest- 
ment Company having been seized and these places closed, 
a Temporary Order of Injunction was obtained before Mr. 
Chief Justice Pope. A JFull hearing was had before the 
Chief Justice at Newberry and after argument, the Injunc- 
tion was dissolved. 

Thomas Marks vs. City Council of Charleston. 

Execution having been issued for the non-payment of 
license, the place of business of Thomas Marks where 
a loan office was conducted under the name of Central 
Loan Company was closed. Thomas Marks gave bond to 
abide the decision of the Court. 

As the result of this litigation, all of the loan offices in 
the City are closed except one, namely the National Loan 
Company, which paid the amount of license and penalties 
amounting to Twelve hundred and fifty Dollars, and Thom- 
as Marks, who gave bond. 

Claim, Mrs. Henry E. Young. 

This was a claim for damages for personal injuries by 
reason of defective pavement on Legare Street. This claim 
was compromised and settled by the payment of $500. 

James McLamore vs. City Council of Charleston. 

An action for damages for $3,000 on account of personal 
injuries by reason of alleged defects in pavement on Spring

Street. The City appeared and answered, and the claim 
was finally compromised by the payment of $150. 

Mrs. Fannie Dunning vs. City Council of Charleston. 

Action for damages for personal injuries in the amount 
of $1,000 claimed to have been caused by an alleged defect 
in the pavement on Meeting Street, between Spring and 
Woolfe Streets. An Answer has been filed in this case, 
and the case now stands for trial ai: the coming term of 
Court. 

Oliver Turner vs. City Council of Charleston. 

Action for damages for personal injuries in the sum 
of $500 claimed to have been cause by reason of defect on 
Wilson Street. A motion was made by me to have the 
Complaint made more definite and certain, which motion 
was granted. The City then filed an Answer denying lia- 
bility. The case is docketed for trial at the coming term of 
Court. 

City Council of Charleston vs. F. Horres, Sr. 

A judgment having been obtained in this case, the matter 
was settled by compromise of $100 and costs. 

Henry Biiist vs. City Council of Charleston. 

Proceedings in this case were brought by Mr. Henry 
Buist against the City Council of Charleston for the pur- 
pose of testing the validity of the bonds authorized by an 
Act of the Legislature passed at its last Session for the 
refunding of the City debt. The Act under which the bonds 
were proposed to be issued was drawn by me, but its con- 
stitutionality was questioned by several members of the 
Bar. In order to bring the matter to an early hearing, a 
case was brought by Mr. Henry Buist against the City, 
the City being represented by the Corporation Counsel, 
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assisted by Messrs. Smythe, Lee & Frost, and Miller & 
Whaley. The case was argued before the Supreme Court, 
and a decision rendered sustaining the constitutionality of 
the Act and establishing the validity of the bonds. 

In re The State vs, Wm. Dook and Charles Bee. 

This was a case for violation of Section 620 of the City 
Ordinances. The bond having been estreated, the sum of 
$235 was collected from the Estate of Albert Washington, 
and turned over by me to the City Treasurer. 

The City Cotoicil of Charleston vs. Consumers Beer Bot- 
tling Establishment, /. S. Farnnm, et al. 

His Honor the Mayor having learned that the City and 
County of Charleston had a claim against Consumers Beer 
Bottling Establishment, J. S. Farnum and A. J. Kulinski 
for unpaid royalties due the City and County: the matter 
was placed in my hands by the Mayor. After an investi- 
gation >of the various records in this County, it was found 
to be impossible to ascertain the facts from such records 
and the Mayor employed the American Auditing Company 
of Atlanta to make an examination in Columbia and in 
Charleston of the books of the State Dispensary and the 
accounts of Mr. Farnum. This matter is still pending, and 
an early settlement is expected. 

Prosecutions in the Police Court. 

From time to time throughout the year when requested 
by his Honor the Mayor or by the heads of the various 
departments of the City, I have attended at the Police Court 
and conducted prosecutions for violation of the City Or- 
dinances, among others, against the following: 

Charleston Canning Company, in which a conviction was 
obtained. 

The owners of the various automobiles for running be- 
yond the speed limit. 
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Prosecutions against numbers of disorderly persons on 
Market Street, as a result of which all of these persons were 
compelled to move from this locality. 

Legislative Matters. 

At the request of the Mayor, I prepared bills to be pre- 
sented, to the Legislature as follows : —

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REPORT OF CITY ENGINEER. 

January 2d, 1908. 
To the Honorable, The Mayor 

and City Council, Charleston, S, C. 

Gentlemen: 

In accordance with Section 782 Revised Ordinances, I 
have the honor to submit for your consideration the Annual 
Report of the City Engineer's Department for 1907. 

On January 22d, 1907, an Ordinance was ratified by 
City Council "transferring to the Department of the City 
Engineer all the powers and duties now vested in or impos- 
ed upon the Superintendent of Streets." Much of the 
work done by the Engineer's Department is set forth in 
the Report to the Board of Public Works and this we will 
not repeat here : the work in the Sewerage Department has 
been reported to the Board of Sewer Commissioners and to 
these two Reports we beg to call your attention in connect- 
tion with the following: 

With a view to obtaining better building construction in 
the city, reducing the danger from fire and accident, City 
Council has added to the duties of the Engineer's Depart- 
ment the inspection of buildings and to this work a portion 
of our time has been devoted. 

All the street signs in the city have been inspected twice 
during the year and repairs and renewals made where 
necessary. 

Acetylene gas generators, of which we had knowledge, 
were also twice inspected during 1907 with a view of pre- 
venting the discharge of the refuse into drains or sewers. 

Inspections were also made of the Railroad Stations and 
of wharf property as well as of buildings reported as being 
in a dangerous condition. 

Cement used in public work was tested by us at inter- 
vals during the year, while pavinoc brick for testinof which 
the City has no facilities, was tested for us by Testing La- 
boratories. 
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In addition to attendance at Committee meetings and the 
preparation of data and reports for same, a considerable 
amount of office work was accomplished in the way of in- 
dexing and filing plats and records, blueprinting, etc. In 
the following tables has been condensed the work done 
in preparing profiles, setting grade pegs, preparing esti- 
mates and measuring finished work for curbs and side- 
walks, roadways and drains.

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REPORT OF CITY ELECTRICIAN. 

To the Mayor and Aldermen 

of the City of Charleston, S, C. 

Gentlemen: 

I beg leave to submit for your consideration my Twelfth 
Annual Report, for the year 1907. 

Four permits were issued to, and fourteen poles set by 
the Southern Bell Telephone and Telegraph Company dur- 
ing the year. 

Nine permits were issued to, and forty-five poles set by 
the Charleston Consolidated Railway, Gas, and Electric 
Company during the year. 

One permit issued to, and one pole set by the Postal Tele- 
graph Company during the year. 

Two permits were issued to, and twenty two poles set 
by the Western Union Telegraph Company during the year. 

Thej Charleston Consolidated Railway, Gas and Electric 
Company moved their tracks and wires from Drake Street 
between Chapel and Columbus Streets and put same down 
on Bay Street between South and Columbus Streets in 
order to reach the Union Depot. This work was completed 
and cars running on same by October 19th, 1907. 

The Charleston Consolidated Railway, Gas and Elec- 
tric Company have renewed a great many of their lines 
with new poles and wires during the year. 

I would recommend that some step be taken in regard to 
having the electric light wires placed underground, as same 
are very dangerous, and especially in case of high winds. 

The Western Union Telegraph Company are still work- 
ing on their underground system on Meeting Street between 
Broad and Line Streets, and same will not be finished for 
several months to come. 

MUNICIPAL INSPECTION. 

Commencing the ninth year of Municipal Inspection. 
During the year there were issued 626 permits to do electri- 
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cal construction including old and new installations; issued 
626 certificates covering 5,558 incandescent lights, 159 
alternating arc lights, 53 motors (equivalent to 533 1/6 
Jiorse power), 209 fans, 13 picture machines, 3 electric 
irons, 3 electrical instruments, 53 penny machines, 7 elec- 
tric pianos and 17 permits to change wiring. 

UNDERGROUND SYSTEM. 

During the year we laid 460 feet of creosoted wood con- 
duit on Vanderhorst Street between King and St. Philips 
Streets, built one manhole, set two test posts and ran 
laterals to same, and hauled in and connected up 6,442 feet 
of cable and same is working very satisfactory. 

Have hauled in but not connected up 976 feet of cable, 
and there is 275 feet of cablq to be drawn in to the New 
Police Station when same is completed. 

Took down 26,536 feet of overhead wire on the follow- 
ing streets: Tradd street from Church to Legare Street, 
Meeting Street from Broad to Battery, King Street from 
Tradd to Battery, Battery from Meeting to King, and Water 
Street from Meeting to Church Streets.

I would recommend that the underground system be ex- 
tended on Meeting Street from Wentworth to Line Streets, 
Tradd Street from Legare to Rutledge Ave., and Legare

The old Western Union Telegraph Company's poles on 
Meeting Street are in a very bad condition and this pole 
line will have to be rebuilt by the City during the year if 
these above wires are not put underground.

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Report of Chief of Fire Department to the Board. 

Charleston, S. C, Jan. Ist, 1908. 

To the Chairman and Board of Fire Masters. 

Gentlemen:— I herewith tender this my annual report on the work- 
ing of the Fire Department for the year ending December 31st, 1907. 

This report is my second and the twenty-sixth annual report since 
the organization of the Paid Fire Department and shows the alarms 
and losses by fire, with statistical tables, together with such general 
information and recommendations relative to the department. 

During the year the department answered 204 alarms 23 more than 
last year, and 15 more than any year since the organization of the de- 
partment. 

Three of these alarms were calls for assistance out of the City, 
and were promptly answered by men and apparatus. 

Twenty-five false alarms were turned in by mischievous parties. 

With the exception of very few cases alarms were given with 
promptness, and by the quick responses of the Department and the 
perfect working of the fire alarm system, the losses have been kept 
down in spite of the greater number of fires. 

The figures for the year for losses and insurance as nearly as could 
be gotten are as follows:

Notable Fires. 

March 9th, Box 154 at 3:46 a. m. 

A fire broke out at the Combahee Fertilizer Plant in a three-story 
frame building at the foot of Hasell Street and had extended to the 
three-story frame building of the Macmurphy Fertilizer plant and to 
two other buildings upon the arrival of the engines, five minutes after 
the alarm sounded; later extending to the Charleston Iron Works, the 
plant of Goldsmith Manufacturing Company, and to several two-story 
frame buildings.

The second notable fire of the year was at No. 141 Meeting Street 
in the Consolidated Railway, Gas, and Electric Company Warehouse 
and Office. 
The fire originated on the first floor of the two-story frame corru- 
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gated iron building and it had extended to the second floor and roof 
upon the arrival of the engines, two minutes after the alarm sounded. 

Value of buildings and contents $25 000 00 

Insurance on buildings and contents 17 800 00 

Insurance Loss. 6 057 00 

The total loss of the two fires was $66,659.63, leaving a balance of loss 
on all other fires of only $10,141.80. 

Department Buildings. 

The buildings are mostly in good repair. Some of the stalls, the 
outbuildings at the Central Station, and also the training tower need 
repairs. 

All the roofs and houses will need painting this year. 

Apparatus. 

A new second sized Metropolitan Steamer was received in May and 
placed in service with Engine Company No. 1. 

A new 24i horse power Buick Automobile was received in July and 
put at the service of the Chief at headquarters. 

The Aerial Truck has been furnished with the Hart ladder pipe, 
with three inch hose and three way Siamese connection, thus mak- 
ing also a water tower of the truck at a small expense. 

Engines No. 4, No. 5, and No. 10 have received new suctions. 

Steamer No. 8 needs new wheels and axles. 

The Chemical engine needs new wheels. 

The other apparatus appear at present in good repair. 

Horses 

There are at present twenty-eight horses in the service, the same 
number as last year. 

One died during the year, and one was given in part payment, two 
new ones were purchased. 

It is necessary to purhase several new horses this year to replace 
those that have gprown old in the service. 

Hose. 

2000 feet of new 2i inch hose have been purchased and tested at 
600 pounds pressure with the hydraulic pump. All the other hose 
has been tested and such as was unfit for engine use was condemned. 

There are now in good order 8 150 feet. 

With defective rubber linings 3 300 *' 

Total 11 450 '* 

With the 3 000 feet of new hose which will be purchased this year 
the supply of the Department will be ample. 
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DiSCIPUNE. 

The general discipline has been up to the usual good standard, and 
the officers and members deserve much credit for their promptness 
with which they responded to the alarms. 

The Drill School. 

The School of Instruction has been in operation during the summer 
months two days in each week, under the direction of Assistant Chief 
M. Morris. The results derived from the exercises by the members 
are most beneficial to their work at fires, and, I am glad to say, that 
nearly every one showed much interest in the drills.

201 recommendations for permits were given. The Chimneys and 
Hearths in 96 buildings were inspected, 13 complaints about stove 
pipes were attended to and owners or tenants instructed how to 
comply with ordinances. 

CONSOUDATED EMERGENCY WAGON. 

This apparatus, or men, responds to all alarms. It proved its 
great value at the Hasell Street Fire, March 9th, where by the prompt 
action of Foreman S. L. Welch and his men the mass of tangled 
wires was made harmless thus enabling the firemen to attend to 
their work without the danger of injuries from electric current. 

Six taps to cut out light and power were given twice for fires 
fluring the year and responded to at the power house in a few seconds, 
upon the three tap signal the current was turned on again just as 
promptly. 

Recommendations— Water Main Extensions. 

I beg to call your attention to the urgent need of better fire protec- 
tion for the property in the northern and northwestern sections of 
the city, and would urge your Board to request City Council to extend 
at once water mains through Fishbume Street, from King Street to 
Rutledge Avenue, and in Rutledge Avenue from Sumter to Cleveland 
Street, also the Spring Street main to Chestnut, through Chestnut to 
Alway, through Alway to President and in President from Spring to 
Mount Street, through Mount Street and to connect with the Rutledge 
Avenue Main. Hydrants should be placed as may be designated. 
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Apparatus. 

A combination hose wagon should be added to our list of apparatus 
as soon as possible and placed within Engine Ompany No. 6, at the 
Cannon Street station, as the extension of the upper part of the City, 
and the many buildings erected there require it. 

The Committee of 'experts sent out by the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters also recommend that a combination wagon should be 
placed at the Cannon Street station in their report of their inspection 
of this Department. 

A forty-five foot trussed rapid hoist extension ladder is needed for 
Truck No. 1, and should be purchased. 

Engine House. 

I would also recommend as a future need of this department, the 
establishment of an Engine House in the northern section of the City, 
as hundreds of dwellings have been erected there in the last few years. 

In conclusion I desire to say the fire that occurred at the foot of 
Hasell Street on March 9th, tested the ability and experience of the 
Department, and showed the courage and fidelity to duty of the men 
on this occasion. Their conduct at this fire has been a source of 
pride to the public in general and to myself. 

I desire in behalf of the Department to express our sincere appreci- 
ation to his Honor, the Mayor, and to the members of City Council 
for the Resolution which was unanimously adopted at the meeting of 
Coimcil on March 12th, 1907, in reference to this fire. 

The thanks of the Department are also due to the Chief of Police, 
his able Ofiicers and men for their valuable assistance at all fires. I 
am sure the Department can not speak of them in too glowing terms. 

To all the members of this Department, I tender my thanks for the 
most commendable manner in which they have performed their ardu- 
ous duties. 

To the Chairman and Members of your Board, I beg to express my 
thanks for continued confidence placed in me, and for the active and 
untiring interest manifested in all matters pertaining to the efficiency 
and advancement of the Department.

To the Chairman and Board of Fire-Masters: 

Gentlemen:— I beg leave to tender this, my Eighteenth Annual Re- 
port of the working and maintenance of the Fire Alarm System, and 
I am proud to be able to state again, that the record f '>r perfection, 
has not been surpassed, and I doubt equalled by any; for during 
seventeen years management I have yet to record the failure of an 
alarm for fire. 

Twt> boxes have been added and placed, as recommended by the 
Comrrittee of Twenty, of the National Board of Underwriters; also a 
private box put up at Wetherhom and Fischer's Blind and Sash 
Factory. 

The system has been generally looked over, and all defective and 
weak parts removed. During the Summer months, a great deal of 
trouble was caused by lightning, all of which was promptly corrected.

The City Treasurer of the City of Charleston shall semi-annually, 
that is, before the 30th day of June and the 31st of December of each 
year pay over to the Treasurer of the Fireman's pension and relief fund 
one tenth of the amount collected under the annual tax levy of said City 
from fire insurance companies or fire insurance agents doing business 
in said City, on the gross receipts of every such fire insurance com- 
pany or fire insurance agent during the half year preceding such 
semi-annual settlement and the money so paid over to said Treasurer 
shall one half be carried for, as and to the principal of said pension 
fund, and the remaining one-half and the interest accruing from 
forfeitures and fines, may be used by said trustees for pensions as in 
this ordinance provided, and said trustees at the end of each fiscal 
year shall carry to principal whatever amount there remains of said 
hereinbefore last specified one-half and the interest on the fund and

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER. 

Department of Health, 
Charleston, S. C, January 1st, 1908. 

To the Honorable The Mayor 

and City Council^ Charleston^ S. C. 

Gentlemen: 

I have the honor to submit this the Annual Report, 
with the meterological observations and table of vital 
statistics, aijd other proceedings of this Department 
which have been undertaken for the general benefit of 
the city during the year 1907. 

In January 1907 our able and effiicent chairman of 
the Board, Dr. T. Grange Simons, resigned from the 
Board of Health. This was a matter of regret, as 
during his term of office, he rendered most valuable 
service, not only to the board, but the community at 
large, by his able and active interest in matters pertain- 
ing to sanitation. There has been no chairman ap- 
pointed, Mr. G. M. PoUitzer, vice-Chairman, assuming 
charge. Mr. PoUitzer, on account of ill health resigned 
in November 1907. He, has been connected with the 
Board for the past 17 years, and during that time has 
consecrated to the Board and citizens of Charleston much 
time and energy and has given valuable aid in his wise 
and conservative opinions. His absence is to be re- 
gretted. Mr. J, Alwyn Ball a member of the Board has 
been ably and efficiently acting as chairman since 
November. 

It is most pleasing to report the number of deaths 
less than for a number of years, and I am of the firm 
conviction that it is due to our filtrated water supply 
and to the work of the Health Department in the 
inspection and examination of the Meat and Milk 
supply. 
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Water is undoubtedly the greatest factor of health 
in a community. The infectious feature of typhoid 
fever is due to the bacillus prevalent in food and water. 
The most common way of infection in the human being 
is by way of contamination of drinking water, caused by 
the entrance of sewerage matter into cisterns, wells, etc. 
Infected milk is likewise a very important factor, as it 
is not only a medium but a nutrient agent as well. 

Milk becomes infected by the washing of the milk 
pails in water contaminated with the typhoid bacillus. 
Hence it behooves us to see that every possible protec- 
tion is given to our water supply. 

Goose Creek water is a perfectly good water, for 
after filtration, and I might say even before, bacteri- 
ological examination shows it to be free from path- 
ological or disease producing germs. How a civilized 
community should prefer and insist upon drinking 
water from a cistern which is buried in the ground a 
few feet away from a dirty leaking privy vault or cess- 
pool, is more than I can tell. Our typhoid fever is un- 
doubtedly due to this, and we will ever have it, until 
this individual source of supply is done away with. 
I suggest, and have done so, that no place from which 
milk is handled or sold, should be allowed a cistern 
(unless above ground) on the premises. 

Every avenue of elimination of the human being is 
a source of infection, therefore every means should be 
adopted to remove from our midst these harmful and 
deleterious and effete matters. 

We have an abundant supply of water, so why now, 
should we not complete our sewerage system? All 
effete matter is poisonous, when taken into the system, 
by way of water and foods, yet we carefully hold them 
in dirty, leaking privy vaults upon our own premises. 
Again, some premises are connected with and lead out 
their sewerage into the public drains. Yet it is better 
to do this than to keep this matter stored up in privies 
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and vaults upon the premises, to be afterwards re- 
moved by a dirty, insanitary system of vault cleaning, 
that ought to be done away with, and which is a dis- 
grace to any community. 

A flowing of this sewerage into these public drains, 
gives at times disagreeable and offensive odors, which 
though not injurious are a source of nuisance. 

I would ^recommend the extention of our sewerage 
system as soon as possible. It is in fact a most im- 
portant point in the upbuilding and welfare of our city. 

The year just passed has been marked more in the 
question of Milk and Meat Inspection than in any 
other. 

Rules and regulations have been made and many 
dairies shut up and others made to move beyond the 
city limits. I called attention last year to this work, 
but it was only then a few months in its infancy and 
not upon the foundation upon which it has worked for 
the past year. In May the Board of Health met and 
the Committee appointed to investigate the cows, 
dairies etc. Dr. Chas. W. Kollock, chairman, reported 
the findings of their investigations which resulted in the 
removing from the city, in a given time, a certain num- 
ber of the larger dairies which did not come up to the 
new requirements. The majority left within the given 
time, while two or three others who had purchased or 
leased certain tracts of land to remove their dairies to, 
petitioned for furthur time, and it was granted. A 
disposition was generally shown to meet the require- 
ments, and all leniency was shown. The larger dairies 
are now outside the city and are meeting all require- 
ments. There are still left within the city limits a 
large number of cows, both dairy and private, some 
with two or three or more (having sufficient space). 
All these, except cows for private use are licensed and 
inspected. The time has come when ail these should be 
removed, and no cows be allowed in the city at all. 
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Through the untiring efforts of the Milk Inspector, 
Dr. G. McF. Mood, improvement in the Milk and 
Meat supply has been marked, also in the handling and 
quality of the milk. The work of these inspections be- 
came so great that, upon the request of Dr. Mood, an 
assistant was given him. 

A few parties were brought up in court but it was 
very pleasing to note, how the people, in the end would 
actually strive to help us remedy conditidhs. That it 
is too soon yet to see any decided change, yet there can 
be no doubt that diarrhoeal diseases etc., in children 
were lessened, and in all the death rate was lowered. 

In this division is connected the meat inspection, 
which has been also an important work in . the Health 
Department. The meats are closely watched and in- 
spected, all places are screened to protect from flies, 
and the places kept sweet and clean. Meats that were 
formerly sold here are not allowed and when found 
are condemned and destroyed. 

Our slaughter houses are very insanitary and should 
all be abolished and done away with, and one central 
abattion established. The full report of Dr. Mood, 
meat and milk inpsector, will be found appended to 
this report. 

Contagious diseases. 

Small-Pox. 
There were but two cases of small-pox during the 
year, both colored. 

Diphtheria. 

Diphtheria has been in excess of last year but the 
fact must be noted that it was in excess too in other 
cities. There were in all 40 cases, 39 white and 1 
colored. 

There were 6 deaths 6, white, colored. 
Scarlet Fever. 

Scarlet fever has been less, there being but 10 
cases, 9 white, 1 colored; with no deaths. 
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Typhoid Fever. 

There has been a considerable drop in the number of 
typhoid fever cases, showing a less number than for a 
period of five years. This I attribute to the more general 
use of Goose Creek water, and to a bettered condition 
in the handling and inspection of the milk supply. 

Could we get our citizens to adopt and use more 
generally this source of supply, we would have our 
typhoid fever cases drop down to a mere nothing. 

We can hardly hope to iiave our typhoid cases dimin- 
ish to any great extent as long as the people still per- 
sist in using cistern water. A great per cent of the 
cisterns upon examination reveal the presence of the 
colon bacillus, evidence of contamination with fecal or 
sewerage matter. 

Here is our greatest source of infection and so it 
will be until the underground cistern is done away with 
and our privy vaults and cess-pools are filled up, and 
a system of sewerage established. As long as we keep 
upon our premises a cistern and the open privy vault 
which breeds and harbors flies, just so long will we 
harbor and expose ourselves to outbreaks of typhoid 
fever at any time. 

There were 115 cases of typhoid fever, 76 whites, 39 
colored. Deaths 29; 12 white, 17 colored.

Sir: 

I have the honor to submit my Annual Report from 
the Bacteriological Laboratory. 

The comparison with last year's report will show 
that the work has been lighter than it was in 1906, 
This was chiefly on account of the improvement in 
the typhoid fever situation. Notwithstanding this 
improved condition however, the number of positive 
typhoid fever cases is still large enough to attract 
attention. While the loss of life may not have been 
great the money loss resulting from the care of so 
many cases was very considerable. Eight thousand 
dollars would be a conservative estimate. 

The continued existence of typhoid fever in Charles- 
ton is due most probably, to the shallow privy vaults 
which are so numerous, as well as to the use of water 
stored in underground cisterns. A reference to table 
4 will show that about 257^ of the cisterns examined 
were found to be contaminated. It follows that if 
typhoid fever is to be eradicated and Charleston saved 
the endless waste of money and life which it causes, 
the extention of the sewerage system with the filling of 
all privy vaults, and the closing of underground cisterns 
are essential.

Dear Sir: 

I have the honor to submit this my second Annual 
Report of the Division of Sanitary Inspectors, and Ck)n- 
tagious, and Infectious Diseases for the year ending 
December 31st. 1907. 

The building activity of the city has increased the 
work of this department materially, while the force of 
inspectors remain the same as in preceding years. The 
inspectors have met with the difficulties that are always 
present, and have been impartial and faithful in the 
discharge of their duties. Their districts are divided 
in to four as follows: — 

No. 1. Oilman Courtenay, South Battery to south side 
Wentworth St. No. 2. Chas. Glover, North side Went- 
worth to south of Vanderhorst. No. 3. Frank Richards, 
North side of Vanderhorst to south of Cannon. No. 4. 
Michael Hogan, North side Cannon to city limits. 

Each Inspector averages fifty visits a day, and mails 
his report so that it reaches this office before 9 o'clock 
the following morning. His notices are written, and 
he reports at * 1 o'clock to get them, and to receive 
necessary instructions etc. They are required to de- 
liver their own notices, and it is their duty to return 
and see that the nuisances they have reported are re- 
moved. In addition to this they must report all new 
buildings, and state if the cisterns and other require- 
ments of the Board of Health are complied with. 

The Street Department's report will show an increase 
in the amount of garbage hauled over all previous 
years, which is conclusive evidence that this work of 
cleaning up is increasing annually. The city Engineer 
has complied with every appeal from this Department, 
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and the removal of garbage is fairly satisfactory, and 
seems to work well. The holders however, do not pro- 
vide proper receptacles for it's waste, and use anything 
for a garbage can. While we have not had control of 
this up to the present time, an Ordinance has been 
passed holding us responsible, and it will hereafter be 
our duty to see that only proper garbage receptacles 
are used, and I propose to take the matter up in the 
future, and carry out the provisions of the Ordinance. 

The obnoxious and insanitary system of vault clean- 
ing is still in existence, and should be abandoned The 
best is done under the circumstances, but there should 
be a plan adopted that would be more sanitary and less 
obnoxious. 

The disinfectant station is still under the supervision 
of Mr. Cornelius Adams. He has entire control of the 
carts. All orders for disinfectants are referred to 
him. His work during the past year has been up to 
the usual standard, and there has been no complaint 
from the public or from the inspectors about this service. 

All fumigation has received my personal attention; 
great care is taken with this work, and it is always 
done promptly, in order that the infected room shall 
not remain a menace to the the rest of the household. 
In cases of contagious diseases the bedding, linen 
etc., are sent to the Roper Hospital, where they are 
further sterilized. 

The number of places fumigated will be found in the 
following list of figures showing the work for the year. 

It has been my aim as far as consistent with the 
ordinances, to work harmoniously with the public, and 
to impress the fact that it is not the object of this De- 
partment to work a hardship on property owners, but 
to so improve the sanitary conditions of our city that 
we may all enjoy the inevitable prosperity before us.

Report of the Bureau of Freight, Immigration and Statis- 
tics for the fiscal year ending December 31st 1907.

ORGANIZATION. 

The organization for this year has undergone many 
changes, and it was the sad duty of our Board to record 
on its minutes the loss of one of its valued members, 
Mr. Theodore Melchers, who passed from this life on 
February 22d 1907. 
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At a meeting of the Board on April 10th, 1907, out of 
respect and high regard for him the Board of Com- 
missioners passed the following preamble and resolu- 
tiins: 

" Whereas, for the second time since the organization 
of this Bureau, 'death has invaded our Board: The 
truth of the old adage that 'Death loves a shining mark' 
has been signally exemplified. 

"On Friday, February 22d, Capt. Theodor.^ Melchers, 
one of the most valued members of this body, was called 
to his reward. For years he has been the representa- 
tive on this Board of the Merchants Exchange and has 
spared no time in his efforts to faithfully serve the in- 
terests represented, and by his active and earnest co- 
operation in all the work of the Bureau has proven his 
value, not only to his associates in this work, but to the 
interests of the people of this city. This was only an 
additional proof of his high character as a citizen, and 
his willingness to co-operate in any way necessary to 
advance the business interests of the city which he 
had adopted as his home. Therefore be it 

"RESOLVED : That in the death of Captain Melchers 
this Board has lost one of its most valued members 
whose place it will be hard to supply. 

"RESOLVED, FURTHER: That a blank page be 
inscribed to the memory of Mr. Melchers in the minute 
book of this Board." 

To these fitting expressions of the Board as to the 
worth of Mr. Melchers, the Manager also desires to em- 
phasize the value of his counsel in various matters with 
which he had to deal. 

By an ordinance passed by City Council on March 12th, 
1907, the name of this Bureau was changed to The 
Bureau of Freight, Immigration and Statistics, and the 
membership of the Board of Commissioners increased 
to eight, the two additional members being, one from 
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the Charleston Clearing House Association and one 
from The Bankers, Jobbers and Manufacturers Associa- 
tion, and the personel of the Board of Commissioners is 
now composed of the following gentlemen:

RELATIONS WITH CARRIERS. 

The relations of this Bureau with the Carriers serving 
this city have, during the past year, been pleasant and 
much has been accomplished which was of value to both 
the city and lines serving the city, and many questions 
have been settled satisfactorily, and without friction 
and many are still under consideration. 

At a meeting of the Board on January 21st 1907, the 
case which was heard before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission for a re-adjustment of the interstate rates 
to and from this port, was discussed, and it was decided 
that inasmuch as at the last session of Congress, the 
Interstate Commerce Commission was vested with the 
authority to name maximum rates where complaints 
were filed and when the existing rates were found 
under this complaint to be unjust or discrimina- 
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tive, that the time had arrived when it was possible to 
re-open this case with some assurance of a successful 
conclusion. This discussion resulted in further con- 
ferences with the Mayor, who then took an active part 
in the matter, resulting in conferences with the officials 
of the railroad companies serving this city, and a great 
deal was accomplished without the necessity of an ap- 
peal to the Interstate Commerce Commission. 

An understanding was reached by which the railroad 
companies agreed to appoint an oflficial with the specific 
duty of investigating thoroughly the conditions exist- 
ing and to make such corrections as he found necessary 
regarding either rates or freight and passenger service. 

Mr. E. H. Shaw has since been appointed General 
Freight Agent of the Southern Railway with authority 
to handle all such matters for both lines, and many ben- 
eficial changes have been effected. 

A readjustment of the cotton rates between points in 
North Carolina and Charleston has been put into effect 
which has resulted in an increase of business between 
these points, and when financial conditions become nor- 
mal will be of still more benefit. 

The Southern Rwy. has also arranged to put into ef- 
fect export freight rates from all points on their lines 
through the port of Charleston on an equal basis with 
those now in effect via Norfolk and other Virginia ports, 
and also to endeavor to secure the co-operation of their 
connections in the estabUshment of these rates from all 
points West and Northwest which are not directly on 
their lines. This should result in large benefit to this 
port and enable a large export business to be established. 

During these conferences the attention of the rail- 
roads was called to the establishment of the Baltomore 
& Carolina Steamship Company of regular steamship 
service between Charleston and Baltimore, but they 
were handicapped by reasons of the lack of any through 
rates and services in connection with the railroads. 
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The Southern Rwy. expressed their willingness to make 
the necessary arrangements for through rates, service 
and bills of lading, and that the Manager of the Bureau 
should act for the Steamship Company, and an agree- 
ment was reached and the rates, divisions, etc., are now 
in the hands of the printer for issue. It is to be hoped 
that this arrangement will also be agreed to by the At- 
lantic Coast Line during the coming year. 

Construction of the Catawba Valley Railroad from 
Catawba, S. C. to Great Falls, S. C, a distance of twenty- 
two miles, and six new stations, was completed during 
this year and we are now endeavoring to have through 
rates published between Charleston and these points 
and have assurance that they will be published in the 
near future. 

In publishing the rates between Charleston and White- 
hall, S. C, the Atlantic Coast Line in Charleston Local 
Tariff No. 1, published them in the sixty mile group, 
when they should have been in the fifty mile group. 
This we had corrected, resulting in the following reduc- 
tions.

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CLAIM DEPARTMENT. 

A larger number of the business public have availed 
themselves of the use of this department during this 
year than in the past and the results have been that the 
settlements have been almost double those of the previ- 
ous years. We handled seventeen hundred and fifty- 
eight claims during the year 1907, of which thirteen 
hundred and twenty seven were settled and four hun- 
dred and thirty-one still under adjustment. The 
amount of those settled aggregated $28,091.03, an in- 
crease of $12,830.00 over last year. The aggregate 
amount of the four hundred and thirty-one still under 
adjustment is $17,813.33 and these are nearly all recent 
claims and will probably be adjusted in the near future.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PARK 
COMMISSIONERS 



To the Honorable, the Mayor and City Council : 

Gentlemen : — The Board of Park Commissioners present 
this their Twelfth Annual Report for the fiscal year ending 
December 31st, 1907, together with a statement of their 
expenditures, and ask^ the usual appropriation for park 
purposes for the coming year. 

HAMPSTEAD MALL 

and the parks of the Upper Ward's Division have been 
maintained in the customary manner and as many improve- 
ments were made during the past year as our funds permit- 
ted. The hedges around Hampstead Mall and Aiken Park 
are becoming an attractive feature but we regret to report 
the Board has been put to considerable expense in the 
maintenance of the hedges from the fact that the visiting 
public thoughtlessly break the same to make "short cut" 
entrances and exits instead of taking the paths laid out for 
them. Aiken Park has been raised to grade at considerable 
expense and every effort will be made to cultivate grass 
within this park. Chicora Park, since the establishment of 
the Navy Yard, remains only as a name, as only the un- 
improved timber land remains since the sale of the best 
part of this park to the United States for a Navy Yard. 
To preserve order in and around the Terminal of the Con- 
solidated Railway Co. and the entrance to the Navy Yard, 
the Park Mounted Police is still maintained. This duty 
should be performed by the Consolidated Railway Co., and 
the Park Board withdraw the policeman stationed there, 
for duty at the parks within the city, where his presence 
is needed. 
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CANNON PARK. 

With the raising of the grade of Rutledge Avenue at 
this point, it is necessary to raise the grade of this park 
around the Auditorium, but the amount appropriated for 
this purpose in 1907 not being sufficient therefor and the 
College of Charleston museum authorities not having com- 
pleted the changes to the Auditorium, nothing was done 
as to raising the grade of this park and the appropriation 
asked for 1908 with the amount from 1907 unexpended in 
the City Treasury, will be used for this purpose the coming 
year, as it is more economical to do it at one time than in 
instalments. 

BATTERY— WHITE POINT GARDEN. 

The attractive addition to this Park has been the erection 
of a handsome band stand of iron and stone, the generous 
gift of Mrs. Waring P. Carrington, and this gift has been 
duly acknowledged by the Board of Park Commissioners. 
The Board would respectfully suggest that suitable ac- 
knowledgement be made by City Council to Mrs. Waring 
P. Carrington for this gift, and the City Council Committee 
on Parks and Pleasure Grounds be requested to have pre- 
pared and presented to City Council suitable resolutions 
thereon, and the same be adopted and forwarded by the 
Clerk of Council to Mrs. Carrington. There has been much 
work done on the sea wall of this park and much more is 
needed and with the limited appropriations it will take a 
number of years to complete these repairs. Much care 
and attention has been given to the grounds of White Point 
Garden which is one of the show places of this City. The 
other parks of the Lower Ward's Division have been kept 
in good condition, but the day is not far distant when the 
walks of Washington Park will have to be relaid, and the 
Board obliged to ask City Council for an appropriation 
for cement walks to replace the old brick walks in this park. 

HAMPTON PARK. 

This park is becoming more and more attractive to our 
people and to the visitors of our City, and as its attrac- 
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tions become better known, will become the favorite resort 
of our citizens. At this park our needs are gfreat. On ac- 
count of the large acreage and the keeping up of the 
flowerbeds and lawns, the cost of maintenance is large. 
The wants— especially at this time, are stone curbing to 
replace the fast decaying wooden curbs to the flower beds. 
Cement-gravel walks to replace the thin and broken asphalt 
walks that remained after the Exposition, and a roadway 
along the river edge. Plans are nearly completed by Messrs. 
Olmstead Brothers, for the gradual taking of the Rhett 
Farm as a part of this park and the roadway along the 
Ashley river. A visit to this park will show clearly the 
work done at this paik^ which would take many words to 
set out, and yet convey but feebly the amount of the same. 
The principal work done has been: Two rooms added to 
the keeper's cottage; built three bridges in the Sunken 
Garden; curbed all beds in Sunken Garden with tile, also 
the driveway around the same; completed in every respect 
pergola and put in good repair all buildings. 

The Library Tract is completed, except the cement-gravel 
walks, stone curb to flower beds, and the walls of the lake. 

MUSIC AT THE PARKS. 

The Board of Park Commissioners have been enabled 
to give band concerts at the Battery and Hampstead Mall 
on Carolina Day and Thanksgiving Day, the past year. 
These concerts were all their limited means would permit, 
although concerts have been given at Hampton Park on 
Sunday afternoons during certain seasons by the Consoli- 
dated Railroad Co. 

All these concerts were generally appreciated by hundreds 
of music-loving people, and the Board desires to increase the 
popularity of the musical feature by high class music and 
greater strength of bands. In many cities, concerts are 
given all during the summer months, both afternoon and 
evening and the expense of same borne by endowment 
Funds given to the Park Board in trust for this purpose. 
In other cities there are Park Musical Associations, com- 
prising business men and corporations who yearly obtain 
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funds for the purpose of band concerts in the various parks, 
and through the Park Boards, arrange the giving of weekly 
concerts. The city has Hampton Park, The Battery and 
Hampstead Mall equipped with band stands and the Board 
of Park Commissioners would cheerfully co-operate with 
a Park Concert Association to give monthly, semi-monthly 
or weekly band concerts at all thfee of these parks as the 
citizens might desire as to dates, park, or time, if the citi- 
zens through an association or otherwise, would assist 
the Board with funds for the purpose, and conjointly ar- 
range for the same, to be given under the auspices of a 
Park Concert Association. 

FINANCIAL. 

The Park Commissioners have collected as rents, etc., the 
sum of $1,103.32 and paid same to the City Treasurer and 
by him, under the ordinances this amount has been carried 
to the General Income Account of the city. The net cost 
of care, maintenance and improvements of the park system 
for 1907 hasi been to the taxpayers the sum of $9,627.28. 

The Board of Park Commissioners again earnestly re- 
quest that as in other cities the income from parks be placed 
to the credit of the Board of Park Commissioners, and not 
used for the general expenses of the city, and thus the 
actual cost of parks to the city be shown.

The studies embrace Orthography, Reading, Writing, 
Mental and Practical Arithmetic, Common School and 
Physical Geography, Modern and Ancient History, Gram- 
mar, Familiar Science, Physiology, Bookkeeping, Algebra, 
Stenography, Typewriting, Vocal and Instrumental Music. 
The present system of examination — every two months — 
continues satisfactory. 

Of the number admitted in the school this year, (36) all 
but seven entered the kindergarten; a class of 16 has been 
promoted from this department to the primary — and there 
are now on its roll 52 pupils; 25 boys and 27 girls. 

The whole school is instructed in Physical Exercises, and 
the close attention and precision of movement, elicits the 
admiration of visitors. The Wednesday afternoon exercises 
are still attended with much interest. Among the visitors, 
who addressed the children during the year, were Hon. Geo. 
W. Gage, Circuit Judge of the State of South Carolina, 
and Dr. Comstock, of Saratoga. 

Professor Rea, of the Charleston College, gave the child- 
ren an interesting talk on the educational advantages of

the Museum, and a Stereopticon Lecture, at the College, 
on "Whales." 

The 117th Anniversary of the Institution, celebrated in 
the Assembly Room of the School, on the afternoon, of 
October 22nd, was attended by a majority of the City Cler- 
gy, the Commissioners, and a large number of other friends. 

Dr. J. S. Buist, Chairman of the School Committee, and 
Vice Chairman of the Board, presided in the absence of the 
Chairman, Mr. F. J. Pelzer. 

After the opening hymn, "Come Thou Almighty King," 
prayer was offered by Rev. Walter I. Herbert. 

After which a welcome in a few words was extended to 
all the friends of the Institution present by Dr. Buist, who 
took occasion to speak of the good work being done in this 
model Home for children; of what it has accomplished 
throughout its long years of usefulness, and of what a bless- 
ing it has been and now is to this community. After a few 
words to the children of commendation and encouragement, 
he prophesied that the impress of the Founders and of 
those who up to this time, have shaped its course, would 
ever live, and that the Charleston Orphan House would 
always be, as it is to-day, in the. very height of its useful- 
ness, the pride of the City of Charleston.

patriotic hearts.

A large part of the mending for the boys was also done 
here. In this department, the children are taught from a 
half hour to one and a half hours each day, the older girls, 
giving the time they can spare from school and other duties. 

The work of the laundry has been done this year by three 
washers, with the aid of the girls. 

The year's washing amounts to 159,919 pieces. 

While the girls are occupied in sewing, mending and other 
work, the boys are employed in various duties suitable to 
their age. They cut wood, sift ashes, carry coal, take care 
of the poultry, and, under supervision, attend to the flower 
gardens and assist in the vegetable garden. During the 
summer vacation, they assist with sundry repairs about the 
house and premises. 

The Chairman of the Board of Commissioners of the 
Orphan House in transmitting the report s^of the Standing 
Committees, avails himself of the occasion to add his en- 
dorsement of the same. 

Every department of the Institution has been managed 
with strict economy during the past year. The advanced 
cost of every article, however, will necessitate a larger out- 
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lay during the present year for the support of the House. 

The Commissioners desire to continue their tribute of 
praise to the Principal, Miss A. K. Irving, as well as to her 
corps of faithful assistants, who are untiring in their de- 
votion to the best interests of the House, and to the care 
of its inmates. During the holidays of the past month, a 
very pleasant and handsome entertainment was given to the 
children on the afternoon of December 27th, by Mayor 
Rhett and Mrs. Rhett, at their residence. Broad street. It 
took the form of a beautiful Christmas Tree, to which was- 
added refreshments and gifts, which were greatly enjoyed 
and appreciated both by the children and the guests present. 
Another entertainment was given for the children, July 
9th, by Commissioner George W. Williams and Mrs. 
Williams at their residence on Meeting street. This was 
a garden party, and the kind donors" conveyed the whole 
Orphanage to the scene on the trolleys giving the children a. 
most enjoyable afternoon. 

The Chairman would take occasion here to remark on 
the constant devotion of Commissioner Williams to the 
House, and its inmates. The outings and other treats dur- 
ing the hot summer months, provided for the children by 
him and another Commissioner friend of the Institution, 
have added much to their pleasure, and not a little to 
their good health in various ways.

SEWING DEPARTMENT. 

The report of the Sewing Department, which in addition 
to general seamstress work includes tailoring and dress- 
making is as follows :

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All mending, both for the boys and girls was also done 
in this department. The children are instructed every- 
day for a sufficient length of time and a large portion of the 
work is done by the girls. 

LAUNDRY. 

Only two washers are employed in the laundry, all the 
lighter work being done by the larger girls. The year's 
washing and ironing amounted to 4,000 pieces. 

The girls sew, mend, and do other proper work, and 
the boys are employed in various duties suitable to their 
ages. 

It is proper to state that in this Institution, the boys 
and girls are kept absolutely separate and apart. They 
hold no communication whatever with each other, and the 
assistant matrons and teachers in charge of the depart- 
ments carefully observe the rule that the boys and girls 
are not brought in contact. 

The Asylum is so situated and arranged that this can 
be readily done without inconvenience or additional ex- 
oense. 

GENERAL HEALTH OF THE INSTITUTION 

The Board wishes to express their grateful thanks that 
during the past year this Institution has been free from 
epidemic diseases. 

The Board of Commissioners in closing this, their annual 
report, desires to testify their appreciation of the services 
rendered by all of the subordinate officers, of the good order 
and discipline observed by the children. 

It is a pleasure to them to be able to say that this 
Institution has always been in a condition where it could 
be visited at any hour of the day or night and the same 
order and discipline found to be enforced as when the 
Board formally convenes for the purpose of meeting and 
inspection. 
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The discipline observed is as perfect as possible in an 
institution of this character, and the Commissioners keep 
strict supervision over the Institution. 

Every article of food is carefully inspected before it is 
allowed to be used, and the same food which the children 
receive is also consumed by the Principal Matron and the 
other officials of the Institution. The various members of 
the Board on their regular daily rounds make it a practice 
to taste and test these foods, and have always found them 
pure and wholesome, and have no complaint whatever to 
make as to their character and material or the manner in 
which they are prepared and served to the children. 

Great care has been taken by the Principal Matron in 
seeing that the health of the children is preserved by hav- 
ing an increased number of lavatories and bath tubs put 
into the Institution, enforcing a rigid use of them, and keep- 
ing the children uniformly cleanly and well clad, and it 
is our pride that our children will compare favorably with 
those of any institution in looks, bearing and mental at- 
tainment, a result due almost entirely to the care, skill, 
and attention of the Principal Matron and her assistants.

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INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL 
FOR COLORED ORPHANS 

To the Honorable Commissioners of Industrial School 
for Colored Orphans, Mr. F. R. Frost, Chairman. 

Gentlemen: 

Once more we come before you to submit to your honor- 
able consideration, this our Sixteenth Annual Repori. 

This has been one of our hardest and most strenuous 
years, due largely to the fact that we have undergone a 
severe loss by fire. Our Reformatory building was swept 
away to ashes and dust by fire, leaving only the children 
alive, who barely escaped from the burning building of 
sixteen rooms and two large chapels. Every piece of furni- 
ture and garment was destroyed, even the clothes which the 
children took off that night before retiring were lost. We 
sustained a loss of over three thousand dollars, having only 
seven hundred dollars insurance on the building. We had 
to go to great expense in rebuilding a two story dormitory 
and a board fence fifteen feet high around the Reformatory, 
enclosing eight acres more or less; one blacksmith shop 
and a small gate office of two stories. We purchased two 
mules and two horses and built five stables for the Farm 
and an out house and shelter for the stock. At the Orphan- 
age, City, we repaired the large building at a great cost, 
erected an annex building of three stories and eleven rooms 
and installed water-works with a bathing pool for the 
children, making a total expenditure for the year of $24,- 
095.18. However, with all this misfortune we are not dis- 
couraged. We would like to call your attention to the 
Greenwood Industrial Farm and Reformatory, Ladson, S. 
C, where the little destitute boys, convicted in the police 
courts for trivial offences, are sent. No greater blessing has 
ever come to Charleston than the establishment of that insti- 
tution, to rid the streets of that class of children which 
is a menace to the city. In the Reformatory they are taught 
to read, write, cord wood, hoe, ditch, plough, saw lumber and 
remove the same daily at the mill. They are also taught 
all kinds of farming. The report will show what has been 
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made by the children. It is true that your honorable body 
will not permit us to spend any money appropriated by the 
City Council for the work out of the city. This has made it 
exceedingly hard for us to carry on the work at Ladson, 
which is doing more for Charleston than for Berkeley. We 
petition Council through you honorable gentlemen, to please 
appropriate this year to the Colored Industrial School for 
Colored Orphans, $5,000, only one fourth of what it will 
take fo run the two institutions for 1908. 

The education of the Negro is essential to good sitizen- 
ship. It protects both the home and society. As you know 
in 1891 this work was begun with four little waifs; later on 
it numbered 96. The work continued to grow, until in 
1893, it had on its roll 360; in 1898, 536. The number 
continues to increase, about three-fourths boys and one- 
fourth girls. The merits of the work are proven by the 
mark made by the children who have been trained in the 
Institution. We have boys and girls in all parts of the 
country, who are not only a credit to the Institution, but 
to the race as well. Not one boy or girl who has been trained 
in the Institution can be found in jail anywhere serving a 
sentence, out of the thousands we have handled since the 
establishment of the work. We have added several indus- 
tries, some of which we have not been able to operate for 
lack of funds. We have at the Orphanage an industrial 
department, sewing, washing, ironing and general house- 
work ; shoemaking and repairing, where the boys are taught 
a trade. We also have a large job printing and industrial 
plant, and a paper published, known as The Charleston Mes- 
senger, all of which serves to give the boys work to do, 
such as job printing, book and pamphlet work. This has 
been a great help to the Institution in the way of assisting 
to make it self-supporting. 

Our books are open for inspection. Mr. J. D. Kelly, 
whom you appointed as auditor of our books, has added 
much to our work by his counsel, instruction and long hours 
spent quarterly in going through and comparing books and 
accounts. He has spent much of his valuable time on our 
books, for which we are under untold obligation to him. 
Mr. Kelly having spent the best days of his life in book- 
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keeping and as cashier of one of the leading banks of this 
city, is well fitted for the work in which he is now engaged 
as auditor of our accounts. We feel safe in saying that the 
accounts as here given are correct, and that every dollar 
was spent for the purpose for which it was given. 

In connection with the Orphanage we are conducting a 
day school for destitute children who cannot enter the public 
schools, as there is no school down town below Calhoun 
Street, besides ours, for Negro children. The institution is 
entitled to the encouragement of every law-abiding, peace- 
loving citizen in Charleston. 

We dare not close this report without mentioning Mr. 
Geo. R. Scott, a white gentleman of "The New York Week- 
ly Witness," who has failed in health, but has lost no inter- 
est in helping this institution. He makes his appeal each 
year for his "black lambs," raising from two to three thou- 
sand dollars. 

We thank you gentlemen for the interest you have taken 
in our institution. Words are inadequate to express to 
you and God our heartfelt gratitude for the liberal support 
you and others have given it by way of helping the Orphan 
Aid Society to raise the following amounts. 

It will appear from the reading of this report that the 
Charleston Messenger has fallen back in account; but it 
is gratifying to us to say that the profit made on The Mes- 
senger has been encouraging, as the stock on hand paid 
for will show. Again as is shown in the wood and lumber 
account, apparently we are behind; but when we take into 
consideration the purchasing of the saw-mill and its appara- 
tus, electric motor to operate the industrial plant, all of 
which has been paid for and charged to wood and lumber 
account, we have surprised ourselves. 

We have nothing before us now but a building for the 
girls and payments for the lots, which will cost us about 
three thousand nine hundred and eighty-five dollars, and we 
begin with fresh courage and vigor, hoping to accomplish 
more this year than last.

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REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF COLLEGE OF 
CHARLESTON. 



To The Honorable 

Thef Mayor and Aldermen of the City of Charleston: 

In order to inform your honorable body of the work done 
at the College of Charleston during the year 1907, I 
cannot do better than submit the able and highly satis- 
factory report of the same, made to our Board of Trustees 
by Dr. Harrison Randolph, the distinguished President of 
the College Faculty. 

The important work of removing the College Museum to 
the Thomson Auditorium on Rutledge Avenue, which your 
Honorable body in its wisdom heretofore provided for, has 
not yet been accomplished. Extensive and necessa- 
ry alterations to the interior of the structure have 
been made during the past year, and the work of 
adapting the building to its new use will soon be 
completed. It is hoped that at an early day the Museum 
will be installed in its new home. Much credit is due to 
the able and indefatigable Director of the Museum, Profes- 
sor Paul M. Rea and his valuable Assistant, Prof. F. W. 
Wamsley, for their intelligent supervision of the work. 

The Trustees of the College are always mindful of the 
watchful care with which the City Council of Charleston 
has continued to guard the interests of our venerable and 
classic institution.

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PRESIDENT'S REPORT. 

To The Trustees of the College of Charleston: 

The President of the College has the honor to submit 
the following report for the year ending December 31, 
1907: 

George Lamb Buist, a member of the Board of Trustees, 
died on May 31st, 1907, in the sixty-ninth year of his 
age. He had been elected to the Board in 1887. He was 
a disinterested servant of many public interests, charitable, 
educational, and religious, and through his death the Col- 
lege has lost a valued friend and an able counsellor. 

During the year under review no change has taken place 
in the Faculty. For four years the College has enjoyed 
the benefits from a continuance in all its departments of 
the professors in charge. This necessarily brings about 
in the work of the College a continuity and sequence in 
methods and policies which is highly beneficial. There 
results a cohesion among the various departments which 
helps to give character to the College and to impress that 
character upon its work. For several years prior to 1904, 
changes inf the Faculty were frequent and many inconven- 
iences resulted from them. While the present satisfactory 
situation has lasted some time it has been merely due to 
our good fortune ; for the insufficient salaries which are at- 
tached to most of the chairs render the College especially 
liable to the bad effects of frequent changes in its Faculty. 
An increase in these salaries is highly important and the 
matter should receive the careful consideration of the Trus- 
tees. 

In September, 1907, the position of Assistant in Mathe- 
matics was created, and Mr. J. H. Brown, of Charleston, a 
member of the Senior Class, was appointed to fill the place 
upon the recommendation of the Professor of Mathematics. 

Attendance. 

It is pleasing to note that the present year has seen the 
largest attendance ever registered at the College of Charles- 
ton. The enrolment for the session beginning September 
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27, 1907, is eighty-three students, an increase of seventeen 
over the previous session. Their distribution in the college 
classes is as follows: thirty-six Freshmen, fifteen Sopho- 
mores, nine Juniors, eleven Seniors, two graduate students, 
and ten partial course students. 

An understanding of conditions at the College makes it 
easy to appreciate how encouraging this record is. In re- 
cent years the increase in numbers has gone slowly for- 
ward as knowledge of the College and of its work has 
gradually extended through the State. But this growth 
has been retarded by our comparatively high standard of 
entrance requirements. Many who stand the entrance ex- 
aminations fail to pass, and every year there are young 
men who do not come up for the examinations on account 
of their reputed difficulty. There has been great need of 
an active canvass by agents of the College in order to bring 
its claims adequately and correctly before the people of the 
State, and unquestionably the beginning which was made 
last summer in this kind of advertising brought about the 
present increase in the attendance. A sufficient fund was 
subscribed by the Alumni for this purpose and two of our 
recent graduates, Mr. Fitzhugh Salley, of Aiken County, 
and Mr. C. A. Mays, of Edgefield, were secured for this 
work. Every county in the State was included in their 
territory except Saluda, Beaufort, and Dorchester counties. 
Seventy-one towns, including Augusta, Georgia, were vis- 
ited. About two hundred and twenty-five persons, parents 
or prospective students, were interviewed and furnished 
with catalogues and information. Letters of introduction 
to two hundred and eighteen gentlemen in the interior of 
the State from the local alumni were given to our agents. 
These letters proved of much assistance in the work of 
canvassing. 

To indicate the results of this plan I submit the follow- 
ing facts: the present registration of 83 students shows a 
gain of 17 over the registration of the previous session. 
This is the largest enrolment in the history of the College, 
and the largest gain in any single year. There are thirty- 
six students in the Freshman class. The same number as 
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the entire enrolment ten years ago. Of the Freshman class, 
26 are from the interior of the State and 10 from Charles- 
ton. Of the total enrolment 46 students are from the in- 
terior of the State and 37 from Charleston. Thus 
the entire gain of the past ten years at present rep- 
resents students from the interior of the State. There are 
ten counties represented which were not represented last 
year, and three of these are counties which have never be- 
fore sent a student to the College. We find that sixteen 
of our new students were influenced in coming to the Col- 
lie of Charleston by our agents, and it is to be hoped that 
means will be forthcoming to continue this excellent work. 

N Commencement. 

The public exercises in connection with the conferring 
of degrees were held in the Academy of Music» on June 18. 
Diplomas were given to four Bachelors of Arts, and to three 
Bachelors of Science. The principal address was made by 
Vice-Chancellor Wiggins, of the University of the South. 
The Magazine Medal was awarded to Gordon Miller, of 
Charleston, for the best prose article in the current volume 
of the College Magazine. The Alumni Medal, which is 
given by the Alumni Association to the member of the 
Junior class with highest standing, was awarded to E. K. 
Marshall, Jr., of Charleston. The Bingham Orator's Medal 
was won by C. S. Brice, of Winnsboro. 

Scholarships. 

The endowed scholarships are sixteen in number, namely, 
the fourteen Boyce scholarships, founded in 1855 on the 
gift of the Hon. Kerr Boyce ; the Edward R. Miles schol- 
arship, founded in 1899 upon a bequest of Mrs. Mary 
Peronneau Miles as a memorial to her husband, the late 
Rev. Edward R. Miles; and the Asher D. Cohen scholar- 
ship, founded in 1905 upon the gift of Mrs. Miriam Cohen 
as a memorial to her husband, the late Asher D. Cohen. 
In September there were seven scholarships vacant — six 
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Poyce scholarships and the Edward R. Miles scholarship. 
The following students were appointed to these vacancies: 
P. E. Scherer, of Charleston; C. F. Martin, of Blackville; 
J. J. Comar, of Charleston; W. G. Marshall, of Port Royal, 
Virginia; J. I. Cosgrove, of Charleston; Simon Jacobson, 
of Charleston, and L. L. Ligon, of Anderson. 

Public Lectures. 

The following lectures were open to the public during the 
year* 

"The Ideal in Literature and Art," by Rev. P. L. Duffy, 
LL. D. 

"The Modern Conception of European History,'' by Pro- 
fessor Stephenson. 

The Library. 

To the generosity of the friends of the College the Lib- 
rary is indebted for several valuable contributions. From 
his private collection, which has been made with great care 
and discrimination, Hon. W. A. Courtenay has presented 
four volumes and nine pamphlets of great rarity. Mrs. 
W. A. Martin, the widow of W. A. Martin, Esq., of the 
class of 1853, h^s donated one hundred and fifty-seven vol- 
umes of French authors of the nineteenth century, and a 
sum of $100 which will insure their being bound in a hand- 
some style. This set includes the complete works, in the 
best editions, of Balzac and Victor Hugo. 

Attention should again be called to the lack of shelf 
room in the galleries of the Library. Until this is pro- 
vided, a large number of books, including government pub- 
lications and the valuable files of newspapers, both of great 
use in the department of history, must remain in their pre- 
sent position, stacked on the floor in the galleries and un- 
catalogued. 

The Dormitory 

The success of the Dormitory continues under the same 
efficient management which for seven years has remained 
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unchanged. During the present session thirty-seven stu- 
dents have boarded at the Dormitory, an increase of twelve 
over the previous session. As there are accommodations 
for forty-six students, the Dormitory fully meets the pres- 
ent demands upon it. 

Gifts. 

In addition to the gifts to the Library from Mrs. W. A. 
Martin and the Hon. W. A. Courtenay, which have already 
been mentioned, note should be made of the gift by the 
Alumni of $320.50 to the advertising fund, the uses of 
which have been fully set forth above. Also an annual 
prize of $25 has been donated anonymously by a citizen of 
Charleston as a Mathematical Prize. Such recognition of 
successful effort is in a high degree stimulating to the stu- 
dent and it is to be hoped that this excellent example will 
be followed by other friends of the College. 

In this connection notice should be given to the acquisi- 
tion of a large, well-equipped athletic park for the Collie 
Athletic Association. This has been successfully accom- 
plished by a committee of alumni, consisting of Mr. Wil- 
liam Henry Parker and Mr. J. Waties Waring, who under- 
took last summer to arrange some plan by which such a 
park could be provided. Through the efforts of this com- 
mittee there was obtained from the City of Charleston a 
ten years' lease on the large plot of land immediately oppo- 
site the Hampton Baseball Park. The amount needed to 
put these grounds in suitable condition is now being raised 
through a series of entertainments and other projects, all 
of whi«h have been arranged by the wife of a prominent 
alumnus of the College, Mr. T. Moultrie Mordecai. Mrs. 
Mordecai has associated with her a committee of ladies to 
assist her in this work, and already more than half the 
amount required has been raised. The thanks of the entire 
college community is due to Mrs. Mordecai and her corn- 
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mittee and to the alumni who have interested themselves 
in undertaking to provide what is, under present conditions, 
the greatest need of the College.

The City Council has manifested its interest in the insti- 
tution and has continued its liberal poHcy toward the school 
during the past year. Special appropriations amounting 
to $186.00 were expended in much needed improvements 
of the sanitary arrangements of the building, which have 
added much to the comfort and convenience of the school. 

The contract with the City Board of School Commission- 
ers by which the graduates of the Bennett, Courtenay and 
Crafts Schools have been admitted for the full four year's 
course has been continued and is very much appreciated by 
the community who fully realize the advantages afforded to 
the city for attaining a careful and thorough secondary edu- 
cation. 

The pupils who enter from the public schools of the city 
are given the choice of the full classical course or of a busi- 
ness course in which in addition to the Mathematics and 
English of the regular course they can be instructed in Com- 
mercial forms and usages as well as in shorthand and the 
practical use of the typewriter. 

This department of the school continues to be under 
the special care of Mr. Frederick S., MuUer, and I cannot 
speak too highly of the zeal and enthusiasm he has dis- 
played in the conduct of the several courses of instruc- 
tion. 

On the 30th of January the school met with a great loss 
in the death of Mr. Julian Mitchell, who had for many 
years taken a deep interest in developing the institution to 
the high grade of usefulness and efficiency which it attained 
in this city. 

For twenty-six years Mr. Mitchell w^as a trustee and for 
eighteen years the President of the Board of Trustees. 
To this work, which was to him a labor of love, he brought 
the forces of culture and sagacity. His great intellect and 
scholarly attainments enlightened the labors and inspired 
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with enthusiasm all of his co-workers. No memorial will 
commemorate more enduringly his noble character than 
have. his own acts in the cause of education. 

He died as the New Year began — rich in the fulfilment 
of time. 

A true friend, a tireless worker for educational advance- 
ment, a vital incarnation of intellectual force. 

It is proper to make record ii^ this report of the action 
taken by the Board of Trustees at the time of Mr. Mitchell's 
death. 

The Board entered on the minutes the following preamble 
and resolutions prepared and presented by J. P. K. Bryan, 
Esq., who had been closely associated with Mr. Mitchell in 
the reorganization of the school. 

In the death of Major Julian Mitchell, the president of 
this board of trustees, the High School loses the great 
pillar of its strength. Born on this soil, he was identified 
in lineage with its best civilization. First in scholarship 
in those institutions of learning in his day, a deep student 
of human nature and of the law, and devoted to the high- 
est interest of the State and the people, his mind instinct- 
ively turned to the education of youth as the greatest con- 
structive work in the State, particularly in his riper years, 
and in the solution of the grave problems of government 
and society that confronted the State and the South after 
the desolation of war and the upheaval of social disorder 
that followed. 

In this public work of social recovery and regeneration 
by education, his labor and influence has been manifold. 
In the public schools, in the Memminger School for girls, 
as chairman of the committee on education in the Constitu- 
tional Convention of 1895, his signal services in this highest 
cause are gratefully remembered. , 

But in this High School, where his service has been 
longest, lasting over a quarter of a century, his interest 
was first deeply quickened in the work of education, and su- 
premely in the work of higher education. His first service 
was as one of a special committee of three, with the Rev. 
Charles Cotesworth Pinckney as chairman, appointed by 
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the City Council of Charleston just after the final political 
rescue of this city. It was that special committee, charged 
with the restoration of this school that laid its now deep 
and broad foundation, remodellel it, enlarged its courses, 
raised its standards, and gradually perfected it as a modem 
high school, the gateway to higher education, to mercan- 
tile and professional life and the liberal arts in this city; 
and thereby realizing in the fullest measure the beneficent 
ideal of the City of Charleston in its foundation as a classi- 
cal school nearly seventy years ago. 

Thereafter, for the last eighteen years, as president of 
this board, he was ever earnestly engaged in shaping and 
developing the plan of this school as the vital link between 
the; public school system on the one hand, and the college 
on the other, always striving by raising and preserving 
its standard to draw up the public school system to higher 
levels, and to make it possible, also for the College of 
Charleston to extend and exalt its own work. 

In all this labor he gave, as chairman of this board, his 
best thought in the study and mastery of the fixed principles 
underlying the whole educational system ; in the unyielding 
assertion of the highest standards, and in the enforcement 
of a firm and wise discipline. This work, he believed, in 
private station, was the highest service to the State. More- 
over, this was always with him a personal work; personal 
as his cherished thought and purpose, personal by his con- 
stant presence at the board, in committees, in the school 
house, and in the class room; personal in intimate touch 
with the members of the board, the teachers and the stu- 
dents. This personal, untiring, earnest interest, as a labor 
of love, was the consecration of his heart in his later life, 
and has been and is an abiding inspiration, that passes not 
away. 

Resolved, i. That in the death of the Hon. Julian Mit- 
chell, president of the board of trustees, the High School 
has lost a wise and devoted friend and administrator, whose 
long and faithful labor was, for many years, given in re- 
building and developing this school. 
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2. That the City of Charleston and the State of South 
Carolina has lost a strong defender and earnest promoter 
of all her educational life. 

3. That in grateful memory of his life and services as 
an educator, this board have his portrait painted to be hung 
as a memorial in the High School. 

4. That this board extend to his family their profound 
sympathy in their bereavement. 

5. That a copy of these resolutions be sent to his family, 
and be published in the News and Courier and the Evening 

. Post. 

The Sixty-ninth Session of the school closed June 21st, 
1907. The exercises were held in the auditorium of the 
school and were of interest to the large audience present on 
the occasion. The graduating class of seventeen members 
received from the President of the Board, Hon. James 
Simons, the certificates attesting that they had successfully 
completed the prescribed course of study.

The Ferguson-Colcock Conduct Medal was awarded by 
the vote of the graduating class to Randolph Shackelford. 
The medal was presented by the President of the Board, 
Hon. James Simons, in a thoughtful and timely address. 
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In my last report mention was made of the establishment 
of an afternoon school at the school building for the pur- 
pose of givingf assistance to pupils in the preparation of the 
lessons for the following day. An application was made to 
the City Council for an appropriation of one thousand dol- 
lars annually with which to defray the expense of the ad- 
ditional service on the part of the teachers. The money 
was appropriated and the school has been in operation for 
the past ten months. The attendance has been very satisfac- 
tory and is showing marked increase as the value of the 
work accomplished is felt and appreciated by the pupils and 
their parents. 

I have had occasion to call attention to the graduates of 
this school who, after leaving the institution have been suc- 
cessful in obtaining appointments to higher institutions by 
means of competitive examination. It is again my pleasure 
to record the success of two of our pupils. In the examina- 
tion for an appointment to the West Point Military Acad- 
emy Mr. John D. Kelly, Jr., who graduated from the school 
in 1905, and later won an appointment to the South Caro- 
lina Military Academy, was appointed out of twelve candi- 
dates examined in Columbia, S. C. Master E. F. Witsell 
was appointed to the S. C. M. A. in a very closely contested 
examination. He was a pupil at the school. 

There have been no changes in the corps of teachers dur- 
ing the past year, and all of the instructors have worked 
with zeal and enthusiasm to maintain the good reputation 
and high grade for scholarship in the School.

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REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS FOR THE 

PLANTING AND PROTECTION OF SHADE 

TREES. 

Charleston, S. C, Jan. ist, 1908. 

To the Honorable The Mayor and Aldermen 
of the City Council, 

Gentlemen: 

We have the honor of presenting our Fourteenth An- 
nual Report : During the past year we have planted 315 New 
Trees, over one hundred of which, chiefly Elms and Maples, 
in St. Philips street; about seventy, chiefly Oaks, in Rut- 
ledge Avenue, and the remainder in various streets of 
the City, to take the place of such as were dead, or to sup- 
ply vacant spaces, at the request of owners and residents. 
The principal streets in which these trees were planted 
are Lamboll, Tradd, Logan, Broad, Coming, Glebe, Calhoun 
and Vanderhorst. 

This makes 5,546 trees planted by the Commissioners 
since their appointment in 1893. When the work was first 
begun, many of the streets were perfectly bare of trees, 
and it being desirable to plant trees of quick growth, for 
several years the Commissioners planted more of the Caro- 
lina Poplar than any other species. These soon grew off 
rapidly, and in the spring and early summer they do add very 
much to the beauty of the streets in which they are planted, 
and to the comfort of pedestrians, on account of their grate- 
ful shade, but experience has shown that in this climate, 
about June or July they begin to be subject to the ravages 
of the web-caterpiller, and, although the Commissioners 
have endeavored to destroy the several crops, it has not been 
possible to totally exterminate them, and by September the 
trees are usually denuded of leaves, so that for some 
years past the planting of poplars has been discontinued. 
It is a difficult matter to find a tree which will be free 
from objections, subject to the hard conditions of a city 
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street, where, as has been the case hitherto, the only position 
in which trees could be planted was outside the edge of the 
side-walk, in the roadway, where they were in constant 
danger of injury by horses and vehicles and where, after 
some years growth, the roots uplift the paving of the road- 
way or side-walk, besides obstructing the flow of storm- 
water, all of which are expensive to repair. 

The Commissioners highly approve the plan proposed by 
His Honor the Mayor, and the Board of Public Works, of 
providing a strip of earth between the side-walk and the 
roadway, in such streets as are wide enough for the pur- 
pose, in which trees may be planted, so that the roadway 
may be unobstructed, and the other objections alluded 
to may be minimized.

ACTS OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY AFFECTING THE 
CITY OF CHARLESTON, APPROVED IN 1907. 



AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled "An Act to Provide for the 
Creation and Disbursement of a Public School Teachers' Retire- 
ment Fund in the City of Charleston," Approved the 29th Day of 
January, A. D. 1898. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina, That Sub-division 2 of an Act entitled "An Act to 
provide for the creation and disbursement of a public school teachers' 
retirement in the city of Charleston," approved the 29th day of 
January, A. D. 1898, is hereby amended by adding thereto the follow- 
ing words, to- wit: "Until the 1st day of January, 1907, and from and 
after said date, eight per cent. (8 per cent.) of the gross income of 
the special school fund paid by the city of Charleston on the one 
mill tax as now provided by law for a period of twenty years, at the 
expiration of which no further reservation shall be made;" so that 
said sub-division, when so amended, shall read as follows, to-wit: 
2. On and after April 1st, 1898, the said City Board of School Com- 
missioners shall annually reserve and turn over to the Board of 
Trustees, as provided for in this Act for the said fund, 10 per cent, 
for the first five years, and thereafter four per cent, of the gross 
income of the special school fund paid by the city of Charleston until 
the 1st day of January, 1907, and after said date eight per cent, of 
the gross income of the special school fund paid by the city of Char- 
leston on the one mill tax as now provided by law for a period of 
twenty years, at the expiration of which no further reservation shall 
be made. 

Sec. 2. That Section 5 of said Act be further amended by adding 
thefeto the following words, to-wit: "Should the income of said funds 
in any year be more than sufficient to pay said annuities, the said 
Board of School Commissioners for the city of Charleston is hereby 
authorized to require said Board of Trustees to pay over the surplus 
to the said City Board of City School Commissioners for the city of 
Charleston, to be applied by the said Board for general school pur- 
poses;" so that Section five, when so amended, shall read as follows, 
to-wit : 

Sec. 5. In case the fund shall be insufficient to pay the annuities 
provided for in Section 3 of this Act, the Board of Trustees shall 
make a ratable distribution among the teachers who may be entitled 
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to the annuities under the provisions of this Act. Should the income 
of said fund in any year be more than sufficient to pay said annuities, 
the City Board of City School Commissioners for the city of Charles- 
ton is hereby authorized to require the said Board of Trustees to 
pay over the said surplus to the said City Board of said City School 
Commissioners for the city of Charleston, to be applied by the said 
Board for general school purposes. 
Approved the 7th day of February, A. D. 1907. 



AN ACT to Provide a Special Fund for the Purchase of Property,. 
Erection of Buildings and their Equipment, to Provide Additional 
School Facilities and for Educational Purposes in the City of 
Charleston, or Any One or More of Said Purposes. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina, That from and immediately after the passage of this 
Act, in addition to the tax of one mill on the dollar now required by 
law to be annually levied and collected by the City Treasurer of the 
city of Charleston, as provided by Section 1246, of the first Volume 
of the Code of Laws, the said city Treasurer of the city of Char- 
leston shall annually, for six successive years, commencing with the 
year 1907, levy and collect, at the same time as the city taxes of said 
city, a tax of one-half of one mill on the dollar on all taxable prop- 
erty in the said city, which said tax shall be in the City Treasury as 
public money, protected by the official bond of the City Treasurer, and 
shall be paid by the said City Treasurer to the City Board of Public 
School Commissioners for the city of Charleston upon the warrant of 
the said Board, and be held by said Board as a fund to be applied by 
said Board from time to time, or at such time or times as said Board 
shall deem expedient, to the purchase of property and the erection of 
buildings ^and their equipment, to furnish additional school facilities 
and for educational purposes in the city of Charleston, or any one or 
more of said purposes. 

Sec. 2. This Act shall take effect immediately on its approval. 

Approved the 7th day of February, A. D. 1907. 



AN ACT to Authorize the City Council of Charleston, S. C, to issue 
Coupon Bonds, at a Rate of Interest Not Exceeding Four Per 
Cent. Per Annum, for the Purpose of Taking Up or Exchanging 
the Four Per Cent. Coupon Bonds of Said City, Maturing on 
January 1st and July 1st, 1909. 
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Whereas, certain four per cent, coupon bonds of the city of Charles- 
ton, S. C, heretofore issued pursuant to law, will become due as fol- 
lows — that is to say : One million four hundred seventy- four thousand 
seven hundred ($1,474,700.00) dollars of said bonds on January 1st, 
1909, and one million eight hundred seventy-seven thousand ($1,877,- 
OfXJ.OO) dollars of said bonds on July 1st, 1909; and 

Whereas, it is the desire of the City Council of C:harleston, S. C, 
to provide for the payment or exchange of the said bonds so maturing 
as aforesaid by the issue of new bonds, in the aggregate not exceeding 
the sum of three million three hundred and fifty thousand ($3,350,- 
COO.OO) dollars, and bearing interest at a rate not exceeding four per 
centum per annum; now, therefore. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South (Carolina, That for the purpose of the payment or exchange of 
the four per cent, coupon bonds of the city of (Charleston, S. C, ma- 
turing on January 1st and July 1st, 1909, the City Council of (Tharles- 
tcn, S. C, be, and they are hereby, authorized and empowered, from 
time to time, to execute and issue coupon bonds, payable in thirty 
years from their respective dates, to an amount not exceeding in the 
aggregate three million three hundred and fifty thousand ($3,350,- 
000.00) dollars, said bonds to bear interest at a «^te not exceeding 
four per centum per annum, payable semi-annually, and to be used 
and disposed of either by sale or exchange, for the purpose of re- 
funding or paying, at not less than par, said four per cent, bonds ma- 
turing as aforesaid, and to bear date from the date 01 payment or 
exchange of the said bonds for which they shall be respectively 
issued, sold or exchanged. The principal and interest of said bonds 
shall be paid in any legal tender money of the United States. 

Sec. 2. That said bonds shall be exempt from all State, County or 
municipal taxes, and the coupons shall be receivable in the payment 
of taxes due to the said city. 

Sec. 3. That so much of the capital stock or funds of any bank or 
banking association located within the city of Charleston, S. C^ as 
is or shall be invested in bonds of this issue, shall be exempt from all 
State, County, Township, Municipal or other taxation. 

Sec. 4. That the principal and interest of the said bonds shall be 
payable at such places as the City Council may by ordinance provide. 

Approved the 13th day of February, A. D. 1907. 



AN ACT to Provide a Penalty for Jurors When Duly Summoned, 
Who Shall Neglect or Refuse to Appear in Obedience to a Venire 
Duly Issued in the Police Court of Any Municipality in This 
State. 
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Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina, That if any juror, duly summoned, shall neglect or 
refuse to appear in obedience to any venire issued by any police or 
municipal court, and shall not within forty-eight hours render to the 
Recorder or Magistrate holding such police court and issuing the 
venire, a sufficient reason for his delinquency, he shall forfeit and pay 
a fine of ten ($10.00) dollars to the treasury of the municipality where 
the cause is tried, to be assessed by such Recorder or such Magistrate 
so holding the police court and collected on his warrant without other 
process, and a failure to pay forthwith such fine so assessed Shall 
constitute a contempt of court and be punished accordingly.

To Amend Section 43 of the Revised Ordinances of 1903. 

Be it ordained by the Mayor and Aldermen, in City Council assem- 
bled, That Section 43 of the Revised Ordinances be amended by strik- 
ing out "eighteen" on the sixth line of said section and inserting 
"twenty-one" in lieu thereof, so that said section when amended shall 
read as follows: 

Section 43. City Council shall, at their first regular meeting in Jan- 
\iary, A. D. 1906, or on the first meeting of Council thereafter, and on 
the same day every fourth year thereafter, elect an assessor, who shall 
receive a salary of twenty-one hundred dollars per annum, payable 
monthly. 



AN ORDINANCE. 

To Amend Section 25 of the Revised Ordinances of the City of Char- 
leston, Relating to the Salary of the Corporation Counsel. 

Be it ordained by the Mayor and Aldermen of the City Council of 
Charleston, S. C, in City Council assembled : 

Section 1. That Section 25 of the Revised Ordinances of the City of 
Charleston be, and the same is hereby, amended by striking out the 
word "eighteen" on the second line of said section and inserting in 
lieu thereof the word "twenty-one," so that said section, when so 
aiuended, shall read as follows: 

Section 25. The salary of the corporation counsel shall be twenty- 
one hundred dollars per annum, payable monthly: Provided, that for 
services rendered beyond the limits of the city such actual travelling 
and hotel expenses shall be allowed as are reasonable and just.

AN ORDINANCE. 

To Transfer to the Department of the City Engineer all the Powers 
and Duties Now Vested in or Imposed Upon the Superintendent 
of Streets, by Amending Sections 129 to 138, Inclusive. Sections 
140, 144, 147, 150, 154, 181, 304, 305, 309, 417 and Sections 783 
to 788, Inclusive of the Revised Ordinances, and all Amendments 
Thereto Subsequently Ordained. 
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Be it ordained by the Mayor and Aldermen of the City Council of 
Charleston, S. C, in City Council assembled: 

Section 1. That Section 129 of the Revised Ordinances, as amended 
on the 24th of October, 1905, be, and the same is hereby, further amend- 
ed by striking out from and including the word "the" on the first 
line of said section of the printed bill up to and including the word 
"streets" on the fourteenth line of the printed bill, and inserting in 
lieu thereof the following: "The city engineer shall be the executive 
officer of the board of public works and all agents and employees 
of said board shall be under his control and direction, subject to the 
supervision of the board of public works. He shall have supervision 
of all streets and public property under the control of the board of 
pfiblic works, and repairs and improvements thereof, whether such 
work be done by contract or otherwise, and of the collection of gar- 
bage and the cleaning of streets and all matters appertaining thereto," 
so that said section when so amended shall read as follows: 

Section 129. The city engineer shall be the executive officer of the 
board of public works and all agents and employees of said board 
shall be under his confrol and direction, subject to the supervision of 
the board of public works. He shall have the supervision of all streets 
and public property under the control of the board of public works, 
and the repairs and improvements thereof, whether such work be done 
by contract or otherwise, and of the collection of garbage, and the 
cleaning of streets, and all matters appertaining thereto. He shall, 
with advice, consent and approval of the board of public works, appoint 
such chief of bureaus, foremen and a force of hands and carts, at 
such rate of pay as may be necessary for the work on the streets of 
the city. These appointments shall be subject to suspension, tempo- 
rarily or permanently, or to dismissal, by a two-thirds vote of the 
members of the board of public works at any regular or special meeting 
"held for that purpose, notice for the same being given in the call of 
the meeting," not less than four days previous thereto. The compensa- 
tion allowed to the different employees in the street department shall be 
pjid every Saturday and the pay rolls for the same shall be made up 
and sworn to by the city engineer; and upon being duly examined 
and approved by the board of public works shall be paid by the city 
treasurer upon order of the Mayor. 

Section 2. That Section 130 of the Revised Ordinances be, and the 
same is hereby amended by striking out the words "superintendent of 
streets" on the first and second lines of said section and inserting in 
lieu thereof the words "city engineer or one of his assistants detailed 
by him for that purpose," so that 6aid section, when so amended, shall 
read as follows : 

Section 130. It shall be the duty of the city engineer or one of his 
assistants detailed by him for that purpose, to visit as often as pos- 
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sible all streets, lanes, alleys, bridges, butcher pens, slaughter houses, 
and all places that require the attention and vigilance of the city 
authorities and to report to the Mayor all grievances and nuisances 
which may come under his observation; and likewise all defects in 
sewers, drains, streets, sidewalks, bridges, etc., which in his judgment 
require repairs; and to see that all employees in his department are 
discharging their duties faithfully; and that all streets, sidewalks, 
drains, gutters, etc., are kept clean, well graded and in sanitary con- 
dition. 

Section 3. That Section 131 of the Revised Ordinances as amended 
be. and the same is hereby, further amended by striking out the words 
"the superintendent of streets shall keep" on the first and second 
lines of said section and inserting in lieu thereof the words "there shall 
be kept in the office of the city engineer," and by striking out the 
words "city engineer," being the last two words of said section, and 
inserting in lieu thereof the words, "board of public works or board 
of sewer commissioners," so that said section, when so aniended, shall 
read as follows: 

Section 131. There shall be kept in the office of the city engineer a 
daily record of all carts, laborers, mechanics and other employees, and 
all materials used, with names of persons employed, and names of 
owners of carts, and the pay of the same and cost of material. Also, 
to keep a journal in which is to be entered the work going on for the 
day, designating the number of carts, laborers, mechanics, etc., at 
work, and where. And shall, likewise, keep a note or complaint book, 
in which shall be entered repairs needed, complaints lodged by citizens, 
and the reports of police respecting drains, streets, etc., out of order; 
and these books shall remain subject to the perusal of the Mayor and 
Aldermen and the board of public works or board of sewer commis- 
sioners. 

Section 4. That Section 133 of the Revised Ordinances be, and the 
same is hereby stricken out and a new section inserted in lieu thereof, 
to be known as Section 133, as follows: 

Section 133. It shall be the duty of the city engineer to make a 
monthly report to the board of public works, containing a general 
statement of the expenses of the board of public works during the 
month, the amount expended for labor and other employees each 
week, and the amount expended for material and other purposes, with 
such other information as they may consider advisable, and said 
board shall monthly make a report to the City Council. 

Section 5. That Section 137 of the Revised Ordinances as amended 
be, and the same is hereby, stricken out and a new section to be known 
as Section 137, inserted in lieu thereof, as follows : 

Section 137. All repairs and improvements necessary shall be first 
investigated by the board of public works, and if such improvements 
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are agreed upon, and the estimated cost does not exceed one hundred 
dollars, then they shall cause the work to be done. All supplies fur- 
nished to the city or labor to be performed for the city in this depart- 
ment requiring an expenditure of one hundred dollars or over shall 
be accepted only after an advertisement for sealed bids for same in 
some newspaper published in the City of Charleston, except in case 
of emergencies, of which the Mayor, the president of the board of 
public works and the city engineer shall be as a committee thereon to 
decide. All of said bids, when received, shall be opened in the pres- 
ence of the Mayor, the city engineer and the chairman of the sewer 
commissioners or the president of the board of public works, accord- 
ing to the board advertising for the same. 

Section 6. That Section 140 of the Revised Ordinances be, and the 
same is hereby, amended by striking out the words "superintendent 
of streets" on the ninth and tenth lines of said section and inserting 
in lieu thereof the words "city engineer or board of public works," 
.so that the section, when so amended, shall read as follows: 

Section 140. It shall be the duty of all persons and corporations, in- 
cluding railroad companies, mills, wharves, manufactories, repair shops, 
builders, contractors and individuals doing mechanical work, to remove 
from their premises and the streets adjoining all dirt, rubbish and all 
the trees they may have trimmed or cut, and dirt out of the railway 
tracks, waste and surplus material, at their own expense, and on failure 
to do so, after notice by the city engineer or board of public works, 
such dirt, rubbish, waste and surplus material shall be removed by the 
city at the expense of the offending parties, and such persons, firms 
or corporations so offending shall be subject to a fine not exceeding 
$25, or imprisonment not exceeding ten days. 

Section 7. That Section 783 of the Revised Ordinances as amended 
or. the 22nd of November, 1904, be, and the same is, further amended 
by adding thereunto, at the end thereof, the following: 

(b) Upon the joint recommendation of the city engineer and the 
Mayor, there shall be elected by the City Council, on the first meeting 
ill January, 1907, or on the first meeting of Council thereafter, and at 
the same meeting in every year thereafter, a second assistant dty en- 
gineer, who shall be required to do such work as the city engineer 
shall direct. 

(c) The city engineer and his assistants shall at all times be subject 
to the control and direction of the Mayor. 

(d) From time to time such other employees as may be required in 
the office of the city engineer shall be appointed by the Mayor upon 
the recommendation of the city engineer, provided that the total ex- 
pense therein incurred shall be within the appropriation made and pro- 
vided for such expenses in either the engineer department, sewerage 
commission or board of public works, and to which the same may be 
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chargeable. Said appointment to be confirmed by the department, 
commission or board in whose behalf same is made." So that said 
sections where so amended shall read as follows: 

Section 783. The City Council shall, on the second Tuesday of Jan- 
uary, 1906, and forever thereafter, on the same day in every fourth 
year, elect a competent scientific person, skilled in engineering, archi- 
tecture and surveying, to be styled the city engineer. 

(a) Upon the joint recommendation of the city engineer and of the 
Mayor, City Council shall elect, on the fourth Tuesday of January, 
1906, and on the same day in every fourth year, a competent, scientific 
person, skilled in engineering, architecture and surveying, to be styled 
the assistant city engineer, and whose duty it shall be to assist the 
city engineer in the performance of his several duties. 

(b) Upon the joint recommendation of the city engineer and the 
Mayor, there shall be elected by the City Council, on the first meeting 
in January, 1907, or on the first meeting of Council thereafter, and at 
the same meeting in every year thereafter, a second assistant city 
engineer, who shall be required to do such work as the city engineer 
shall direct. 

(c) The city engineer and his assistants shall at all times be subject 
to the control and direction of the Mayor. 

(d) From time to time such other employees as may be required 
in the office of the city engineer shall be appointed by the Mayor upon 
the recommendation of the city engineer, provided that the total ex- 
pense therein incurred shall be within the appropriation made and 
provided for such expense in either the engineer department, sewerage 
commission or board of public works, and to which the same may be 
chargeable. Said appointment to be confirmed by the department, com- 
mission or board in whose behalf the same is made. 

Section 8. That Section 784 of the Revised Ordinances as amended 
on 22nd of November, 1904, be, and the same is hereby further 
amended, by striking out the words "superintendent of streets" "on the 
twenty-second line of said section in the printed bill and inserting in 
lieu thereof the words "board of public works," so that said section, 
when so amended, shall read as follows: 

Section 784. It shall be the duty of the city engineer to do all 
civil engineering required by the City Council in the prosecution of all 
works of public improvement of this character referred to him; he 
shall have full authority and control, under the direction of the board 
of sewer commissioners, of and over the maintenance and operation 
of the entire sewerage system and its appurtenances. He shall have 
full control and authority over all plumbing and drainage throughout 
the city, whether such work be connected or not with the sewerage 
system now in operation or any extension thereof, and to do such 
other surveying required by this ordinance, or as may be needed for 
public streets, public lands and for the private drainage, upon the 
application for such services by the Mayor, the board of public works 
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or the respective committees of those departments, or the citizens 
And all public works referred to this department shall be paid for 
upon the certificate of the city engineer, approved by the Mayor and 
chairman of the committee in whose department such work may have 
been done. 

Section 9. That Section 785 of the Revised Ordinances as amended, 
be, and the same is hereby further amended by striking out from and 
including the word "the" on the first line of said section up to and 
including the word "request" on the third line of said section, and 
inserting in lieu thereof the words, "there shall be kept in the office 
of the city engineer;" and by striking out the words, "street depart- 
ment", on the seventh line of said section and inserting in lieu thereof 
the words, "board of public works;" and by striking out the words, 
"superintendent of streets", on the tenth line of said section and in- 
serting in lieu thereof the words, "board of public works", so that 
said section, when so amended, shall read as follows: 

Section 785. There shall be kept in the office of the city engineer 
the plans, levels, elevations and grades of all sidewalks and street 
paving and of all drains, pipes for gas, water or sewerage, or plans 
of any other public works in charge of the board of public works, 
including the tracks for railways; and it shall be the duty of the city 
engineer to inspect the works during its progress, reporting to the 
board of public works any deviations from the plans, elevations or 
grades as given by him, or by the assistant city engineer; but should 
such deviation be not promptly corrected, the city engineer shall re- 
port the fact in writing to the Mayor. It shall also be the duty of the 
city engineer, whenever new streets are laid out, or when any of the 
present streets are extended, or when required to g^ve street lines at the 
intersection of streets, to place or to have placed a stone block, or 
mark of some other durable material at each intersection of streets, 
to be so placed as not to project above the surface of the roadway 
and oh the true point of intersection. That a record shall be kept 
by the city engineer of each point so marked. It shall be the duty 
oi the city engineer to have the care of and keep in repair all signs 
now erected or which may hereafter be erected throughout the city 
of Charleston, designating the names of the various streets. 

Section 10. That Section 786 of the Revised Ordinances as amended, 
be, and the same is hereby, further amended by adding at the end of 
the said section the words : 

"The city engineer shall personally, or by assistants, inspect all 
wooden and brick buildings hereafter erected throughout the city, and 
in addition to the written permission of the city assessor and certificate 
of the chief of the fire department, as now required by the city ordi- 
nances, no owners, architect or builder shall be allowed to erect, con- 
struct or alter any building in the city of Charleston, unless the 
said permission of the city assessor and the certificate of the chief of 
the fire department, together with the plans and specifications, shall 
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be fiied in the office of and approved by the city engineer before any 
work is done. So that said section, when so amended, shall read as 
follows : 

Section 786. The city engineer shall be furnished by the city with 
suitable instruments and an office properly furnished, either in the 
City Hall or some other convenient location, which shall be kept open 
from 9 a. m. to 2.30 p. m., and from 4 p. m. to 6 p. m. He shall keep 
carefully, as city property, all maps, plats, profiles, drawings, esti- 
mates, books, instruments and other things appertaining to his office; 
and shall also keep therein, in convenient forms, copies of all papers 
and communications made by him to any department or office in the 
city. In case of emergency or necessity the city engineer shall be re- 
quired to inspect or superintend connections made throughout the city 
at any time during the day or night. 

The city engineer shall personally, or by his assistants, inspect all 
wooden and brick buildings hereafter erected throughout the city, and 
in addition to the written permission of the city assessor and certificate 
of the chief of the fire department, as now required by city ordinances, 
no owner, architect or builder shall be allowed to erect, construct or 
al»er any building in the city of Charleston unless the said permission 
of the city assessor and the certificate of the chief of the fire depart- 
ment, together with the plans and specifications, shall be filed in the 
office of, and approved by, the city engineer before any work is done. 

Section 11. That Section 787 of the Revised Ordinances as amended 
on the 22nd of November, 1904, be, and the same is hereby, stricken 
out, and a new section, to be known as Section 787, be inserted in 
lieu thereof, as follows: 

Section 787. (a) The city engineer shall receive a salary of $2,500 
per annum, payable monthly. 

(b) The assistant city engineer shall receive a salary of $1,400 per 
annum, payable monthly. 

(c) The second assistant engineer shall receive a salary of $1,000 
per annum, payable monthly. 

(d) The salary of the city engineer, and assistant city engineer, 
shall be in full payment of all salaries, fees and emoluments whatso- 
ever, and the said compensation shall also be in full payment for any 
services which may be rendered by them, or either of them, in locat- 
ing and fixing the grades and levels for gas, water, sewerage or other 
pipes, or for tracks for railways in or about the streets of the city 
or for any other public work. 

Section 12. That Section 788 of the Revised Ordinances as amended 
on the 22nd of November, 1904, be, and the same is hereby, stricken 
out and a new section inserted in lieu thereof, to be known as Section 
788, as follows: 

Section 788. The city engineer and second assistant engineer, before 
acting as such shall each, respectively, give bond and surety, to be 
approved by the Council, in the penal sum of $2,000, conditioned for 
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the faithful performance of the duties of his office; and that he is 
not, and will not, whilst in office, be directly or indirectly concerned 
or interested in any city contract. Neither the city engineer nor any 
of his assistant will be permitted to do any outside work during office 
hours whatsoever, either gratis or for compensation, without the ap- 
pioval of the Mayor in each specified case, in writing, on their re- 
spective written application for said permission ; provided further, that 
in the case of the assistant city engineers, they shall also have the 
approval in writing of the city engineer. 

Section 13. That all sections of the Revised Ordinances and all 
amendments thereto subsequently ordained, except those hereinabove 
set out, wherein occurs the words "superintendent of streets," be fur- 
ther amended by striking out said words "superintendent of streets" 
and inserting in lieu thereof the words "city engineer." 

Section 14. That all ordinances and parts of ordinances, the provis- 
ions of which are inconsistent herewith, are hereby repealed.

AN ORDINANCE. 

To Amend An Ordinance Entitled "An Ordinance to Amend Sections 
422, 423, 442, of the Revised Ordinances Relating to the Police 
Force." 

Be it ordained by the mayor and aldermen of the city of Charleston, 
in Council assembled, that an ordinance entitled "an ordinance to 
amend sections 422, 423, 442, of the revised ordinances relating to the 
police force," be amended by adding to Section 423 the following pro- 
visions : 

Provided, that in the event the mayor and chief of police concur 
in deeming it for the^ best interests of the department that the position 
of clerk to the chief, or of any member of the special squad be taken 
from the force, the service as clerk or member of the special squad 
shall be counted as on the force in the position at the time occupied 
by the person so appointed as clerk, or as a member of said special 
squad, and at any time that the said special service shall terminate, the 
said person shall be returned to the position which he vacated, the tim 
of his special service being counted in computing his grade as afore- 
said ; and anyone who may be appointed to fill the place of said party 
or parties shall receive his appointment with the condition it is to be 
vacated in the above contingency. The chief, with the consent of the 
mayor, may use any of said special squad on any regular service, and 
assign anyone in regular service upon said special squad temporarily.

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AN ORDINANCE. 
To Amend Section 399, 402, 403, and 404 of the Revised Ordinances. 

Be it ordained by the mayor and aldermen of the city of Charleston, 
in council assembled: 

That Sections 399, 402, 403 and 404 be amended as follows, to-wit: 

Section 399 by striking out the words "board of freight commis- 
sioners" and inserting "bureau of freight, immigration and statistics." 

Section 402. (1) By adding to the first paragraph thereof the fol- 
lowing words: 

"They shall be further charged with the promotion and protection of 
the interests of this city and port in matters of immigration ; they shall 
also compile the commercial statistics of the city in such manner as may 
seem to them best." 

(2.) By striking out the words, "or inspector of the freight bureau," 
on the second line of the second paragraph thereof, and inserting in 
lieu thereof the. words "of the bureau of freight, immigration and 
statistics." 

Section 403. By striking out the words, "the board of freight com- 
missioners," and inserting in lieu thereof the words "the said board." 

Section 404. By striking out the word "Freight" and inserting the 
word "said" in lieu thereof. 

So that said sections, when amended, shall read as follows: 

Section 399. There shall be a bureau of freight, immigration and 
statistics for the city of Charleston, which shall be one of the muni- 
cipal boards of said city, and shall be appointed and hold office as is 
hereafter ordained. 

Section 402. The said board shall be authorized to examine into all 
matters appertaining to the rates of freight into and out of the city 
of Charleston whether by water or by land; and into all matters con- 
nected therewith; and also into all matters appertaining to the rates 
of insurance, fire and marine, and all matters connected therewith; 
they shall be charged with the special duty of taking such steps as 
they may deem proper to prevent any discrimination against the inter- 
ests of the city of Charleston, and insure fair, just and proper rates 
of freight and insurance in and out of the said city. 

They shall be further charged with the promotion and protection 
of the interests of the city and port in matters of immigration; they 
shall also compile the commercial statistics of the city in such manner 
as may to them seem best. 

They shall have power to appoint, and at pleasure to remove, an 
agent or manager, to be known as the manager of the bureau of 
freight, immigration and statistics of the city of Charleston, and also 
a clerk, and to fix the amount of compensation for each, subject, how- 
ever, to the approval of the city council of Charleston. They shall 
have further power to make such rules and regulations for the man- 
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agement for the said bureau, and the discharge of the duties herein 
imposed upon them, as they deem proper, provided such rules are not 
inconsistent with the laws of the land or the ordinances of the city. 

Section 403. The said board shall have entire control and manage- 
ment of the said bureau hereby created and shall report all their 
operations, actions and expenses annually to the City Council for its 
information and approval. 

Section 404. That for the support and maintenance of the said 
bureau hereby created, such sums shall be annually appropriated by 
city council as they may deem sufficient.

To provide for issuing coupon bonds with interest at the rate of 4 
per cent, per annum for the purpose of taking up or exchanging the 
4 per cent, coupon bonds maturing January 1, and July 1, 1909. 

Be it ordained by the mayor and aldermen of the city of Charles- 
ton, S. C, in city council assembled: 

Section 1. That in pursuance of an act of the General Assembly, 
entitled "an act to authorize the city council of Charleston, S. C, to 
issue coupon bonds, at a rate of interest not exceeding four per cent, 
per annum, for the purpose of taking up or exchanging the four per 
cent, coupon bonds of said city, maturing on January 1, and July 1, 
1909, approved February 13, 1907, the mayor of the city of Charles- 
ton be and is hereby authorized and directed from time to time to 
issue coupon boAds payable in thirty years from their respective dates, 
to an amount not exceeding in the aggregate three million three hun- 
dred and fifty thousand ($3,350,000.00) dollars, under the seal of the 
city and to bear interest at the rate of four (4) per cent, per annum, 
payable semi-annually and to be used and disposed of either by sale 
or exchange for the purpose of refunding or paying at not less than 
par the four (4) per cent, coupon bonds of the city of Charleston, 
maturing on January 1, and July 1, 1909, and to bear date from the 
date of the payment or exchange of the said bonds for which they 
shall be respectively issued, sold or exchanged. The principal and in- 
terest of the said bonds shall be paid in any legal tender money of the 
United States. 

Section 2. That said bonds shall be exempt from all State, county 
or municipal taxes, and the coupons shall be receivable in the pay- 
ment of taxes due to the said city. 

Section 3. That so much of the capital stock or funds of any baiik, 
or banking association, located within the city of Charleston, S. C, as 
is or shall be invested in bonds of this issue shall be exempt from all 
State, county, township, municipal or other taxation.

To Prevent the Stamping, Printing, Chalking, Painting or Marking 
of Any Sign or Advertisement or Writing Whatsoever on the 
Pavements of the City of Charleston. 

Be it ordained by the mayor and aldermen of the city council of 
Charleston, S. C, in city council assembled: 

Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or corporation 
to stamp, print, chalk, paint or mark any sign or advertisement or 
writing whatsoever on the pavements in the streets of the city of 
Charleston. 

Section 2. Any person, firm or corporation violating the provisions 
of this ordinance shall be subject to a penalty not exceeding fifty 
($50.00) dollars for each offence so committed, or imprisonment not 
exceeding thirty days. 

Section 3. That this ordinance shall take effect from April 15, 1907. 

Ratified March 26, 1907. 



AN ORDINANCE. 

To Amend Section 400 of the Revised Ordinances of the City of 
Charleston by Striking Out the Words "Young Men's Business 
League," and Inserting in Lieu Thereof the words, "Charleston 
Clearing House Association," and by Providing for the Time of 
Nomination and the Term of Office. 

Be it ordained by the mayor and aldermen of the city of Charles- 
ton, S. C, in city council assembled: 

Section 1. That section 400 of the revised ordinances be, and the 
same is hereby, amended by striking out the words "Young Men's 
Business League," on the eleventh and twelfth lines of said section, 
and inserting in lieu thereof the words "Charleston Gearing House 
Association," and by adding at the end of said section the words, "all 
nominations made by the several organizations to be submitted to 
council at its first meeting* in May, 1907, and at the first meeting in 
May on every second year thereafter, the appointees to hold office until 
their successors are nominated and confirmed," so that said section, 
when so amended, shall read as follows: 
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Section 400. That the said board shall consist of seven members, 
two of whom shall be aldermen of the city of Charleston, to be nom- 
inated by the mayor; one commissioner, to be nominated by the 
Chamber of Commerce ; one commissioner, to be nominated by the Cot- 
ton Exchange of the city of Charleston; one commissioner, to be nom- 
inated by the Merchant's Exchange of the city of Charleston ; one com- 
missioner, to be nominated by the Commercial Qub of the city of 
Charleston, and one commissioner, to be nominated by the Charleston 
Clearing House Association of the city of Charleston; all of which 
nominations shall be reported to the city council for confirmation by 
them : Provided, however, that the aldermen so appointed shall hold 
office on said board only during their term of office as aldermen.

AN ORDINANCE. 

To Regulate the Delivery and Transportation of Alcoholic Liquors 
Within the City of Charleston. 

Be it ordained by the mayor and aldermen of city council of Charles- 
ton, S. C, in city council assembled: 

Section 1. That no transporation or express company nor the em- 
ployee of any transportation or express company shall deliver 
any alcoholic liquors within the city of Charleston before 9 a. m., or 
after 5 p. m. 

Section 2. That the transporation and express companies shall fur- 
nish the police department with a list of all consignments of alcoholic 
liquors with the names of the consignees each day. 

Section 3. That any company or person convicted under the terms 
of this ordinance shall be liable to a penalty of not exceeding one 
hundred ($100.00) dollars.

AN ORDINANCE. 

To Strike Out Sections 621 to 626, Inclusive, of the General Ordi- 
nances of the City of Charleston, Relating to Automobiles, etc., 
and Insert New Section in Their Place and Stead, 
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Be it ordained by the mayor and aldermen of the city of Charles- 
ton, in city council assembled: That sections 621, 622, 623, 624, 625, 
626 of the General Ordinances of the city of Charleston be stricken 
out and the following new sections 621 to 626, inclusive, be inserted 
in their place and stead. 

Section 621. That all automobiles of every kind and character, wheth- 
er operated by gasoline, steam, electricity or other motive power, used 
upon the streets of the city of Charleston, shall be by their respective 
owners, registered in the office of the city assessor of the city of Char- 
leston in a book to be kept by the said assessor for that purpose, which 
registry shall show the style or kind of such automobile, the name and 
street address of the owner, and the number assigned to the owner 
by the clerk of court of Charleston county, to be attached or displayed 
on such automobile, which number shall be designated and assigned 
by the clerk of court of Charleston county in each case. A certificate 
of registry shall be given by the said city assessor to such owner, and 
from and after the fifteen (15) days from the passage of this ordi- 
nance, no automobile of any kind or character shall be operated or 
used upon the streets of the city of Charleston until the same shall 
have been registered as herein required, and unless the person so 
operating shall display upon the rear of the said machine, securely at- 
tached thereto, the registered number conspicuously shown in figures 
as provided by the act of the General Assembly, approved Feb. 21, 1906, 
and be readily discernible ; except in case of non-residents passing 
through the city and not remaining more than two days, or parts there- 
of ; who shall not be required to register their vehicles ; that manu- 
facturers or dealers using automobiles for demonstrating purposes may 
use the word "Dealer" in connection with the number; and that phy- 
sicians, using automobiles in the practice of their profession, may use 
the letters "M. D." in connection with the number. 

Section 622. That it shall be the duty of any person or persons using 
upon any streets of the city of Charleston any automobile of any kind 
or character or any like vehicle, to proceed carefully and cautiously 
and to so operate, handle, guide and manage the said machine as to 
avoid damage to persons and property, and the speed of said machine 
shall in no event exceed ten (10) miles an hour anywhere in the cor- 
porate limits of the city of Charleston. It shall be unlawful for any- 
one to run any such vehicle on any of the streets, lanes or alleys of 
the city at a greater rate of speed than ten miles per hour, and it shall 
be unlawful for anyone to run any such vehicle across the intersection 
of any street, lane or alley, or to turn a corner of any street, lane or 
alley at a greater rate of speed than four miles an hour. It ^hall be 
unlawful for any person or persons to use or run any such vehicle, 
abreast or curving to and fro, or without having one or both hands 
on the guide, or without having thorough control of such vehicle, on 
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any street, lane or alley, within the city limits, and shall be less than 
the said rate, when, because of the presence of people or vehicles on 
the streets, or other cause, proper prudence and caution shall dictate 
a slower rate of speed, and in all respects comply with the acts of 
the General Assembly approved March 7, 1905, and February 21, 1906, 
as to the passing of persons, horses, or other draft animals ; except the 
chief of the fire department may operate his vehicle at a greater rate 
of speed than herein provided when proceeding to a fire, and that 
physicians, when upon an emergency call, may operate their vehicles 
at a greater rate of speed than herein provided, but they shall conform 
and comply with all the other requirements of the ordinances relating 
to automobiles and similar vehicles. 

Section 623. Such vehicles shall be provided at all times, when in 
use, with a gong, bell or horn, which may be distinctly heard at a dis- 
tance of thirty yards, which shall be rung or sounded whenever ap- 
proaching crossings or turning corners of intersecting streets, lanes, 
and alleys, also whenever a collision is apparently imminent. 

That it shall not be lawful for any person to use or propel on any 
street in the city of Charleston, after night- fall, any automobile or 
similar vehicle, unless such person shall display, attached to the vehicle* 
a lighted lamp which shall be distinctly seen at a distance of no less 
than one hundred yards, and also shall ring a bell or sound a horn 
as a sig^ial when turning from one street to another. 

All automobiles and similar vehicles going north or south shall have 
the right of way over those going east or west, and it shall be their 
duty to keep to the right of the road and use all reasonable and proper 
precaution to avoid collisions and injury to persons and property. 

Section 624. That it shall not be lawful for any person, under the 
age of sixteen (16) years to operate any automobile of any character 
or similar vehicle in the city of Charleston. 

Section 625. It shall be unlawful for any mobile, automobile, loco- 
mobile or any vehicle of similar character to be used or run on any 
of the sidewalks or in any of the public parks, except Marion square, 
in the city of Charieston. 

Section 626. That in case any automobile of any kind or character, 
is operated upon the streets of the city of Charleston from and after 
fifteen (15) days after the passage of this ordinance without compliance 
with section 621 of this ordinance touching registration, the obtaining 
of a certificate, and the display of the number the person operating the 
said machine and the owner thereof shall be subject, upon conviction 
before the police court of the city of Charleston, or other court of 
competent jurisdiction, to a fine not to exceed one hundred ($100.00) 
dollars and imprisonment not to exceed thirty (30) days, either or 
both, in the discretion of the court. 

In case of the violation of the provisions of this ordinance, or any of 
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them, relative to speed, the display of a light, the giving of a signal, 
the observance of the road law, the age as to persons propelling the • 
machine, or any other provision of this ordinance; the person violat- 
ing such provisions, or any of them, shall, upon conviction before the 
police court of the city of Charleston, or other court of competent 
jurisdiction, be subject to a fine not to exceed one hundred ($100.00) 
dollars and imprisonment not to exceed thirty (30) days, either or 
both, in the discretion of the court.

To amend Section 291 of an Ordinance entitled "An Ordinance to 
amend the sections of Chapter VI of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1903, entitled Health Department, numbered 259 to 347, 
inclusive, and all amendments thereto, subsequently ordained, 
and also Section 180. 

Be it ordained by the Mayor and Aldermen of the City Council 
of Charleston, S. C, in City Council assembled. 

Section 1. That Section 291 of an Ordinance entitled "An Or- 
dinance to amend the sections of Chapter VI of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1903, entitled Health Department, numbered 259 to 347, 
inclusive, and all amendments thereto, subsequently ordained, and 
also section 180," be amended by adding after the word "owner" 
on the 10th, 21st, 24th and 26th lines of said section, the word 
"Agent of Owner," so that said section when so amended shall 
read as follows: 

Sec 291. Privies on lots within the city shall be so constructed 
that the sides and bottoms of same are impermeable and proof 
against the saturation of the walls or grounds around same and 
that the contents hereof cannot escape therefrom or overflow, and 
wherever any vault or privy becomes offensive the same shall be 
cleaned; and the owner, agent of owner or occupant of the prem- 
ises on which any vault or privy may be situated, the condition 
of which ^all be in violation of this section, shall remove, cleanse, 
alter, mend or repair the same, within a reasonable time after 
notice in writing to that effect shall be given by the board of 
health. In case of neglect or refusal the same shall be performed 
by order of said board of health, at the expense of the owner, 
agent or owner or occupant of such premises; to be paid first 
by the city, and then recovered with interest from such owner, 
agent of owner or occupant) in any court having jurisdiction ; or 
the owner, agent of owner or occupant of said premises so neg- 
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Iccting or refusing shall be subject to a fine not exceeding $100, 
or imprisonment not exceeding thirty days. 

AN ORDINANCE 



Regulating the Construction and Operation of Electric Theatres 
or Auditoriums, where Moving Pictures are displayed, and 
for Other Purposes. 

Be if Ordained by the Mayor and Aldermen of the City Council 
of Charleston, S. C, in City Council Assembled. 

Section 1. That any person, firm or corporation having, oper- 
ating, owning, constructing or maintaining electric theatres or 
auditoriums where moving pictures are displayed, or similar thea- 
tres or auditoriums, shall comply with the terms of this ordi- 
nance, and this ordinance is hereby made applicable to electric 
theatres or auditoriums where moving pictures are displayed, or 
similar auditoriums or theatres now existing as well as those 
hereafter constructed, but existing theatres are given thirty (30) 
days within which to comply with this ordinance. 

Sec. 2. That such theatres or auditoriums, hereinafter called 
electric theatres, shall not be constructed, fitted up or operated 
or licensed until a permit therefor has been issued by the chief 
of the fire department or his- assistant, and the city electrician. 
Said officers are hereby directed and authorized to issue such per- 
mits for electric theatres provided they are constructed in accord- 
ance with plans approved by them, and which plans secure the 
safety of persons patronizing same. 

Sec. 3. That all wiring in such theatres shall be installed 
under the direct supervision of the city electrician, and where he 
condemns any such wiring same shall be reinstalled under his 
direction and approval, and where he condemns wiring herein- 
after installed, same shall likewise be reinstalled, and in all cases 
where the owners or operators of such electric theatres refuse to 
conform to the directions of the city electrician in the matters 
herein mentioned, the license therefor shall be ipso facto void, 
and such electric theatres shall be immediately closed as unsafe 
for patronage. 

Sec. 4. That all fuses used in connection with lights illuminat- 
ing the parts of the house, room or auditorium used by the audi- 
ence must be installed in fire-proof inclosures, in accordance with 
the rules and requirements of the National Board of Fire Under- 
writers. 
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Sec. 5. That all exits shall be plainly indicated by a -sign, same 
to be illuminated by either gas, or animal oil, and bear the word 
"EXIT," the letters of which must not be less than four (4) 
.inches in height. 

Sec. 6. That inside lights and all lights in halls, corridors or 
any other part of the building used by the audience, except the 
general auditorium lights, must be fed independently of the stage 
light, and must be controlled only from the lobby or other con- 
venient place in front of the house, and there must be two cir- 
cuits into the auditorium, one controlled by the operator in booth 
and one controlled from without the auditorium, in lobby or 
without the entrance. 

Section 7. That every portion of the building devoted to the use 
or accommodation of the public, all outlets leading to the streets, 
all open courts, corridors, hallways and exits shall be thoroughly 
lighted during every performance, and the same shall remain 
lighted until the entire audience has left the premises. One 16- 
candle power incandescent lamp for every four hundred square feet 
of floor surface is hereby ordained as sufficient illumination. 

Section 8. That each arc lamp used as a part of the moving pic- 
ture machines must be constructed as directed by the city electri- 
cian, and the wiring of same must not be of less capacity than 
No. 6 B. & S. gauge. 

Section 9. That rheostats must conform to rheostat requirements 
as directed by the city electrician. 

Section 10. That reels must be encased in an iron box, which 
box has a hole at the bottom only large enough for films to pas» 
through, and cover so arranged that this hole can be closed. No 
solder to be used in the construction of this box. 

Section 11. That the liandle or crank us«d for operating the 
machine must be secured to the spindle or shaft so that there will 
be no liability of such handle or crank coming oflF or allowing the 
film to stop in front of the lamp. 

Section 12. That an automatic shutter must always be in front 
of the condenser arranged so as to shut off the light rays when- 
e\er the machine stops revolving. 

Section 13. That extra films must be kept in a metal box hav- 
ing a tight fitting cover. 

Section 14. That said machines must be operated by hand. Motor 
driven machines are hereby prohibited. 

Section 15. A three (3) gallon fire extinguisher must be close 
at hand for immediate use. 

Section 1*6. That the picture machine must be placed in an en- 
closure or house made of or lined with fire-proof material, thor- 
oughly ventilated and large enough for the operator to walk freely 
on either side or back of the machine. Such enclosure or house 
must have no openings into the auditorium other than the opening 
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where the light for the picture is emitted, and this opening must 
be provided with fire-proof covering or door, hinged with spring 
hinges, opening by a trigger which is in reach of the operator so 
that it can be released by hand, and which door must be con- 
structed so that it can be securely closed. Furthermore, if the 
city electrician and the chief of the fire department or his assistant, 
decide that the arrangements are such as would require it, such 
door must be so arranged that it may be released automatically. 
All other openings, such as vents and entrances to the enclosure, 
must open into some other part of the building or theatre than the 
main auditorium. No electrical pictures or material of any kind 
will be permitted in the operating booth other than the piqture 
machine and its accessories. 

Section 17. That any person, firm or corporation, their agents 
or employees, constructing, operating or managing electric theatres 
or auditoriums where moving pictures are displayed, or similar 
theatres, in violation of the terms of this ordinance, shall, on 
conviction (in the Recorder's Court) be punished by a fine not 
exceeding one hundred ($100) dollars and imprisonment not to 
exceed thirty (30) days, either or both in the discretion of the 
court; each day's operation to be held a separate offense.

AN ORDINANCE 
To Regulate the Use of Railroad Tracks in the City of Charleston. 

Be it ordained by the mayor and aldermen of the city council of 
Charleston, S. C, fn city council assembled: 

Section 1. That in all cases where permission has been given 
by city council to persons, firms or corporations, or hereafter 
where such permission may be given, to lay railroad tracks con-

owners of such track. In case the owner shall neglect or fail to 
remove such tracks and repave the streets, within thirty days 
after such notice, the city council may have the track taken up^ 
the materials sold at public auction after two weeks' advertise- 
ment, to the highest bidder, and after deducting the expenses of 
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taking up the track, selling the same and repaying the street, the 
balance, if any, shall be paid to the owners of said track. In the 
event that the proceeds of such sale shall be insufficient to pay the 
expenses aforesaid, the city council shall have the right to bring 
suit for the recovery of such balance in any court of competent 
jurisdiction.

Section 1. That section 400 of the revised ordinances as amended 
on the 26th day of March, 1907, be further amended by striking 
out the word "seven" on the second line of said section, and in- 
serting in lieu thereof the word "eight," and by adding after the 
word "Charleston" on the seventeenth line of said section the 
words "and one commissioner to be nominated by the Charleston 
Manufacturers', Jobbers, and Bankers' Association," and by add- 
ing at the end of said section, the words "Provided that the nom- 
ination to be made by the Charleston Manufacturers*, Jobbers and 
Bankers' Association, may be made upon the passage of this ordi- 
nance," so that said section when so amended, shall read as follows : 

Section 400. That the said board shall consist of eight members, 
two of whom shall be aldermen of the city of Charleston, to be

AN ORDINANCE 
To Provide for Taking a Census of the Population of the City. 

Be it ordained by the mayor and aldermen, in city council 
assembled : 

That the mayor, the treasurer and the chairman of the Ways 
and Means Committee be, and they are hereby created a commit- 
tee for the purpose of taking a census of the inhabitants of the 
city, dividing them into whites and colored, male and female. 

That those who are duly appointed by said committee as census 
takers shall have the power and authority to require answers to 
their questions made in the pursuance of their work of census tak- 
ing, answered under the oath administered by th<;m^ and anyone 
who shall refuse to answer any said question, of who shall answt.r 
same falsely, shall be subject to a fine of not more than $100 or 
imprisonment of not more than thirty days. 

That the sum of $600, if so much be necessary, be, and the same 
is hereby, appropriated for defraying the expenses of taking such 
census.

AN ORDINANCE. 

To Amend Section 39 of the Revised Ordinances, relating to the 
City Treasurer. 

Be it ordained by the mayor and aldermen of the city of Char- 
leston in city council assembled, that section 39 be amended by 
striking out the words $2,500 and inserting in lieu thereof the 
words $2,700, so that said section, when amended, shall read as 
follows: 

Section 39. The city treasurer for his services shall receive an 
annual salary of $2,700. payable monthly, out of the city treasury.

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AN ORDINANCE. 

To Strike Out Section 40 of the Revised Ordinances and to In- 
sert a New Section in Lieu Thereof: 

Be it ordained by the mayor and aldermen of the city of Char- 
leston, in city council assembled, that section 40 of the revised 
ordinances be and the same is hereby stricken out, and the follow- 
ing section 40 inserted in lieu thereof: 

Sec. 40. The city treasurer shall be, and he is hereby, authorized 
and empowered to appoint one or more clerks, subject to the ap- 
proval of council, to aid him in the performance of the duties of 
his office; who shall, if required by the city treasurer, enter into 
bond with two sureties, to be approved by the city treasurer in 
the penal sum of ten thousand dollars each, conditions / for the 
due and faithful discharge of the duties of his- office, as required, 
or to be required by law; which bond shall be drawn payable to 
the city treasurer or his assigns. The said clerks to the city treas- 
urer, for the faithful discharge of the duties required to be per- 
formed by them for the city council and for the city treasurer, 
shall receive: The chief clerk shall receive an annual salary of 
$1,700, payable monthly out of the city treasury. 

The first assistant clerk shall receive an annual salary of $1,100, 
payable monthly out of the city treasury. 

The city treasurer shall have power, at all times, to remove the 
clerks whom he may so appoint and to engage others in their 
places. 

Nothing herein contained shall be construed to exempt said 
treasurer from liability for the misconduct or defalcation of said 
clerks so appointed.

AN ORDINANCE 

To Amend Section 294 of the Revised Ordinances, Amended April 
10, 1906. 

Be it ordained by the mayor and aldermen of the city of Charles- 
ton, in the city council assembled, that section 294 of the revised 
ordinances, as amended April 10, 1906, be further amended by 
striking out said section, and inserting in lieu thereof the follow- 
ing: 

A. For purposes of this ordinance the term "Garbage" shall be held 
to include table and kitchen refuse (except dish water or waste wa- 
ter), ashes, and the daily waste from private residences, such as rags, 
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pieces of carpet, bottles, tin cans, broken crockery, broken glass 
and sweepings, excluding, however, paper and scraps of paper. 
It shall be the duty of every tenant, lessee or occupant of a lot, 
and in the event of there being no tenant, lessee or occupant, then 
it shall be the duty of the owner of the lot to cause said lot and 
buildings thereon to be carefully swept and to be kept clean and 
sanitary, and cause the garbage therefrom to be placed in metal 
water-tight receptacles a^ many as may be necessary, of a capacity 
not exceeding one-half flour barrel; said receptacle to be provided 
with tight fitting metal covers and with handles. On the days 
hereinafter specified, these receptacles containing garbage shall be 
placed, without obstructing the street gutters, at the edge of the 
sidewalks opposite the respective lots by the hour of 7 a. m., 
from the first day of May to the first day of November in every 
year, and by the hour of 7.30 a. m. from the first day of November 
to the first day of May following. On Mondays, Wednesdays and 
Fridays garbage shall be collected from King street, and from 
all streets lying east of the same, this territory constituting the 
eastern district. On Tuesdays, Thursdays and Saturdays, garbage 
shall be collected from King street and from all streets lying west 
of the same, this territory constituting the western district. 

Provided, however, that the board of health may order garbage 
put out over the entire city Saturdays and Mondays during the 
months of June, July, August and September if it should see 
proper, and in such event it shall be put out by all householders in 
the city on these days. 

No garbage shall be placed on the streets except on the days, 
by the hours and in the manner specified above and no empty 
garbage receptacles shall be allowed on the streets for a period 
longer than one hour after the contents shall have been collected. 
The character of the garbage receptacles and their sanitary con- 
dition from time to time shall be subject to the approval of the 
health officer. Any person offending herein by failure to comply 
with this ordinance or any portion thereof, or by emptying any 
dirt, filth, garbage or other offal in any street, lane, alley, or open 
court, or placing any garbage receptacle in any street, lane alley, or 
open court after the hours named above, or on other days than 
those named above for their respective districts, or on Sundays, 
shall be subject to a fine of not less than $2.00 nor more than 
$5.00 for each and every offense, or imprisonment not exceeding 
ten days, to be imposed by the Recorder, or by any court of com- 
petent jurisdiction before which the case may be brought. And 
any person or persons who shall scatter the contents of any re- 
ceptacle for garbage placed at the edge of any pavement as here- 
inbefore required, in the street, gutter, or on the sidewalk in any 
street, lane, alley or open court, shall be subject to a fine not 
exceeding $5, or imprisonment not exceeding ten days for each 
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and every offense, to be imposed by the Recorder or any court of 
competent jurisdiction before which the case may be brought. 

B. Tree trimmings, vines and lawn cuttings from grounds ad- 
joining private residences only may be placed in orderly piles on 
the streets for removal by the scavenger department, not later 
than 8 a. m. on Mondays and Wednesdays in the eastern district 
and not later than the same hour on Tuesdays and Thursdays in 
the western district, provided, however, that tree trimmings and 
blanches so placed shall have been first freed from all side branch- 
es, offshoots and twigs and shall have been cut into uniform 
lengths, not exceeding four feet and not greater than eight inches 
diameter, and provided, further, that no tangled mass of vines 
or small bushes shall be put on the street, but that same shall have 
been previously cut into sections or* bundles not exceeding four 
feet long and eight inches diameter. No tenant, lessee or lot owner 
shall put on the street for removal by scavenger department, more 
than two cart loads each per collecting day of tree trimmings, 
vines or grass cuttings. Nothing in this section shall be under- 
stood as requiring the scavenger department to remove tree trim- 
mings or lawn cuttings from any church yards or public grounds 
or for any public board, commission, department or committee. 

C. Refuse paper and scraps of paper shall be removed from private 
residences only, provided that said paper Jje packed in suitable 
bags or sacks of capacity not exceeding four bushels, securely 
tied to prevent scattering of contents, and placed at the edge of 
sidewalk not later than 8 a. m., on Mondays and Wednesdays in 
eastern district and on Tuesdays and Thursdays in the western dis- 
trict. Provided, also, that not more than one such sack be put 
out per lot on any collection day, and, provided, further, that noth- 
ing in this section shall require the removal by the scavenger de- 
partment of paper or scraps of paper from binderies, printing 
establishments or manufactories. And it is further ordained, that 
it shall be unlawful for any person to distribute, place, spread or 
scatter paper or scraps of paper, handbills, posters, advertisements 
or other papers or cards, upon the sidewalk or roadways of this 
city, or into or upon any public or private premises and any per- 
son or persons who shall- violate the provisions of this section, 
with reference to the aforesaid refuse paper, scraps of paper, hand- 
bills, posters, advertisement or other papers or cards; shall be sub- 
ject to a fine of not exceeding $5.00 or imprisonment in jail not 
exceeding ten days for each and every offense. 

D. Stable refuse and dairy manure shall not be considered as 
grarbage for removal by the scavenger department, but shall be re- 
moved by and at the expense of the owners or lessee of said stables 
or dairies. Refuse from repair shops, manufactories, places of busi- 
ness, condemned meats and foods, spoiled vegetables, other than 
table or kitchen refuse from private residences, acetylene gas plant 
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refuse, merchandise packing, such as excelsior, straw, hay, paper, 
burlap, etc., shall not be considered as garbage for removal by 
scavenger department, but shall be removed by and at the expense 
of the owner or consignees. 

E. All refuse not specifically mentioned in the previous section 
shall be removed by and at the expense of the owner, lessee, tenant 
or occupant of the premises- on which same originates and it shall 
be the duty of all persons, firms and corporations conducting busi- 
ness or manufacturing enterprises, including railroad companies, 
mills, wharves, manufactories, repair shops, stables, dairies, build- 
ers, contractors, dealers, etc., to remove at their own expense, from 
their premises or the premises upon which they are doing work 
and from the streets adjoining, all rubbish, refuse and waste or 
surplus material. 

E. 2. Any person who shall scatter or spill, or shall permit any 
cart or wagon which he is driving, or of which he has charge, to 
scatter or spill material of any kind on any street of the city shall 
be subject to a fine of not exceeding $25, or imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding ten days. 

F. Sweepings from railroad cars shall be removed within twenty- 
four hours by the railroad companies alongside of whose tracks 
the same may have been deposited. No person, firm or corporation 
shall use the city streets for the storage of material, merchandise 
or equipments, and any such deposited on the street shall be re- 
moved within twelve hours by and at the expense of the party so 
depositing. 

H. It shall be unlawful to throw or deposit hay, grrain, hoops, 
wire, glass, nails, fruit skins, noxious fluids or substances, paper 
or refuse of any kind upon any street, lane, alley or public place, 
and every lessee, tenant, occupant or owner of a lot shall keep the 
sidewalks and gutters bounding same clean and free from litter. 

I. Contractors* and builders' refuse, such as brickbats, slats, old 
mortar, plastering, roofing, guttering, refuse sheet metal of every 
description, shavings, sawdust, etc., shall not be classed as gar- 
bage or refuse for removal by scavenger department, but sball be 
removed by the contractor or builder from whose work the said 
refuse may have resulted. In case of inability to locate said con- 
tractor or builder, then the said refuse shall be moved by and at 
the expense of the lessee, tenant or owner of premises in front 
of which said refuse may be found. 

K. It shall not be lawful for any butcher, green grocer or any 
person connected with the public market or green groceries in the 
city of Charleston, to throw into the streets of the city, refuse 
meats, fish, bones, heads or any portion of any animal or fish, and 
for each and every offense the person so oflFending shall pay a fine 
of five dollars or be liable to imprisonment not exceeding five days. 

L. Any party may apply to the health department for permission 
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lo spread sawdust or material in front of a house where there is 
sickness, accompanied by the certificate of a physician that it is 
in his judgment important to the recovery or welfare of such sick 
person that permission to spread same be given, whereupon it 
shall be the duty of the Health Officer to issue such permit for such 
time as may be designated by the said physician. Provided, that if 
any party who obtains the permit shall fail within three days after 
the expiration of such time to remove said sawdust or similar ma- 
terial, he or she shall be liable to a fine not exceeding, $25 or im- 
prisonment not exceeding ten days. It srhall be the duty of the 
Health Officer to file with the City Engineer duplicate of all such 
permits, and it shall be the duty of the City Engineer to notify all 
parties of the date when the sawdust or other material is to be 
moved, and to prosecute all cases where it is not so moved in ac- 
cordance herewith. 

M. It shall be the duty of the Health Officer and his inspectors 
to see that the provisions of this ordinance are enforced except 
where otherwise specifically provided. 

N. Any person guilty of a breach of any of the provisions con- 
tained in this ordinance where a penalty is not specifically provided 
shall be liable to a finie not exceeding $100, or imprisonment not 
exceeding thirty days for each and every oflFense. 

Ratified November 12. 1907. 



AN ORDINANCE. 

To Prohibit Aldermen of the City of Charleston from Holding or 
Being Candidates for Municipal Office to Which Salaries are 
Attached. 

Be it ordained by the mayor and aldermen of the city of Charles- 
ton, in city council assembled, that no member of city council shall 
hold an office under the city government to which there is a salary 
attached, or be a candidate for any such office, unless he shall have 
resigned his position as alderman for at least ninety days prior to 
the election for said city office. 

Ratified November 26, 1907. 



AN ORDINANCE 

To Amend Section 37 of the Revised Ordinances of the City of 
Charleston. 

Be it ordained by the mayor and aldermen, in city council assem- 
bled, that section 37 of the revised ordinances of the city of Charles- 
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ton be amended by striking out the word "third" on the second 
line of said section and inserting the word "second" in lieu thereof, 
so that said section, when amended, shall read as follows: 

Section Z7. A city treasurer shall be elected by the city council 
on the second Tuesday in October, A. D. nineteen hundred and 
eleven, and on the same day in every fourth year thereafter. 

Ratified November 26th. 



AN ORDINANCE 

To Regulate the Exemption of Life Insurance Companies from 
License Taxes. 

Be it ordained by the Mayor and Aldermen of the City Council of 
Charleston, in City Council assembled : 

Section 1. That any life insurance company doing business in the 
city of Charleston that shall invest in bonds in the city of Charleston 
or bonas secured by real estate situated in the city of Charleston, or 
in real estate located in the city of Charleston, shall be exempt from 
any license tax to do business in said city, to the amount of one per 
cent on such investment. Provided, however, that such investment 
shall have been continuously held by such life insurance company for 
twelve months previous to the allowing of the exemption herein 
provided for. 

Ratified Dec. 10, 1907. 



AN ORDINANCE 

To Amend the Law Relating to the Erection of Buildings Throughout 
the City of Charleston. 

Be it ordained by the mayor and aldermen of the city council of 
Charleston, S. C, in city council assembled: 

Section 1. That in addition to the requirements now prescribed by 
the ordinances of the city of Charleston, all buildings which may be 
hereafter erected within the city of Charleston, shall be constructed 
also in accordance with the rules and requirements of the building 
code recommended by the National board of Fire Underwriters of 
New York, as set out in the second edition of said building code for 
the yerr 1907, and all amendments made from time to time thereto, 
except where such rules and requirements set out in said building 
code or amendments thereto may be inconsistent or in conflict with 
any ordinances of the city council of Charieston now in force or 
which may hereafter be enacted. 

Ratified Dec. 10, 1907. 
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Regular Meeting, February 12, 1907. 

The mayor read the following, which was received as information 
and ordered to be spread on the minutes and published in the year 
book: 
To the City Council, Gentlemen: 

I regret to have to announce to you two great losses sustained by 
the city since the last meeting of the city council. 

In the death of Mr. Julian Mitchell, who was chairman of the city 
school board and the board of trustees of the high school, the com- 
munity has lost one of the most remarkable men of this generation. 
A lawyer of surpassing ability, an orator of superb eloquence, a 
scholar of exceptional attainments; a man of extraordinary mind 
and personality; he devoted a large portion of his time and his 
genius to education, and the grand school system of our city today 
is a monument to this memory, and a tribute to his inestimable pub- 
lic service. 

One cannot picture a more beautiful end to a life such as his than 
that which came to him. In the very midst of an address on the 
subject which for years had been nearest his heart, with the glow of 
enthusiasm upon his brow, and the flow of his long unused eloquence 
upon his lips, his soul took its flight. 

In the death of Mr. A. W. Taft, who was secretary of the board of 
public works, the city has lost a faithful, conscientious and efficient 
officer, whose devotion to his duties were only exceeded by the excel- 
lence with which he discharged them. He, too, passed away suddenly 
in the very midst of his official duties. None who knew him failed 
to recognize and appreciate his sterling qualities, and all of us alike 
mourn for the faithful officer and the splendid man, who has left 
us forever.

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REGULAR MEETING, FEBRUARY 26, 1907. 

The mayor then said: 

Since last we met the finger of death has touched one of our 
number who then sat with us, and our mayor pro tem. for 1907, The- 
odore Melchers — will be with us no more. 

For over six years he has filled* that seat now vacant ; and filled 
it with unswerving and unselfish devotion to the interests of the 
people of this city. His ear was ever open, as was his heart, to the 
appeal of the distressed, and his voice was ever raised for their 
protection. 

We can never forget his ringing tones as he denounced or defended 
in his forcible manner, methods or measures under discussion on this 
floor. We can never forget the man, with a heart of gold, that has 
sat with us, thought with us, and struggled with us for so many 
years in the interests of those whom he was sent here to represent. 

A German of the Germans, he loved the country of his birth with 
a love exceeded only by his love for this great country of his adop- 
tion, which he helped to make a brighter and better land by his pre- 
cept and his example. 

Not only did he serve the public in this council, but on three of 
the important boards of • the city, viz. : 

Board of Equalization, 

The Alms House Board, and 

The Freight Bureau, and he spared neither time nor talents in his 
zeal for the welfare of the city. 

In grateful recognition of his sterling worth, and of these services, 
we unanimously elected him to the office of mayor pro tem for 1907, 
and there is no one of us who does not rejoice that he joined in 
paying a tribute so well deserved. 

I would respectfully suggest that after the close of such remarks 
as aldermen may wish to make with reference to him council do ad- 
journ out of respect to his memory. 

Alderman Riley oflfered the following: 

Mr. Mayor: 

It is with feelings of deep emotion that I rise to second the remarks 
just made with reference to the death of my late colleague. Alderman 
Theodore Melchers. 
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For over six years it has been my privilege to represent with him 
Ward Nine in city council, and our relations have always been most 
cordial and friendly. 

Untiring in his devotion to the interests of the city, he was ever 
watchful of her rights, and most active in seeing to the enforcement 
of the laws for her protection. 

Fearless in the performance of his duty, his honesty of purpose 
was so well recognized, that fie enjoyed the regard and esteem of 
those who differed with him. 

His chair is vacant, but his noble and strong personality will long 
be enshrined in the memory of brother aldermen and fellow citizens; 
therefore be it 

Resolved, That in the death of Alderman Theodore Melchers the 
city council of Charleston has lost an earnest and wise counselor and 
a most active and valued member, and the city of Charleston a de- 
voted, loyal and self-sacrificing citizen. 

Resolved, That a copy of this tribute be sent to his family with the 
assurance of our profound sympathy and sorrow for them in their 
bereavement. 

Alderman Harvey said: 

Entertaining as I did so high a respect for Captain Melchers, I 
esteem it a privilege to add my voice in seconding the remarks which 
have been made upon his death. Every member of this council will 
indorse the statement that no alderman more fully voiced the senti- 
ments of the people or who enjoyed more thoroughly their full confi- 
dence than did he who today rests under the shadow of the oaks in 
our beautiful cemetery. 

When he arose in this body to give expression to any sentiment 
there was not one of us but felt that the utterances were the prompt- 
ings of honest convictions, opinions not trimmed to suit the passing 
breezes of popular favor — not phrased at the dictates of political 
policy — nor were they shaped by fear but having at heart singly the 
advantage of the people he represented and the welfare of the gen- 
eral public 

His family will miss the tender solicitude of a devoted husband 
and fond parent — his friends will lose the companionship of a sin- 
cere comrade — ^the business world will sustain the loss of an upright 
progressive merchant — ^but the entire city mourns the death of a 
staunch advocate of the rights of the masses, and this body loses a 
wise, conscientious and faithful member. 

I heartily second the resolution of Alderman Riley. 

Alderman Pinckney moved that the remarks of the mayor and of 
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Aldermen Riley and Harvey be adopted as the sentiments of the city 
council, and that the same be spread upon the minutes and published 
in the year book for 1907. This motion was unanimously adopted by 
a rising vote. 

Alderman Pinckney then moved that council do now adjourn to 
Friday, March 1, at 7 p. m., in respect to the memory of Alderman 
Theodore Melchers, mayor pro tem. 

This motion was adopted.

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RESOLUTIONS AND TESTIMONIAL TO 
HON. SAMUEL LAPHAM 



Regular Meeting, December 10, 1907. 

On the call of the mayor for resolutions, Alderman Hanckel arose 
and said: 

Your gavel, Mr. Mayor, is about to fall for the last time, rapping 
to adjournment this last meeting of city council of the present ad- 
ministration. 

In doing so,' you sever many pleasant ties formed here during the 
past four years. Therefore, before doing so, I ask the indulgence of 
council and yourself for a few moments. 

First, allow me, Mr. Mayor, to thank you, on behalf, I feel sure, 
of this entire council, for your universal consideration and courtesy 
shown each and all of us, in all our deliberations in and out of 
council and committee meetings. Though we may have had differ- 
ences — we have all been working for one end — the good of our city. 

We meet for the last time tonight with the record of our four 
years of service behind us, for the future to prove what good we 
have accomplished during our time of service. Mistakes no doubt, 
we have made, but they have been of the brain, not of the heart. 

Tonight, as members of this, council, we gather for the last time. 
Some of us, with you, Mr. Mayor, to return here to carry on the 
work, "for good or evil," for another four years — but, others of 
us will not return again to their seats after leaving tonight. To 
them, we, who do return, assure each one, that he will be missed from 
his accustomed place, and we regret the necessity of the breaking of 
the pleasant ties, that have held us together, and the pleasant inter- 
course we have had with each other during these years. 

But, Mr. Mayor, there is one particular member of this council, 
that you. Honorable Sir, as well as the remaining, and out-going 
members, exceedingly regret to see lay down the burden he has so 
nobly and well borne for this dear old city of ours for the past 
twelve years — as chairman of the ways and means committee— of this 
and the two preceding administrations — I refer, fellow members of 
city council, as you well know, to the Honorable Samuel Lapham, the 
"Wheelhorse" of city council ever since he has honored the delibera- 
tions, and actions of this body with his presence, advice and wonder- 
ful capacity for work. ' You, Mr. Mayor, as well as we, who have 
been so intimately associated with him in all matters appertaining 
to the city's welfare, fully realize the great loss this representative 
body of the city's administration will sustain by his not remaining 
in its service. 

Therefore, we, in city council assembled, representing as we do the 
citizens of Charleston, feel that some recognition, more substantial 
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than mere words, should be made the Honorable Samuel Lapham, for 
the valuable services he has so unselfishly rendered the city, in every 
way, during the twelve years he has served in city council, and so 
successfully guided the "financial ship" of the city. 

I, therefore, offer the following resolutions, and move their adoption 
by a rising vote: 

Resolved, That city council, on behalf of the city of Charleston, 
present to the Honorable Samuel Lapham, in recognition and in grate- 
ful acknowledgment of his untiring labors in her behalf, of his un- 
wavering devotion to her best interest, and of his inestimable services 
in the promotion of her welfare" — z suitable testimonial of the esteem 
in which he is held by his fellow citizens. 

Resolved, That a committee of five members of this council, with 
the mayor as chairman, be appointed by the mayor, to secure this 
testimonial. 

Alderman Harvey, in seconding the resolution, said: 

Mr. Mayor: The resolutions of Alderman Hanckel brings impres- 
sively to our minds the fact that when this body adjourns tonight it 
does so never to assemble again in executive session. The thought 
is not a pleasant one, for while we have differed and perhaps dis- 
sented harmony has as a whole prevailed, and I believe that by better 
acquaintance we have learned to know and understand each other 
better, and that in parting we do so with mutual regrets. Those of 
us who are to be members of the next council regret that we will not 
have some of our old confreres with us in that body. We will miss 
Aldermen Lebby, Re)molds, Ferguson, Cramer, Heidenreich and Nelson. 

They have done good work for the city. The public will never 
appreciate just how much of time and service these patriotic citizens 
have given to their duties and we who have been co-workers with 
them can attest that they have shirked neither responsibility nor effort 
to look after the wants of their constituents. 

In parting with you we do so regretfully, feeling that the city is 
losing wise counsellors and able public officials. 

And now, Mr. Mayor, I know that all those who are leaving council 
as well as those who remain, endorse the views of Alderman Hanckel 
in saying that the absence from the next council of the Honorable 
Samuel Lapham will be a distinct loss to that body. Those of us 
who have sat in this council are the only ones who can in even a 
minor way estimate the value and service which that gentleman has 
been to the city. 

My views on public matters in the past four years have differed 
in several instances from Mr. Lapham's, but a difference of opinion 
is no difference of principal, and while differing with him I have 
always maintained that his services to the city were inestimable, 
unselfish and patriotic. 
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As chairman of the ways and means committee he has been the 
prime minister of this and preceding councils. He has labored in 
season and out of season with devotion to his duties which has 
gained the endorsement and approval of his brother members. Just 
how much he saved the city by his wise administration of its funds, 
just how he has smoothed over the rough roads of finance, just how 
he has labored that others might be spared, not even those on his 
committee will ever know or appreciate. 

His absence will be a distinct loss to his former associates, and 
will deprive the city of its most enthusiastic worker — its ablest alder- 
manic financier — and one of its most unselfish, patriotic and devoted 
public servants. 

In a city such as ours there are many with the brains and ability 
to aid in the management of its finances and other vexing problems, 
but they have neither time nor inclination to devote themselves to the 
task. There are many who perhaps have the time but lack the 
ability and inclination. Then there are those who have the inclination 
but have neither the ability nor time, but in the Honorable Samuel 
Lapham the city had one who had no superior in the adeptness with 
which he grappled the puzzling and perplexing problem of finances, 
and who by reason of his recognized attainments, enjoyed the confi- 
dence and respect of his co-workers and the public, and who, with all 
the duties of his individual engagements, was ready and willing to 
give unstintingly of his time and services without hope of reward 
and with a full knowledge that his sacrifice would never be fully 
known. 

Speaking, therefore, for myself, and I believe for every member 
of this body, and voicing the sentiment of every true citizen of 
Charleston, I say to the Honorable Samuel Lapham, alderman and 
chairman of the ways and means committee, "We thank you and we 
wish you well." 

Mr. Mayor, feeling thus I take great pleasure in seconding the reso- 
lution of Alderman Hanckel that our appreciation take the more sub- 
stantial form which has been suggested. 

The resolutions were then unanimously adopted, the council rising. 

The mayor appointed the following committee to procure the testi- 
monial suggested by the resolutions just adopted: Aldermen Hanckel, 
Harvey, Lebby, Heidenreich and the Mayor. 

Mayor Rhetf then requested Mayor Pro Tem Fincken to take the 
chair, and stated that if the council would remain for a few minutes 
the committee would report. 

The committee retired and in a few moments returned to the council 
chamber with a handsome silver service all suitably inscribed, and 
with the seal of the city thereon, as the gift of the city of Charleston 
to Alderman Lapham. 

The mayor then resumed the chair and said: 
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It is my privilege, Alderman Lapham, to present to you the silver 
service which council has just voted you. While there goes with it 
the personal regard of every one of your fellow members in this 
council, it is not a personal token, but a memorial from the city 
government itself, in recognition of the great service you have ren- 
dered the people of the city in the past twelve years. 

I am glad that council has done you an honor without precedent, 
just as you have given a service equally without precedent. 

I am glad it is my privilege to make this presentation, because dur- 
ing all those twelve years I served by your side, and bear witness, 
as can perhaps no other, to the magnitude and the beneficence of the 
work you have done for the city. 

There is inscribed upon one of these pieces of silver the following 
words: "From the city of Charleston, S. C, December 10, 1907, in 
recognition and in grateful acknowledgment of his untiring labor in 
her behalf, of his unwavering devotion to her best interest, and of 
his inestimable services in the promotion of her welfare." 

May it long preserve to you and to your children the memory of 
a duty which your fellow men have pronounced well done, and an 
honor which your city government has pronounced well deserved. 

Alderman Lapham was standing during the mayor's remarks, and in 
a few feeling words returned his thanks, and stated that at any time 
his services were desired he would gladly respond. 

Alderman Pinckney moved that these proceedings and the remarks 
of Aldermen Hanckel, Harvey and the mayor be spread on the 
minutes and published in the Year Book. Unanimously adopted. 

Council then adjourned.

Report of P. H. Gadsden, Vice-President Charleston Chamber of 
Commerce, to the Mayor of Charleston. 



Published Under Resolution of Charleston Chamber of Commerce. 



The mayor stated that he had the full report of Mr. P. H. Gadsden 
regarding: his visit to Bremen as to immigration. On motion this re- 
port was ordered to be published in the Year Book. 

The Hon. R. G. Rhett, Mayor, Charleston, S. C: 

Dear Sir : — ^As one of a committee of three appointed by the South 
Carolina Branch of the Southern Industrial and Immigration Asso- 
ciation, and as the special representative of the City of Charleston, I 
left Charleston on March 8th, for Bremen. Before sailing on the 
12th, I had a very satisfactory interview with both Mr. Cutp, vice- 
president of the Southern Railway, and Mr. Walters, chairman of the 
Board of Directors of the Atlantic Coast Line. I was very much im- 
pressed with the interest shown by both these corporations in the 
result of the trip. I was assured by both the Southern Railway and 
the Atlantic Coast Line that they would use every effort to secure 
return cargoes for the "Wittekirid" in case a permanent line could 
be established. 

At New York I met Mr. Watson and we sailed on the "Kaiser Wil- 
helm II," on the 12th. On arriving at Bremerhaven, on Tuesday, the 
19th, we were met at the landing by Capt. Von Bardeleben, of the 
'"Wittekind," who immediately advised us that, owing to the very 
great congestion of immigrants at Bremen the **Wittekind," which had 
arrived on Saturday, the 17th, was ordered to sail for Baltimore on 
Thursday, the 21st, with 1,500 immigrants. So great was the de- 
mand for a speedy departure he had been forced to work all of Sun- 
day and every night. He also advised us that the Lloyds had received 
a number of letters from the '*Wittekind" immigrants, showing great 
dissatisfaction as |o conditions in South Carolina, and strongly inti- 
mated that the situation, so far as the Lloyds were concerned, had 
materially changed for the worse since his last trip to Charleston. 

This was fully confirmed the next morning on our first interview 
with Mr. Von Pilis and his assistant, Mr. Plettenberg. Mr. Von Pilis 
being the director in charge of the steerage department. In addition 
to the letters from immigrants, which the Lloyds had received, they 
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had also had a very full report to the same effect from Mr. Giese, the 
stenographer of Mr. Plettenberg. Mr. M'sler, the immigrant agent of 
the Lloyds, had also received similar complaints. 

They stated to me that the success of their immigrant business de- 
pended absolutely on the confidence of the immigrant class in Europe, 
and had been built up by their dealing in absolute good faith with 
them on every occasion and by never misrepresenting the facts; that 
no movement could be successful or made permanent on prepaid pass- 
ages, but must be based on the letters and reports of those who had 
gone ahead to their relatives and friends; that the immigrants as a 
class were ignorant and suspicious, and that as a rule all they knew 
of the United States were Boston, Baltimore and New York, and they 
naturally wanted to go where some of their people had preceded 
them; that it would be very difficult, even on pre-payment of passage, 
to divert them to South Carolina, and impossible unless we could 
satisfy those already there that the business proposition in this light 
was secondary in importance; that they would not carry, at any price, 
immigrants where they would not be satisfied, as it would seriously 
affect their entire immigrant business. 

Upon investigation I found the complaints were based primarily 
on the wages received in South Carolina. Some reported getting 40, 
SO and 75 cents a day, when they had been promised $1.50 to $2, and 
upwards. Some reported that they were making less money in South 
Carolina than they made at home. 

As far as I could ascertain, the misrepresentations, if any were 
made, must have been made by subordinate immigrant agents of Mr. 
Misler, without his knowledge. Mr. Watson gave the Lloyds a copy 
of the wage scale in South Carolina mills as the basis upon which to 
engage immigrants for mill help, and therefore cannot be held respon- 
sible, in my judgment, for the situation. 

My opinion is that the difficulty of securing immigrants to the South 
on the wage scale presented, was such, even with prepaid passage, 
that the immigrant agents found it necessary to go beyond the scale 
in order to produce results. Another complaint was that their money 
was held out for one or two weeks; that is to say, that the mills paid 
off every two weeks, whereas they had been accustomed in Europe to 
payment at the end of each week. Having none of their own people 
to advise them they became alarmed and jumped to the conclusion 
that they were being robbed. They were also unaccustomed to dealing 
with the company's store on credit and, as a natural result in some 
cases, the easy credit had been abused, so that when pay day arrived 
the immigrant found that there was no actual cash coming to him. 

In answering these criticisms Mr. Watson showed that instead of 
mill help he had been sent plumbers, carpenters, fresco painters, etc.; 
in other words, men unaccustomed to work in the mills, and who, 
necessarily, could not secure adequate compensation until they learned 
their business. 
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At the interview with Mr. Misler a few days afterwards we found 
the same conditions, only worse, if possible. Mr. Misler's business 
consists in issuing advertisements throughout the various countries 
of Europe, and personally soliciting immigrants for America for the 
Lloyds. He has no official connection with the Lloyds Company. The 
complaints which had been received by him were so numerous and 
were of so serious a character that he was afraid to proceed further 
in Southern immigration, for fear of its immediate injurious effect 
upon his personal business. He stated positively that he would not 
be willing to take any further steps to secure laborers for South 
Carolina or the South unless he could first be assured that the immi- 
grants would be placed in remunerative positions, under conditions 
that would make them satisfied. 

The time of my visit was particularly unfavorable. The congestion 
of immigrants at Bremen awaiting transportation to America had 
never- been so great in the history of the Lloyds. At the time of my 
visit there were from 8,000 to 12,000 immigrants in Bremen and its 
vicinity, being housed and fed at the expense of the Lloyds for lack 
of ships, notwithstanding the fact that they were sending off a ship- 
load of 1,000 to 1,500 each day. TJje expense of the Lloyds in taking 
care of these people varied from $4,000 to $5,000 a day, and during 
my stay of ten days they certainly must have spent $40,000 in the 
maintenance of these immigrants. This, coupled with the discourag- 
ing reports already referred to, made it almost impossible for me to 
get them to discuss the matter on a business basis. 

After a week of daily visits to the office I insisted that some definite 
position be taken by them in the matter, and suggested that they 
make me a proposition predicated upon our ability to demonstrate to 
their satisfaction hereafter that the conditions were satisfactory, or 
would be made so. It was not until Tuesday, March 26, that 1 suc- 
ceeded in having the matter taken up from a business point of view, 
and they agreed to make up figures showing the minimum cost of a 
round trip of the "Wittekind," which we should guarantee. After con- 
siderable discussion it was agreed by all parties that the difficulty of 
securing return cargoes during the months of May, June, July and 
August was such that we should base the figures on sailings every 
sixty days from September 1 to May 1. 

In order that I should be in a position to cover the whole subject 
I then took up the matter of freight with the freight department, so 
that I might ascertain the objections to be urged by that department. 
I found the criticisms to be as follows: A serious criticism was 
based on the loss of time at Charleston in discharging and loading, 
which was three weeks, as against seven or eight days in Galveston 
and Baltimore. They claimed that a round trip of the "Wittekind" 
from Bremen to Charieston should not exceed seven weeks, whereas 
it had consumed practically ten ; that a passenger boat could not afford 
to lose the time discharging and loading that a freight boat could. 
I suggested that if the line were made permanent I thought we could 
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prevail on the railroads entering Charleston to improve the facilities 
fcr discharging and loading, and so shorten the time to a satisfactory 
limit. They further insisted that the ship should discharge and load 
at the same wharf, and that she should not be required to go to the 
fertilizer wharf to discharge kainit. In discussing west-bound freight 
the point was made that during the three spring months no kainit 
was shipped. I undertook to see whether on this point our different 
fertilizer interests could not arrange to guarantee a cargo of kainit 
for every trip at current rates. On east-bound freight they required 
10,000 bales of cotton, and stated that while, of course, it was impos- 
sible to fix a rate, the rate at Qiarleston would be the current rate 
at Savannah, which latter rate was fixed from time to time by com- 
petition of several lines running to Savannah. 

Having canvassed thoroughly the objections both of the passenger 
and freight departments, I invited a proposition for the establishment 
of a permanent line, based ugon, first, their becoming satisfied as to 
the conditions throughout the South and the wage scale; second, upon 
their criticisms and suggestions as to freight being favorably consid- 
ered. Predicated upon the above they made me on Tuesday, March 
the following proposition: * 

They would put the "Wittekind" on permanently from September 
to May for a guarantee of 250,000 marks per trip, equivalent to say, 
$62,500. I had them analyze this figure as follows: 

Kainit J0,000 marks. 

10,000 bales of cotton „ 70,000 marks. " 

Total freight 100,000 marks. 

Leaving a balance for the prepajmient of immigrant passage of 150,- 
000 marks, or about 1,070 immigrants per trip. I immediate advised 
them that this was out of the question as it was based upon a full 
cargo and passenger list, and offered in return to carry out the fol- 
lowing : 

Kainit .._ > 30.000 marks 

10,000 bales of cotton ^ „ ~ 70,000 marks 

Immigrants 28,000 marks 

Total 128,000 marks 

That is to say, about 200 immigrants per trip. 

After an hour's discussion an appointment was made to meet Di- 
rector Heineke, who, in the absence of Director General Wiegand, 
was the executive officer of the company. Later in the afternoon we 
met in Director Heineke's office. After again reviewing the objec- 
tions on the part of the passenger and freight departments, he stated 
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that the figures were the lowest upon which they would be willing to 
operate a line; that the proposition made by me would not be consid- 
ered. The only concession he was willing to make was that he stated 
that, for a permanent line they must certainly be guaranteed from 600 
to 700 immigrants per trip ; that passage of these immigrants would 
have to be prepaid, as they could not be obtained otherwise, and that 
the passage money for 600 immigrants would have to be prepaid, 
whether we secured that number or not, it being the opinion of the 
passenger department that, for the present at least, there would be 
great difficulty in securing, even upon prepayment of passage, from 
200 to 300 immigrants per trip. Of course, if after operating for one 
season the conditions were satisfactory, no further guarantees would 
be required. In conclusion Director Heineke would say that the Lloyds 
were still interested in the establishment of a line from Bremen to 
Charleston, and regretted exceedingly that the conditions at present 
did not seem to warrant the continuance of the line; that if by the 
1st of September we desired to run the **Wittekind" for another trip 
he would be willing to let us have her upon the same terms as the 
first trip, that is to say, a full cargo of freight each way and 400 
to 500 immigrants, whose passage, of course, would have to be pre- 
paid by us. I was compelled to say that we were not in a position to 
accept his proposition. This was the last of a series of interviews 
held every day but one from March 20 to 29. I left Bremen on March 
29th, for Hamburg, and sailed on the "Kaiserin Auguste Victoria," 
on the 30th. 

The above concludes my official report so far an the establishment 
of a permanent line between Bremen and Charleston is concerned. 
I take it, however, that one of the objects of my trip was to obtain in- 
formation on the entire subject of immigration, so as to aid us in 
our future work on this subject, and I therefore, give herewith my 
observations on the general subject of immigration as a contribution 
to the general fund of information on the subject, in the hope that it 
may aid us and the people throughout the South in coming to a cor- 
rect understanding of this problem and to work it out on a proper 
business basis. 

1. The success of the immigration movement to the South from 
European countries depends more largely upon the people of the 
South than it does upon the immigrants. 

In the discussions on this subject up to this time, our efforts have 
been almost entirely expended in inducing immigrants to come to the 
South, and we have thought little or nothing of how the inunigrant 
is to be treated after he has come here. As I have shown, the officers 
of the Lloyds impressed upon me day after day, in every interview 
I held with them, that the essential thing to be obtained and to be 
understood thoroughly by the people of the South before they could 
contemplate any permanent movement for immigration, was that they 
must make up their minds to use every effort to satisfy each and every 
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individual immigrant who was brought over, not only that the repre- 
sentations as to his compensation should be faithfully and strictly 
carried out, but that if the people of the South desired to divert a 
part of the tide of immigration from the North and West they must 
be willing to study the immigrant himself and endeavor to make his 
stay in the South as agreeable as possible. Immigration to the North 
and West has been goining on so long that the immigrant now coming 
over goes among friends and relatives speaking his own tongue and 
living under conditions with which he is familiar. The first immi- 
grants who come to the South are met with conditions absolutely 
different, not only from those they left at home, but from those which 
they know are being enjoyed by their friends and relatives in the 
North and West, and therefore our people, if we are to succeed in 
this effort to obtain a white population, must be prepared to endeavor 
in every way practicable to assist the immigrant in becomftig assimi- 
lated to the conditions of the South with as little friction as possible. 

Too much stress cannot be laid upon this point. It is the one which 
our people have not, up to this time, in my judgment, seriously con- 
sidered. Prepayment of passage will not bring immigrants perma- 
nently, but the immigration movement depends absolutely upon the 
favorable reports coming from the immigrants who have first come 
over. In this light it will be seen how vital is it that no effort should 
be spared to place the first immigrants who are induced to come under 
the most advantageous conditions, and that the representations made 
to them should be strictly lived up to, and that every effort should be 
made to conform their conditions of life to that enjoyed by similar 
immigrants in other parts of the country. 

2. We must realize that for some considerable period of time to 
come the passage of every immigrant must be prepaid. How long such 
prepayment of passage must continue will depend entirely upon our- 
selves. One State or community may succeed much sooner than 
another in establishing a sufficient number of satisfied immigrants, 
whose letters home will bring other immigrants willing to prepay their 
own passage, and so be able to place itself on a paying basis ; but the 
movement as a whole will have to be prepaid until cojnditions in the 
South generally are made inviting to immigration. This question is 
much more serious than our people appreciate. We are encouraging 
immigration because we are dissatisfied with negro labor, and want 
to supplant the negro with white labor, but it seems to. me that we 
have entirely overlooked our industrial conditions, namely, that the 
wage scale throughout the South is based upon negro labor, which 
means cheap labor. In endeavoring to secure immigrants from Europe 
we are competing in the labor markets of the world with the em- 
ployers of labor through the North and West, and offer a wage scale 
materially lower than that obtaining in the North. It must be ad- 
mitted by all of us that in practically every department of labor 
the scale of wages in the South, even, I submit, in the cotton mill 
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industry, is lower than in the North, on account of the fact that our 
scale is based on an inferior class of labor. It is not a question 
whether the immigrant from Belgium, Germany, Galicia, Hungary, 
Denmark or Sweden can obtain better wages in the South than he 
commands at home; what he naturally wants to know is can he com- 
mand the same wages as his friends in similar employment in Mon- 
tana, South Dakota, Iowa, etc. Numbers of his friends and relatives 
have already gone to these States and sent money back for the passage 
of other members of the family. 

I learned to my surprise that the immigrant in Europe is much 
better informed on the comparative wage scale throughout the United 
States than I was, and he knows that at present the wage scale in 
the South is materially lower in almost every department of labor 
than in the North and West. It is easy to understand how, under 
these conditions, he will not care to come to the South, even if his 
passage is prepaid. 

In considering this question, and in treating with the Lloyds, I 
very soon learned that it could not be considered as a South Carolina 
proposition, but if it were to succeed at all it must be treated from 
the standpoint of the entire South. The same objection applies in 
the case of immigrant farm labor. With us he is paid from $10 to $15 
a month and board; in the North and West he is paid from $20 to 
$50 a month and board. 

I found that a more important consideration in favor of the North 
and West as against the South, so far as farm labor was concerned, 
was that in the North and West the immigrant farm laborer was 
considered as a member of the farmer's family, slept in his house and 
was fed at his table, whereas in the South, as a rule, he was given 
an outhouse to sleep in similar to that occupied by the negroes on the 
place, and was not allowed to eat with the farmer's family or to asso- 
ciate with them on equal terms; in other words, a social line was 
drawn which does not exist in the North and West. 

This, again, is the direct result of our industrial conditions and 
the employment of negro labor. We have for so many years been 
employing negro labor that we have come to think that the class 
of labor performed by the negro is menial to a large degree, and 
therefore we are not prepared at the present time to treat the immi- 
grant supplanting such a negro on the same terms as he is treated 
in the North and West. These objections were given me by different 
people who had studied the question in Europe and were thoroughly 
informed. 

So far, therefore, as the importation of white laborers is concerned, 
except white skilled labor for particular industries, my conclusion, 
from careful investigation of the subject and conversations with 
those who had made it a life time study, is that the South at this 
time is not prepared to meet the conditions necessary for the successful 
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importation of white labor ; that in order to supplant the negro laborer 
with the European laborer we must make up our minds to conform 
our wage scale to that obtaining in the communities where only white 
labor ''s employed *and, as a corollary, learn to treat the white laborer 
more as an equal and less as a servant. 

Another serious difficulty in the way of importing foreign labor is 
that, as I understand the recent Act of Congress and the opinion of 
the Attorney General, while a State can advertise its advantages and 
prepay passages, it cannot guarantee employment. It will be seen at 
once what a handicap this is to a new movement. Practically every 
immigrant now coming to Baltimore, New York and Boston, in addi- 
tion to his steamer ticket, has a railroad ticket to some point out 
West, where he has relatives or friends, and is confident of securing 
a position, which has practically been secured for him by some rela- 
tive. It will be readily seen that an immigrant, ignorant of our con- 
ditions and with no money, would with great difficulty be induced 
to come to Charleston or any other Southern port, not knowing what 
is to become of him on his arrival. This objection was strongly urged 
upon me by the Lloyds. To meet it I suggested that an intelligence 
bureau be estkblished at Charleston, which would receive applications 
from all over the South for labor, and give accurate information as 
to the scale of wages, etc., this information to be classified and tabu- 
lated; that the immigrant be told to apply on landing to such bureau 
for information. He would then have an opportunity of selecting a 
position according to his trade in whatever part of the South he de- 
sired, and doubtless arrangements could be made with the parties 
desiring such labor to pay the railroad fare to the place of employ- 
ment. 

I have purposely given at length the difficulties which have come to 
my notice, and which must be overcome to insure the success of this 
movement of importing white labor. I have done so, not to dis- 
courage, but in order that from now on we shall conduct this matter 
with full knowledge of the underlying conditions and difficulties, and 
base our actions on sound business principles. All thinking men in 
the South agree that this agitation for immigration is not temporary, 
but that it indicates a fixed policy of the South, brought about by 
the serious lack of labor. It is incumbent upon all of us, therefore, 
to unite upon some common plan and work out the problem for the 
benefit of the entire South and not any particular section of it. My 
conclusion is, that for the present, the importation of laborers, except 
in small numbers for exceptionally favorable localities, is not practi- 
cable. The history of all immigration shows that the first immig^'ants 
to any locality were not laborers, but settlers, home-seekers, and that 
when a considerable number of them had been placed their friends 
and relatives followed and constituted the laboring class. 
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This is the plan which should, in my judgment, be adopted in the 
South, and one which has great promise of success. What the South 
has that the North and West have not is cheap, fertile soil. I would 
recommend that through the agency of the Southern Industrial and 
Immigration Association we should organize what might properly be 
called the Southern Colonization Company, with a capital stock, if 
possible, of $500,000, inviting subscriptions to the capital stock from 
all the business interests throughout the South; that this company 
should, as part of its scope, organize an intelligence bureau, as indi- 
cated above. The plan of operations of such a company would be to 
obtain options on desirable lands through the South, and sell such 
lands to settlers on easy terms and at moderate prices. 

With each family of settlers there are usually a son and daughter 
old enough to work, who will not be needed on the farm, and these 
can be placed by the company through its intelligence bureau. I be- 
lieve such a company, organized with sufficient capital to inspire con- 
fidence, and officered by men who fully understood the question and 
were desirous of working it out for the true interests of the South 
as a whole, would be the most practicable way of handling the matter 
to insure permanent success, and that the company could be made a 
financial success. 

I would add that I went over this colonization plan fully with Mr. 
Von Pilis and he fully approved of the suggestions made above; in 
fact, considered it essential before the Lloyds or any other steamship 
company would be willing to establish a permanent line. A company 
so organized would necessarily be directly interested in seeing that all 
immign'ants were taken care of and made satisfied, and through such 
a company the conditions generally throughout the South as to labor 
could gradually be worked up to a basis which would make it practi- 
cable to import white labor direct. 

As a summary of the above I would say that the points to be con- 
sidered in the order of their importance are the following: 

1. That the duty is devolved upon the people of the South, if they 
desire European immigrants, to use every eflFort to satisfy them after 
they have arrived. 

2. That for a very considerable period the passage of each and every 
immigrant will have to be prepaid. 

3. That until such time as the wage scale of the South approaches 
more nearly that obtaining through the North and West it is hopeless 
to expect white laborers to come to the South in preference to the 
North. 

4. That our attitude throughout the South to the white laborer will 
have to be materially altered before we can expect to have the immi- 
grant satisfied to remain as a laborer with us. 

5. That we have been proceeding up to this time on a purely arti- 
ficial and unnattiral plan in reference to this subject of immigration; 
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that nowhere has it ever been possible to bring in the laborer first, 
and that all successful immigration movements have been started by 
the settler and followed by the laborer. 

6. That an effort should be made to interest the business and think- 
ing men throughout the entire South from now on in a combination 
of effort on the lines of colonization, preferable, I think, in one com- 
pany, but not necessarily so. If such a company can be organized 
within a reasonable time on proper lines and with sufficient capital, 
I believe it will ultimately work out the salvation of the South so far 
as the labor question is concerned, and is, I believe, the only practical 
method of accomplishing that end.

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THE CHARLESTON MUSEUM, 
ITS GENESIS AND DEVELOPMENT.

During the war, while Charleston was under fire from the 
Federal batteries, Professor F. S. Holmes, the then zealous 
and enthusiastic curator of the Museum of the College of 
Charleston, removed many of the more valuable specimens 
belonging to the Museum, together with its records, to 
his farm in Edgefield County, where his family were 
refugees, and where they were stored, with his own books, 
papers and specimens, in one of his barns, which, most un- 
fortunately was burned by a marauding band of negroes, 
just after the cessation of hostilities. The burning of the 
records was, of course, most deplorable, and for many 
years I have endeavored to repair the loss by searching 
every available source of information, and have succeeded 
in gathering the f^icts detailed below. 

An Ancient Accession List. 

In 1865, and for several years after, I was librarian of 
the Charleston Library Society, and, while looking over a 
mass of rubbish in a closet, I discovered a small manu- 
script memorandum book containing, among other items of 
more or less interest, this important and most valuable entry : 
''Articles for the Museum, presented 5th June, 179S, by Capt. 
William Hall." This little volume I recently brought to 
the attention of Professor Rea, and after a prolonged 
search of the records of the Library Society, it was found, 
and a transcript of this entry, and those of its several suc- 
ceeding pages, was published, in the October, 1906, num- 
ber of The Bulletin of the Charleston Museum (Vol. 2, 
No. 6). This is doubtless one of the oldest, if not indeed

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the most ancient, accession list in existence, so far, at least, 
as our American museums are concerned. With this date 
as a clue, I have diligently followed the trail backwards 
until the records have been successfully established as far 
back positively, as 1777, and most probably several years 
earlier. 

The Great Fire ok January 17, 1778. 

In "The South Carolina and American General Gazette" 
of January 29, 1778. there is a remarkably full account of 
the very disastrous fire which had laid waste the greater 
part of this city a few days before, in which this paragraph 
appears : 

**The Charles Town Library Society's valuable collec- 
tion of books, instruments and apparatus for astronomical 
and philosophical observations and experiments, etc., etc., 
is almost entirely lost.'' 

Dr. David Ramsay, a member of the Society, whose name 
appears among the members of its executive committee, 
a circumstance which insures his complete familiarity with 
its affairs and property, amplifies this statement in this 
extremely interesting and most important note on page 
379, Vol. 2, of his "History of South Carolina," (Charles- 
ton, 1809). 

"On the 17th January, 1778, a very extensive fire took 
place in Charleston, when this Library, containing between 
six and seven thousand volumes comprising a valuable 
collection of ancient auttiors, with paintings, prints, a pair 
of elegant globes, mathematical and other instruments, and 
many specimens of natural history, was almost totally de- 
stroyed/' 

The First American Museum. 

The words which I have emphasized taken alone, might 
not be entitled to much weight in this discussion, but in con- 
nection with the entries in the invaluable little memoran- 
dum book, in which gifts to "The Museum" are given 
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equal prominence with books purchased for or given to the 
Library, fixes, beyond controversy, the fact that this begin- 
ning of the Charleston Museum antedates the next oldest 
record by at least eight years, "The first public museum 
was that founded in Philadelphia, in 1785, by Charles Will- 
son Peale, the bones/ of a mammoth and a stuffed paddle- 
fish forming its nucleus/' (G. Brown Goode, Report U. 
S. Nat. Museum, 1897, pt. 2, p. 403). 

Unfortunately, the minute book of the Library Society 
prior to March 15, 181 5, cannot be found, but the minutes 
of its [Executive] Committee are extant, and as early as 
** Wednesday, December 12, 1764, the Committee proceeded 
to the room presented to the Society by Mr. Manigault, in 
order to see in what forwardness the same was for the re- 
ceipt of the books, &ca." Just what the "&ca" consisted 
of the reader must determine for himself. When, however, 
it is recalled that as early as January 17, 1778, the Library 
owned "many specimens of natural history,*' it is reason- 
able to conclude that the collection was the outcome of sev- 
eral years' labor, especially as the public mind was fully 
occupied with the strenuous work of the Revolution and the 
years immediately preceding it. Scant time, indeed, must 
there have been in this city or state for the indulgence of 
scientific activity in the period between 1774 and 1777; it is, 
therefore, ,by no means an unwarranted conclusion that 
"the Committee" included in its ideas of "forwardness" 
necessary provision for the accommodation not only of the 
books but also of "The Museum." 

Having, we think, thus clearly proven the existence of 
the Museum belonging to the Charleston Library Society 
at least as early as 1777, let us now endeavor to trace the 
connection of this most ancient of all American museums 
with the Charleston Museum of to-day. 

The Early Years of The Nineteenth Century. 

In 1807, a Philosophical Society was established in 
Charleston of which Rev. Charles Dewar Simons was pres- 
ident. He was soon after elected Professor of Chemistry 
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in the South Carolina College at Columbia, and was 
drowned in Congaree River on his return from a visit in 
Charleston and the Society probably died with him. (She- 
cut's Essays, p. 48.) 

Early in 1813, Dr. J. L. E. W. Shecut suggested the 
formation "of a society to be called the Antiquarian So- 
ciety of Charleston. The objects of this Society were to 
be primarily, the collection, arrangement and preservation 
of Specimens in Natural History, and of things rare, an- 
tique, curious and useful.'' On the 20th of May, 1813, 
the Society was formally organized, and on the 30th of 
June "it's name was changed to The Literary and Philoso- 
phical Society of South Carolina; by which name it was 
incorporated in the year 1814." (Shecut's Essays, p. 49.) 

Under the presidency of Mr. Stephen Elliott the Society 
prospered greatly, and on Wednesday, March 15, 181 5, 
we learn from the Minute Book of the Charleston Library 
Society it was "Resolved that it be referred to the Book 
Committee, to report on the expediency of giving to the 
Philosophical and Literary Society the collection of natural 
Curiosities belonging to the Society, together with the 
cases containing them," and at the Quarterly Meeting of 
the Society held on Wednesday, 21st June, 181 5, "The 
Book Committee Reported in favor of giving to the Phil- 
osophical Society the Natural Curiosities belonging to this 
Society together with the cases containing them," which 
was "agreed to." 

"Numerous donations of specimens, in every department 
of the arts and sciences, were liberally bestowed, and the 
collection began to assume a respectable and verj^ flattering 
appearance." 

Dr. L'Herminier's Collection. 

"The opportune arrival of that distinguished naturalist 
and practical chemist, Dr. Felix L'Herminier, from Guada- 
loupe, with an extensive collection of specimens, the fruit 
of twenty years' application, expense and industry, which 
he offered to the society, was an, advantage not to be lost 
sight of. Negotiations were immediately entered into with

that gentleman, by a committee of the society. The citi- 
zens were also invited to co-operate with them in effecting 
the purchase of this collection, towards the establishment of 

a respectable and scientific Museum in Charleston The 

State Legislature and the City Council, alive to the impor- 
tance of this object, with a promptness and liberality, which 
will forever redound to their credit, contributed largely 
towards the purchase, and, with the sums subscribed by 
individuals, enabled the society to make a purchase of that 
valuable collection, which is now one of the chief, and 
perhaps, most interesting ornaments of the city." 

"The superior personal attention and talents of Dr. L'Her- 
minier were also enlisted in behalf of the society, by being 
appointed superintendent of the Museum." .... 

"Our distinguished fellow-citizen the Hon. Thomas 
Sumpter, minister, resident at Brazils, has lately enriched 
the Museum of the society, by presenting it with an exten- 
sive, splendid and very valuable collection of minerals, birds, 
and insects of Chili, and the Brazils. The society are also 
in a very special manner indebted to the Hon. Joel R. 
Poinsett, the Hon. Henry Middleton, Stephen Elliott, Esq., 
Messrs. Maclure, Caradeaux, and other respectable individ- 
uals, for their valuable donations of specimens in natural 
history." (Shecut's Essays, pp, 49-51.) 

"An Honor to The State" in 1826. 

The condition of the Museum in 1826 is described by 
Mills as follows : 

"The Literary and Philosophical Society is an institution 
that does great honour to the State. It was fouAded in 
1813, and comprises a large mineralogical cabinet, a number 
of subjects of natural history and botany. 

"The Museum is situate on Chalmers street, nearly front- 
ing the city square, and is well stored wnth curious objects 
in natural history, Indian antiquities, foreign and native 
works of art, &c." (Statistics of South Carolina. Charles- 
ton, 1826, p. 437.) 

I have found no later mention of the Society, except a 
single line in the "Index to the different societies in Charles- 
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ton," in the City Directory for 1837-8, where it is listed 
with the "Rev. John Bachman, President and J. De La 
Motta, M. D., Secretary/' 

The collection remained in the care of this Society for 
.nearly thirty years. 

Transferred to the Medical College. 

In a circular printed on the last page of the ''Catalogue 
of the Trustees, Faculty and Students of the Medical Col- 
lege of the State of South Carolina,** published in 1843, ^^ 
is stated that "opportunities for the acquirement of a know- 
ledge of Natural History are furnished, by the transfer to 
the College of the Museum of the Literary and Philosophi- 
cal Society, which has been newly arranged and enlarged." 

These words were repeated in subsequent circulars until 
May, 1846, and in that year acknowledgement is made of 
the receipt of several geological and other specimens from 
various donors. 

An Important Record. 

In the minutes of the annual meeting of the Trustees of 
the College of Charleston, held October i8th, 1847, we find 
that "A letter addressed to the trustees of the College, 
from T. Leger Hutchinson, Mayor; Lewis R. Gibbes, prof. 
nat. phil., Elias Horlbeck and Wm. Hume, was read from 
the Chair, requesting that a basement room in the College 
edifice, not now occupied, should be appropriated to the ac- 
commodation of a Collection of the Fossils of this State, 
now in possession of F. S. Holmes; whereupon it was re- 
solved that the application in the said letter be granted, 
provided the consent of the Faculty be obtained/' Two 
and a half years later, in March, 1850, the American Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of Science met in Charleston, 
and at the session of Saturday, March i6th, Prof. Agassiz 
"recommended the formation in Charleston of a Museum 
around the nucleus of the old Museum now in the Medical 
College of this City, for the illustration of Paelaeontology 
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and Natural History. He stated that there would be placed 
in the collection by Prof. Tuomey a full series of the fossils 
collected during the geological survey of the State. 

"Dr. Holbrook will contribute fishes, etc. ; Prof. Shepard, 
minerals; Mr. Holmes, specimens of rocks and fossils; 
Lieut. Kurtz, shells of the coast, Dr. Burden, tertiary fos- 
sils. 

"This was warmly seconded by Prof. Bache and Lieut. 
Maury, each of whom offered contributions." (Charleston 
Courier, Monday, March i8th, 1850.) 

Revival of Interest. 

Interest in the subject of the rehabilitation and enlarge- 
ment of "the old Museum" thus awakened, increased rap- 
idly, and under the influence of several of the leading spirits 
in the scientific and educational circles of the city, the mat- 
ter took definite shape, and at a meeting of the board of 
Trustees of the College, held on March 28, 1850, "the Presi- 
dent stated that he was authorized to offer to the College 
of Charleston — on behalf of Prof. Tuomey, Mr. Agassiz 
and other gentlemen devoted to the pursuit of Natural 
Science — their Collections of Geological and fossil speci- 
mens, found in various parts of the State — Whereon it 
was resolved, that the offer of Prof. Tuomey is favorably 
received by this Board, and that they will give it all due 
consideration. Resolved, that it be referred to the Stand- 
ing Comm. to enquire into the subject, and report to the 
Board of Trustees." 

At the meeting of the Standing Committee, held May 4, 
1850, it was: 

"Resolved that the Chairman be and is hereby authorized 
to communicate with Dr. Bachman, and through him — or 
directly — as may be expedient, with Prof. Tuomey and Mr. 
Francis S. Holmes on the terms on which they will lodge 
their Paleontological collections, or part of them in the 
College of Charleston. 

"Resolved that the Chairman at his earliest convenience 
prepare and lay before the Committee a report on the estab- 
lishment of a College Museum." 
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June 14 the Committee again met and "the Chairman 
made an elaborate report on the subject of ihe proposed 
Museum of Natural History — which had been referred to 
the Standing Committee — embracing the correspondence of 
the gentlemen who had tendered their collections of speci- 
mens and much other valuable information on the subject 
When it was resolved that the said report be made at an 
early day to the Board of Trustees." 

Accordingly at the meeting of the Board on July 15, 
1850, "The President submitted to the board the report of 
the Standing Committee on the subject of the geological & 
fossil specimens offered by Mn Tuomey, Mr. Agassiz, Dr. 
Bachman and Mr. Holmes — for the purpose of founding a 
Museum of Natural History in the College of Charleston 
— whereupon it was resolved, That the report of the 
Standing Committee on the subject of a Museum be, and is 
hereby, accepted and Confirmed, and that it be submitted 
to the Mayor & Council for their consideration.' " 

Memorial to City Council. 

The minutes of City Council were lost during the war, 
but fortunately in the Charleston Courier of Friday, July 
19, 1850, we find the following lengthy but interesting and 
important item: 

"The following is the communication from the Trustees 
of the Charleston College, omitted in the published Pro- 
ceedings of Council yesterday: 

**When the American association for the Advancement of §ciencc 
held their meeting in Charleston, in March last, several di its most 
distinguished members expressed the opinion that the City possessed 
peculiar advantages for the establishment in it of a Museum of 
Natural History. That such a Museum of great value and extent 
could soon be collected — and would not only highly subserve the 
promotion of knowledge and general spread of natural science in the 
South, but would be an honor to our City. The subject was brought 
before the Board of Trustees of the College of Charleston. They 
referred it to their Standing Committee, and the committee author- 
ized their Chairman to communicate with some of the scientific gen- 
tlemen among us, best able to advise on the subject, and to report 
the resuh. In pursuance of this authorization the Chairman resi>ect- 
fully reports: 
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"That he embraced the opportunity afforded by the recent visit to 
the South of Prof. Agassiz, to consult him specially on this subject. 
The professor had the goodness to make a written communication 
on it, which presents such interesting views of it, that justice could 
scarcely be so well done to them in any other way, as by submiilin>? 
them in his own words to the Committee. After expressing his 
great gratification at the idea of the establishment of a Museum of 
Natural History in Charleston, the Professor observes: 

"*I am so deeply interested in every movement likely to conttibute 
to the promotion of physical science that I beg to be allowed to pro- 
sent some remarks to you, which may satisfy you that such an estab- 
lishment would be both useful to science and honorable t.> your 
community, and I may say, also, easily increased without considerable 
expense. The only thing of first importance is a good room oV set 
of rooms, with a permanent curator. Specimens of Natural History 
require constant attention, otherwise they decay or are destroyed 
by insects. An intelligent keeper of the Museum himself deeply 
interested in its mcrease, is therefore, the soul of such an institution. 
Young physicians, feeling an interest in the growth of the collection, 
should also be patronized, so far as to allow them a convenient plice 
where they could work for the museum while they were waiting for 
patients. With such a combination the museum could advance simul- 
taneously in all departments. The whole expenses of the museum 
might therefore be reduced to the rent of rooms and the salary of 
the curator, with a moderate appropriation for freight to pay the 
expense of exchanges and the collection of specimens for eccbanges. 
For its increase a museum, which is not richly endowed must chiefly 
depend upon the activity of it's curator in procuring new specimens 
by way of exchanges. Now, I venture to say, that few places in tlie 
worid, if any, are more favorably situated than Charleston, to o:Ter 
valuable exchanges, owing to several circumstances which must be 
familiar to you. It was in Charleston the first specimens of Natural 
History were collected which have been scientifically described. Dr. 
Garden, who was a regular correspondent of Linnaeus, provided him 
with many specimens, which have been described in the Systema 
Naturae. Those objects are highly interesting to naturalists and the 
solution of several points of scientific critique will depend upon ihc 
re-examination of the specimens, as some of them have at a late 
period been obtained from other States further north, and considered 
as the things mentioned by Garden, although upon minute examina 
tion they may be found to differ. This is a question wliic:h might 
have been solved already with the assistance of a museum in Charles- 
ton. The work of Stephen Elliott upon the plants of South Carolina, 
that of Dr. Holbrook upon the reptiles of the U. S. in his Southern 
Icthyology, the publication of Dr. Bachnian upon quadrupeds and 
birds, the lists of shells of Dr. Ravenel, those of crustace.i and lower 
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animals by Dr. L. R. Gibbes, the lists of fossils in Mr. Tuoniey's 
Geo. Report, those mentioned by Mr. F. S. Holmes, and many iso- 
lated papers published by naturalists of South Carolina, in scientific 
periodical works, among which the papers of R. W. Gibbes are promi- 
nent, have given to the objects their [sic] mentioned an increased 
value, which will forever make zoological * collections and fossih 
gathered in South Carolina more valuable for museums in Europe 
than those of any other part of the Union; and I am sure for such 
specimens the directors of museums abroad would be happy to send 
equally valuable returns. There is another point which will make 
the museum of Charleston very important. I mean the recent dis- 
covery of so many fossil remains of the higher class of animals, 
which by themselves might form in a few years a collection unri- 
valled anywhere; not to speak of the interest of bringing out fully 
the natural character of the Fauna of the Southern States. It is to 
be hoped that with such prospects, the formation of a museum of 
Natural History in Charleston, will be hailed with satisfaction, and 
that all who can contribute specimens, or otherwise advance the in- 
terest of science, will come forward on this occasion to hasten so 
desirable a result.* 

"These views of Prof. Agassiz are of the highest authority and 
importance and present powerful motions for the adoption of the 
plan which he so strongly recommends. 

"In a personal interview with the Rev. Dr. Bachman and a full 
interchange of opinion with him on this matter, he had the kindness 
to undertake to communicate with Professor Tuomey and Mr. 
Franc's Holmes, and on the 14th of March last the Chairman ad- 
dressed a letter to Dr. Bachman, submitting the leading points on 
which the Committee desired to ascertain the sentiments of Professoi 
Tuomey and Mr. Holmes* about the 5th ultimo. Dr. Bachman wrote 
a note to the Chairman covering valuable communications from Mr. 
Holmes to him, of the 18th of May, and 3d ultimo, and informing 
the Chairman that he had written to Professor Tuomey and had not 
heard from him. Professor Tuomey was supposed to be absem 
from Tuscaloosa, but he had before authorized Dr. Bachman to say 
that he would be glad to have his collection permanently established 
in our College. The Doctor says the same of his own collection. 
Both are understood to be highly valuable. The communications of 
Mr. Holmes are herewith submitted — they are too valuable to be 
abbreviated — they contain much information and evidence of devotioit 
to a favorite science worthy of all praise. He too, unites with Dr. 
Bachman and Professor Tuomey, in tendering his important collec- 
tion as a gift to the College. It is distinctly understood that if a 
museum be established in the College of Charleston, these collections 
are to be given as free gifts in perpetuity to the College. To use

the emphatic language of Mr. Holmes The materials for which 
others would have to spend many thousand dollars, are tendered 
gratis— and the splendid field, so very rich and unexplored, will yield 
specimens of great value at a cost of little labor and money.' In 
addition to the collections of Dr. Bachman, Professor Tuomey and 
Mr. Francis S. Holmes, Dr. Bachman believes that the collection of 
the Philosophical Society now in the keeping of the Medical College 
will be given at once to the College of Charleston. His (this) 
opinion of Dr. Bachman has been confirmed by every member ol 
the Philosophical Society who has been consulted on this subject, 
and the Dean of the Trustees of the Medical College has given 
assurance, that if the College establishes a museum, he will, with 
pleasure, superintend the removal of the collection of the Philo- 
sophical Society, and all the cases containing it to the College build- 
ings, and give directions to prevent confusion among the specimens 
or injury to them. With these assurances, and the prospect of 
speedily making ample additions to these collections from the abund- 
ant, rare, and very valuable specimens known to exist in our State, 
a museum might be established, which to use the language of Prof. 
Agassiz, would be an honor to our community, and we may add an 
honor to our State. We cannot permit ourselves to doubt thai 
were it fairly established, it could not fail to receive the patronage 
of the State. The collections then that would form an extensive 
and valuable museum, would, in themselves, cost us nothing. All 
that the College would be required to provide, would be rooms to 
receive and display them, a competent keeper to preserve and add to 
them — and a small amount to meet contingent, and 
expenses! It is believed that the additions now making 
Buildings, while they will be an ornament to the city, 
original building, afford ample accommodations for all t 
for the College Societies and the Library; and, ui 
accommodation — one of the new rooms aught [sic] i 
work rooms that ought to be connected with it. Th 
progress will give us eight large rooms, besides four 
ground floor. Three Professors and one College S 
accommodation — one of the new rooms aught (sic) 1 
Library — ^and the Library that is now on the same floor, with some 
of the new rooms that may be assigned for work rooms for the 
museum, would furnish accommodations for the largest museum 
that we can for a long time well hope to collect. The expense of 
these rooms may be said to be already incurred. The contract for 
them is made — an intelligent keeper, it is strongly and truly said is 
the soul of a museum. He is the living principle that adds to it and 
preserves it from decay. He must be devoted to science and possess 
the intelligence and ability to make his devotion available; such a 
person as would be fit for the office would not probably be obtained

at a smaller salary than twelve hundred dollars—and the incidental 
expenses of the museum cannot be put at less than three hundred 
dollars annually. 

"The yearly regular expenses therefore may be estimated at about 
fifteen hundred dollars and it is believed that at present that amount 
cannot be raised by private subscription, and under existing circum- 
stances, could only be permanently provided by an annual appropria- 
tion by the city. It is confidently believed that such an appropria- 
tion would be amply compensated by the advantages which a well- 
regulated and well-sustained museum would bring to the city. It 
would aid greatly in exciting and rewarding a spirit of research 
and accurate enquiry among all our students of Natural History. It 
would furnish us with new and accurate information of the changes 
which have taken place in the different accessible strata of our State, 
and of the inhabitants in all the departments of nature, by which 
these strata have been successfully occupied. It would assist the 
agriculturist in studying the nature of his soil, and suggest the 
means of stimulating its fertility. 

"It would bring us into direct relations with the distinguished 
naturalists of this country, and of Europe, and be a point of attract 
tion to them under favorable auspices, and maintained with that zeal 
and ability, which it would surely deserve. It would be an ornament 
and an honor to the city and to the State. 

"There are many important views connected with this subject, 
suggested by Mr. Holmes, in his valuable communications which, if 
the main subject, the Museum, can be obtained, may well be asso- 
ciated with it, and would certainly greatly extend its influence and 
usefulness. They would add nothing to its expense, and might, h is 
believed, be so arranged as at some time hereafter, in a great meas- 
ure to supply the means of its support. 

"On the whole the plan of establishing a Museutn of Natural 
History in our city, in connection with the College, is very earnestly 
commended to the Board of Trustees, and through them, if they 
encourage the undertaking, to the favor and support oJt the gfuardians 
ot the prosperity and honor of the City of Charleston. 

"Respectfully reported, 

"M. KING. 

"This report has been laid before the Board of Trustees of the 
College of Charleston, and approved by them, and is by their instruc- 
tion very respectfully submitted to the Mayor and Council for their 
consideration. 

"M. KING, President. 

"To the Honorable the Mayor and City Council of Charleston. 
Charleston, July 15, 1850." 
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"Whereupon Alderman [S. Y.] Tupper offered the following reso- 
lution : 

"Whereas, by a Report from the Trustees of the College of 
Charleston, Submitted to this Body, it appears that sundry Scientific 
individuals have gratuitously tendered, as a free gift for the use and 
advantage of the public, their collections in the various depart- 
ments of natural science, to form the nucleus of a museum in the 
Charleston College, connected with Geology, Natural History, Min- 
eralogy, Paleontology, etc.; and as the prosperity of this institution 
IS associated with the highest interests of our City and State, and is 
directly under the control and care of this corporation: Be it there- 
fore 

^'Resolved, That so soon as the specimens which have been offered 
according to the report of the Trustees of the College of Charleston, 
shall have been received, and the apartments now in course of con- 
struction in the College (destined for their accommodation) are pre- 
pared for their reception, the Trustees of that institution are duly 
authorized to elect a suitable person as Curator of the Museum. 

"Alderman Tupper asked further leave to introduce at the next 
meeting a bill to provide for the appointment of a Curator for the 
Museum of the Charleston College and for other purposes. Leave 
granted." 

This was accordingly done, and on Thursday, August 29, 
1850, "An Ordinance to provide for the appointment of a 
Curator for the Museum of the College of Charleston" was 
duly ratified, and it was published in The Courier on 
August 21 and for several weeks thereafter, and on Monday, 
November 25, at the meeting of the Trustees of the College, 
Mr. F. S. Holmes was elected Curator of the Museum. 
On December 28 he was "appointed Professor of Geology 
and Paleontology in the College of Charleston," and on 
May 6, 1853, he was also "appointed and elected Professor 
of Natural History." 

Removal of the Museum to the College. 

A few weeks before the election of the Curator, on Tues- 
day, July 30, 1850, at a meeting of the Standing Commit- 
tee, "The Chairman stated that Dr. Frost, Dean of the 
Faculty of the Medical College had informed him, that the 
building now containing the Museum of the Philosophical 
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Society, would be shortly taken down for the Roper Hospi- 
tal about to be erected — and that it would be necessary to 
remove the same to the College of Charleston — whereupon 
it was resolved that the specimens contained in said Museum 
be accordingly removed to the library of the College of 
Charleston, Dr. Frost having kindly offered to attend to the 
removal of the specimens and cases in which they are con- 
tained/' 

In the selection of a Curator for the Museum the Board 
made a most admirable choice, for Mr. Holmes, besides be- 
ing an ardent lover of nature and an enthusiastic student 
of Natural History and Geology, was a man of tireless 
energy, and possessing a certain indescribable charm of man- 
ner, he soon enlisted the interest of a large number of 
friends in the new enterprise, whose numerous contribu- 
tions, added to the treasures of "the Old Museum,'' en- 
abled him "in the short space of fourteen months'' to trans- 
form a cabinet of curiosities, "things rare, curious, or beau- 
tiful," into a scientific Museum of the highest rank, an 
achievement which was fully recognized by the most acute 
judgment of the leading scientist of his age, as we learn 
from the following article from The Courier of January 
26, 1852: 

EXCELLENT WORK OF THE NEW CURATOR. 

^Museum of the College of Charleston. — On Saturday last, at 12 
M., the opening of this excellent and valuable Museum of Natural 
riistory and Geology was celebrated at the College Building, by an 
interesting ceremonial. By the invitation of the Board of Trustees, 
the Mayor and Aldermen of the city, the Faculty and Alumni of the 
College, and a large number of literary and distinguished guests were 
present. Professor F. S. Holmes, the able, scientific and devoted 
Curator of the Museum, showing how in the short space of fourteen 
months (the period since he commenced operation) it had reached its 
present high and palmy state, and that, wholly from the voluntary 
contribution of specimens — the contributors having been about sixty- 
seven in number, and chiefly from the districts of Charleston, Beau- 
fort and Georgetown, and there being a certain prospect of early and 
valuable additions to the collection. The Hon. Mitchell King, Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trustees, and the liberal patron of the College, 
then addressed the Mayor and Aldermen on the advantages of the 
Museum, giving a highly interesting sketch of its origin and progress. 
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justly eulogizing the indefatigable labors and enthusiastic zeal of the 
Curator, and suitably acknowledging the past favors and invoking 
the continuance of the liberal aid extended by the City authorities 
to the infant enterprise. In the course of his remarks, he alluded 
in just terms to the presentation to the Museum of the valuable col- 
lection of the old Literary and Philosophical Society and to the large 
and valuable contributions of Professors Buchanan [Bachman], 
Agassiz, Gibbs, [Gibbes,] and Shepperd, [Shepard,] and Henry W. 
Ravenel, Esqr., in the Botanical, and of Professor Holmes himself, 
in the Geological department, and of many other liberal friends of 
science. The Hon. John Schnierle made an eloquent response to 
the address of the President, congratulating the Trustees and the 
community on the increasing prosperity and usefulness of the Col- 
lege, and ♦ * * recognizing in the Museum an institution emi- 
nently worthy of the fostering care which had been extended to it 
by the present Council and their predecessors in office. Professor 
Agassiz closed with a few remarks, in which he expressed un- 
bounded admiration of the skilful and successful labors and arrange- 
ments of the Curator, stated the peculiar advantages enjoyed by 
Charleston for the establishment of a Museum, especially from the 
invaluable fossil remains in her immediate vicinity, and announced 
the gratifying fact from his own personal observation, that our in- 
fant Museum, although but fourteen months old, has nothing to com- 
pare with it in the whole Union, save the superior institution in 
Philadelphia, which has existed for 30 years. 

"The Museum occupies the entire extent of the upper story of the 
main college edifice and the specimens are most tastefully and skil- 
fully arranged and classified. Its value is said by scientific men to be 
beyond computation in money, and its creation and possession are 
an honor to our City." 

Public Opening January 31, 1852. 

The formal **public opening'' of the Museum was set for 
the following Saturday, January 31, 1852, not "in Novem- 
ber, 185 1," as Prof. Ashley states in his "very hastily pre- 
pared'* General Guide to the Museum (p. 4), but though 
advertised in The Courier of that date and the day previous, 
there is no account of the proceedings to be found in the files 
of that paper. In the Charleston Evening News of Feb- 
ruary 2, 1852, there is, however, a column article; describ- 
ing in some detail the ceremonies of the occasion, but adding 
nothing to the historical facts noted above. 
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The Elliott Society. 

In the fall of 1853 ^^e Elliott Society of Natural History 
was organized with Prof. Holmes as its Secretary and one 
of its most active members. The Society met at the Col- 
lege and its Books were deposited in the College Library 
and all contributions to its Collection in the Museum. 
Through this agency many valuable specimens were added 
to the rapidly increasing number, and to-day, with the ex- 
ception of the old manuscript in the Charleston Library, 
perhaps the most important accession lists of any portion 
of the collection are to be found in the published "Proceed- 
ings" of the Society, or appended to its printed Constitution 
and By-Laws. 

The Hamilton Couper Collection. 

On October 28, 1861, Prof. Holmes reported to the Board 
of Trustees the receipt of a magnificent donation from Mr. 
James Hamilton Couper, of St. Simon's Island, Georgia, 
consisting of Fossils, Minerals and Recent Shells, "The 
Cases contain several thousand specimens," and also a very 
beautiful and valuable collection of shells from Miss A. M. 
Annelly, of this City. Of tbese splendid gifts the Trustees 
enthusiastically say "These additions to our treasures, we 
believe, make our conchological collection the amplest and 
richest in the Western World.'* 

Prof. Holmes continued his work with unabated zeal un- 
til his appointment as Chief of the Nitre Bureau of the 
Confederate States, the duties of which position compelled 
his removal from the City. 

The Removal to Edgefield. 

On September 8, 1863, a meeting of the Board of Trus- 
tees was held, at which it was determined that the Collie 
Library should be removed to Camden and the Museum to 
Abbeville, S. C, and Mr. Holmes was requested to come 
to Charleston to confer with the Standing Committee and 
to superintend the removal of "such parts of it as it may 
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be practical or expedient to remove." Mr. Holmes respond- 
ed promptly and after consultation with him it was deemed 
best that : 

"The village of Edgefield or some safe building near it should be 
the place of deposit. * * * The cases were to be sent by rail to 
Aiken atid wagoned thence about 20 miles. The larger articles were 
lo be left in the Museum in Charleston, and a few were to be buried. 
The arrangement was carried out by Professor Holmes in Sept. and 
Oct., 1863. 

"A fire occurred in Edgefield in the fall of 1865, in a building in 
which a part of our Boxes were stored, and the contents of two 
boxes were destroyed. In this fire Professor Holmes lost a valuable 
library of scientific works. 

"As soon as circumstances permitted Prof. Holmes was authorized 
tc remove back to Charleston the articles sent away. These con- 
tained in 198 boxes have been received, opened and replaced in their 
cases. The more careful distribution and labelling of the specimens 
has been commenced, but will require considerable time. The boxes 
were wagoned from Edgefield to Orangeburg, and then brought by 
the Railroad to Charleston, by the latter without charge. 

"A considerable part of the Museum thus cared for consists of the 
valuable donation of J. H. Couper, Esq., who in the dispensations of 
Providence, has within a few weeks, closed at an advanced age, a 
life of liberal culture, refined taste, and high character. He died on 
the 3rd of July last, and was interred on St. Simon's Island, Georgia. 
A private letter remarks that 'all his old servants who could get 
conveyance' attended his funeral. 

"It is gratifying to know, that our College selected by himself as 
the depository of his collections, has preserved, during the dangers 
of the war, this worthy memorial of his science and industry." 

(See an exceedingly interesting and elaborate Report 
made by Mr. Daniel Ravenel, President, to the Board of 
Trustees of the College, at a meeting held August 27, 1866.) 

Resignation of Prof. Holmes. 

On January 21, 1869, Prof. Holmes, after a service of 
nearly nineteen years, resigned the Curatorship, and March 
19 following Prof. John McCrady was elected his succes- 
sor. Prof. McCrady called to his assistance Dr. William 
Hume, under whose skilful hands much valuable work was 
done, especially in the Mineralogical Department of the col- 
lection. 
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Dr. G. E. Manigault Elected Curator. 

Prof. McCrady resigned June 24, 1873, and was succeed- 
ed by Dr. Gabriel E. Manigault, who was elected on August 
6, and who, notwithstanding a tendency to rather subor- 
dinate the purely scientific to the more particularly aesthetic 
features of the Museum, did some most admirable work, 
adding many exceedingly valuable and interesting speci- 
mens to the store of its treasures, notably among the larg- 
er North American Mammals. Dr. Manigault was an Os- 
teologist of exceptional ability, and his beautiful prepara- 
tions of skeletons, illustrating almost every family of the 
vertebrates, can hardly be equalled anywhere. Many of 
these, however, were mounted and deposited in the Museum 
during Prof^ Holmes* administration. He was, too, fond 
of cabinet work and possessed of considerable mechanical 
skill, of which, as well as of his taste and care, many of 
the cases and much of the shelving and other appointments 
of the Museum bear witness. This skill was productive 
of most excellent results in the repair and rehabilitation of 
the College Buildings after the disastrous earthquake of 
August 31, 1886, and the Minutes of the Meetings of the 
Trustees bear ample evidence of his constant watchfulness 
of the interests, not only of the Museum, but of the whole 
institution during the several years through which, for 
lack of funds, the work of rebuilding was prolonged, for 
not until 1895 was, he able to report its completion under 
his very competent supervision. In token of its appreciation 
of his invaluable services in this direction, "the con- 
dition of our finances forbidding us to indulge the natural 
desire to meet his deserts" otherwise, he was elected by 
the Trustees on June 28, 1889, Professor of Natural His- 
tory and Geology, which chair he continued to fill, in con- 
junction with his duties 'as Curator of the Museum, until 
his death in 1899. During the latter part of his adminis- 
tration Dr. Manigault established a Department of Archae- 
ology in the Museum, for which he purchased a number of 
interesting plaster copies of notable examples illustrative 
of ancient Assyrian and Egyptian art and history, and a 
very beautiful series of reproductions of ancient Greek 
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vases from the celebrated terra cotta works at Copenhagen. 
Most unfortunately, however, owing possibly to a lack of 
room for their accommodation, and probably also to a 
failure to adequately appreciate their scientific value, the 
smaller, and, from the "popular'' viewpoint, less attractive 
specimens, especially in the Department of the Inverte- 
brata and of Mineralogy, were suffered to fall into a state 
of great neglect and consequent confusion. "It would 
appear from the labels that much valuable material, especial- 
ly in the line of insects, had been lost through the ravages 
of Museum pests" (Prof. Ashley's Guide, p. 40.) A vol- 
ume of the priceless Elliott Herbarium was discovered only 
a few months ago in a lot of rubbish in the cellar of the 
Library building. The greater portion of the magnificent 
conchological collection, which, as quoted above* the Trus- 
tees forty years ago felt justified in declaring was the "am- 
plest and richest in the Western World," was thrown aside 
in the utmost disorder. The almost entire absence of any 
Museum records, too, is under any circumstances, except, 
of course their accidental destruction, utterly inexcusable. 

A Remarkable Proposition. 

The grave question of the provision of larger space for 
the accommodation of the Museum had for many years oc- 
cupied the attention of both the Trustees and the Faculty 
of the College, and in November, 1881, the Trustees con- 
curred in a memorial to the Legislature, looking to the pur- 
chase of the building on Wentworth street, near King, then 
known as the MiHtary Hall, now the Armory of the Ger- 
man Artillery. This memorial was "presented and re- 
ferred" at the opening session of each House on Novem- 
ber 22, 1 88 1 (The News and Courier, November 23), but 
I find no further mention of it, though its presentation 
probably resulted in the passage "without debate" on the 
last day of the session of 
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"AN ACT TO Create a Museum of Natural History in the City 
OF Charleston. 

"Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represent- 
atives of the State of South Carolina, now met and sitting in General 
Assembly, and by the authority of the same, That a Museum of Natu- 
ral History in the City of Charleston be, and the same is hereby 
created, to be under the control and management of a Board of 
Commissioners, as hereinafter provided. 

"Sec. 2. That the said Board of Commissioners shall consist of the 
Mayor of the City of Charleston, the chairman of the Board of 
Trustees of the College of Charleston, the Dean of the Faculty of 
the Medical College of South Carolina, and four other persons to be 
appointed by the Mayor of Charleston for the term of four years 
and until their successors are appointed. 

"Sec. 3. That five members of the said Board shall constitute n 
quorum, and the Mayor of Charleston shall be the Chairman thereof. 
They shall hold their meetings at such times as the Board shall, by 
resolution, or as the chairman or vice-chairman, shall appoint. And 
they may adopt, alter, or amend such regulations as they may think 
proper for the establishment and development of the said museum. 

"Sec. 4. That in order to procure a suitable location for the exhi- 
bition of the contents of the said museum, the said Board may pur- 
chase and hold in fee simple to them and their successors, any real 
estate not exceeding in cost twenty thousand dollars ($20,000), and 
fit the same up with proper apartments for containing and exhibiting 
the specimens of said museum. 

"Sec 5. That the said Board are hereby authorized to receive and 
procure, by donation or -otherwise, specimens of natural history con- 
nected with this State and elsewhere, and classify and arrange ihem 
in proper divisions, and to take all such steps as may be necessary 
or proper for preserving or adding to the same. 

"Sec. 6. That the said Board are authorized to make any arrange- 
ments necessary for the procuring, as an addition to their collections, 
the museum now attached or belonging to the College of Charleston; 
not, however, purchasing the same. 

"Sec. 7. That the location of the said museum shall be in the city 
of Charleston, in some suitable place to be procured by the said 
Board; and it shall be open each day, at such hours and under such 
restrictions as may be prescribed by said Board for the inspection, 
examination, and instruction, without charge, of all visitors thereto. 

"In the Senate Housej, the third day of February, one thousand 
eight hundred and eighty-two.

Nothing appears to have been done towards perfecting 
the organization contemplated, and when it is noted that 
the College was to have but one representative on the Board, 
and that it would be impossible to hold a meeting at which 
the Mayor and his appointees would not form a majority, 
it is not to be wondered at that the Trustees were not over 
hasty in promoting a scheme which (so far at least as the 
governing Board was concerned) had certainly drifted far 
from the mark aimed at in the memorial which they had 
signed, or aiding those "interested in procuring [without 
cost] as an addition to their collections, the Museum now 
attached or belonging to the College of Charleston"! es- 
pecially when in the language of President Randolph *'the 
scientific collections constitute the finest possession of the 
College/' (Report, June 13, 1904.) 

Dr. George Hall Ashley. 

On September i, 1900, Dr. George Hall Ashley was elec- 
ted to succeed Dr. Manigault as Professor of Natural 
Sciences and Curator of the Museum. While no extensive 
additions were made to the collection during his adminis- 
tration, to such an extent did he arouse a wider and more 
intelligent interest in the Museum, through a series of illus- 
trated lectures and the publication of a "Guide to the Mu- 
seum," as to have merited the following commendation of 
his work in the Annual Report of the President of the Col- 
lege, submitted to the Board of Trustees, June 25, 1902: 
"It would thus seem that these collections, which represent 
half a century and more of thought and labor on the part 
of the distinguished scientists who have contributed to the 
upbuilding of the Museum, are to-day to a greater extent 
available to the public for study and investigation, and that 
the Museum, therefore, is likely more than ever to enter 
actively and usefully into the educational work of the City." 

Prof. Paul M. Rea Elected Curator. 

Prof. Ashley having accepted a position as geologist with 
the United States Geological Survey, resigned May 28, 
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1903, and Professor Paul M. Rea was elected his successor 
on June 15 following. 

Prof. Rea soon recognized the absolute necessity for pro- 
curing, not only additional room for the accommodation of 
the Museum, but the assistance of students in special lines 
for the care of the several Departments of the great collec- 
tion which long ago had outgrown the reasonable capacity 
of any one individual, especially if he was to be burdened 
besides with the exacting duties of the class room or labora- 
tory. This latter point he earnestly brought to the atten- 
tion of the Trustees, and, as strongly recommended by him, 
"as a means of associating scientific men of Charleston 
with the Museum and of securing expert advice on techni- 
cal questions," at their **Meeting held March 31, 1906, the 
following gentlemen were elected Honorary Curators in 
the Museum : 

Honorary Curators. 

Prof. Daniel S. Martin, of Brooklyn, N. Y., Honorary 
Curator of Minerals Rocks and Invertebrate Fossils. 

Mr. Wm. G. Mazyck, of Charleston, S. C, Honorary 
Curator of Recent Shells. 

Mr. Arthur T. Wayne, of Mt. Pleasant, S. C, Honorary 
Curator of Birds." 

To this list there were subsequently added the names of 
Prof. N. W. Stephenson, Honorary Curator of Art, and 
Messrs. F. W. Wamsley and Herbert R. Sass, Assistants 
to the Director. Prof. Rea says: 

"This increase in the museum staflF is one of the gratifying results 
of the renewed activity of the Museum. Under former conditions 
work at the Museum was altogether curatorical in its- nature, and the 
one or two departments in which the curator was most interested and 
learned prospered at the expense of the others. Since the inaugura- 
tion of the new policy ♦ * ♦ it has become increasingly evident 
that the time and energy of the curator could not possibly be extended 
to cover the necessary accessioning and revision of each department, 
and provide for its care and growth and also attend to the increas- 
ing opportunities for forwarding the educational side of modern 
museum management. ♦ * ♦ These and other manifold duties, 
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both administrative and curatorial, have made necessary the help 
and advice of associates. The title of the curator was accordingly 
changed to Director, and the advice and help of experts enlisted by 
the appointment of honorary curators, specialists in the departments 
which they serve. 

"Another reason for gratification in securing the interest and aid 
of these scientists, lies in the hope, thus strengthened, that the Col- 
lege of Charleston Museum may once more become the rallying 
point for scientific men of the generation, and thus renew the bright- 
ness of its name, which Shecut, Elliott, Holbrook, Audubon, Bach- 
man and Agassiz [Ravenel, Dickson, Holmes, Gibbes and McCrady] 
made famous." 



The Thomson Auditorium. 

The crowning evidence, however, of Prof. Rea's ener- 
getic work in behalf of his important charge is the success- 
ful restilt of his persistent effort to secure the spacious 
Thomson Auditorium as its permanent home. 

The initial suggestion of this use of this building came 
from Mr. George S. Holmes to President Randolph of the 
College faculty, but it is due to Prof. Rea's activity and 
insistence that it was finally secured at a nominal rental 
by lease from the City. 

"The result is tremendous in its import for the Museum and for 
the city. Thousands of specimens, valuable for exhibition or for 
study, are packed away and entirely inaccessible for either purpose 
because of absolute lack of space to properly arrange them. * ♦ * 
The collections have been found to be such, both in quantity and 
quality, as to hold an important position among the museums of 
the country. Withqut doubt the largest and most valuable museum 
in the South, it is surpassed only by the great museums of some 
Northern Cities." j 

The building is splendidly located in Cannon Park, at 
the southeast corner of Rutledge Avenue and Calhoun 
Street, in an attractive portion of the City, readily accessi- 
ble from all points by two trolley lines passing it. It con- 
tains about 35,000 square feet of floor space available for 
exhibition, and as much more for offices, library, reading 
room, storage and preparation rooms, laboratories and lec- 
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ture rooms. It was erected in 1899 with funds bequeathed 
to the City by the late John Thomson, Esq., an adopted 
citizen and merchant of Charleston, whose memory 
will be perpetuated by a tablet to be placed in the 
hall of the new Museum. Under the contract with the City 
it is provided that this institution, for nearly a century and 
a half identified with the learned societies and scientific 
activity of the City, will continue to be administered by the 
Trustees of the College of Charleston and will hereafter 
be known as 

The Charleston Museum. 
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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF THE MUSEUM 

TO THE TRUSTEES OF THE COLLEGE OF CHARLESTON: 

The Director of the Charleston Museum has the honor to submit 
the following report for the year 1907. 

The distinction of being the oldest museum in America 
which has come to the Charleston Museum through the his- 
torical investigations of Mr. Wm. G. Mazyck; important im- 
provements in organization, especially the compiling of 
records, and extension of educational work made possible by 
an increased staff ; the assurance of a new building and the 
steadily growing interest and support of the public have been 
the achievements of the past year. 

Of the needs of the Museum the Director desires to em- 
phasize two. The first is the imperative necessity of im- 
mediate provision for the employment of a trained librarian 
for the proper care of the library. The second is the need 
of a permanent endowment adequate to give reasonable 
assurance of the ability of the Museum to care permanently 
for material entrusted to it. 

History of the Museum 

The investigations of Mr. Wm. G. Mazyck constitute the 
important contribution of the year to the history of the 
Museum. These, with articles published in 1906, establish 
the fact that the Museum was in existence under the aus- 
pices of the Charleston Library Society as early as 1777. 
It is, therefore, beyond question the oldest museum in Am- 
erica. The earliest record of specimens is in the form of 
an accession list covering the years 1798- 1808, and many 
of the specimens there described are still in the possession 
of the Museum. 

In 181 5, the Library Society voted to give its collections 
and cases to the newly organized Literary and Philosophi- 
cal Society of South Carolina. The enthusiasm with which 
this society undertook the development of the Museum is 
well shown by the following quotation from Shecut's Es- 
says^* 

♦Shecut, Medical and Philosophical Essays. Charleston, 1819. Pp. 49-50. 
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"The opportune arrival of that distinguished naturalist and practical 
chemist, Dr. Felix L'Herminier, from Guadaloupe, with an extensive 
collection of specimens, the fruit of twenty years application, expense 
and industry, which he offered to the society, was an advantage, not to 
be lost sight of. Negotiations were immediately entered into with that 
gentleman, by a committee of the society. The citizens were also 
invited to co-operate with them in effecting the purchase of this col- 
lection, towards the establishment of a respectable and scientific 
Museum in Charleston. 

"Those persons who subscribed fifty dollars, on payment of that 
sum, became members for life. The State Legislature and the City 
Council, alive to the importance of this object, with a promptness and 
liberality, which will forever redound to their credit, contributed 
largely towards their purchase, and, with the sums subscribed by indi- 
viduals, enabled the society to make a purchase of that valuable collec- 
tion, which is now one of the chief, and perhaps, most interesting 
ornaments of the city. 

"The superior personal attention and talents of Dr. L'Herminier, 
were also enlisted in behalf of the society, by being appointed superin- 
tendent of the Museum." 

In 1843, the Museum had been transferred to the Medical 
College of South Carolina, by which it was rearranged 
and enlarged. 

In 1850, interest in the Museum was stimulated by the 
meeting in Charleston of the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science and by the work in the city of the 
elder Agassiz and the Museum was transferred to rooms set 
apart for its use by the College of Charleston, under whose 
auspices it has grown steadily to the present time. 



The New Building 

The present quarters of the Museum are difficult of ac- 
cess, badly lighted, over crowded, and entirely without work 
rooms and storage rooms. The last annual report of the 
Director reviewed the movement for a better building which 
was the most prominent feature of our work in 1906. On 
the 8th of January, 1907, City Council gave its final ap- 
proval to a lease of the Thomson Auditorium to the 
Tnistees of the Museum and provided a special appro- 
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priation of $7,500 for remodelling and repairing the build- 
ing. 

In preparing plans for the new Museum the Director 
visited most of the large museums in the East and received 
valuable suggestions from many sources, especially from Dr. 
F. W. True, of the National Museum, and from Messrs. 
Hornblow^er and Marshall, architects of the new National 
Museum, who went over all the plans in detail and gave 
many valuable suggestions, without expense to the Museum. 

The entire preparation of detailed plans and drawings 
was in the hands of Mr. F. W. Wamsley, of the staff, who 
made the drawings. Mr. Wamsley also had charge of the 
dismantling of much of the interior of the building before 
the contracts were let. Through his energy and careful 
supervision, this work was completed at the small cost of 
$165, and all the material cleaned, sorted apd stacked so 
that it has been possible to use nearly all of it in rebuilding — 
a second important saving. 

During the summer, many unfortunate delays prevented 
progress, but during the fall the work has been going for- 
ward steadily. The main changes are nearly completed and 
the building can be finished in a short time when a further 
appropriation is available. 



Members 



As a means of supplementing the city appropriation for 
maintenance and of providing for the growth and develop- 
ment of the Museum a system of membership was organized 
in December, 1906. 

The particulars of membership are printed on the second 
page of the cover and a list of the members for the year 
1907 on the third page of the cover. The money received 
from membership fees constitutes the General Fund and is 
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used to supplement the city appropriation for maintenance 
and to provide for all permanent improvements, increase of 
collections, and for the scientific and educational work of 
the Museum. The value of the Museum and the scope 
of its work are proportionate to the size of the General 
Fund and a large increase in the membership is essential to 
the success of the work. The fixed expenses of the coming 
year will exceed the present General Fund combined with 
the city maintenance appropriation. 

Finances 

Four years ago, at the beginning of the present admin- 
istration, the Museum was rapidly deteriorating on a total 
annual income of $250. In the three following years, City 
Council has increased the appropriation successively to 
$1,000, $1,500, and $2,500. During the past year, a supple- 
mentary fund has been created throilgh the system of mem- 
bership already mentioned. 

The financial operations of the Museum are now included 
in three accounts. 

City Maintenance Account. — ^This account at present re- 
ceives an annual appropriation of $2,500 from City Council. 
Against this account are charged all ordinary expenses of 
maintenance, including salaries of Director and two assist- 
ants and wages of janitor. This has been possible only 
through the devotion of the staff in serving at nominal sala- 
ries awaiting the time when the Museum can be established 
on a better footing. Nevertheless, these fixed expenses will 
in the coming year exceed the appropriation by not less than 

$750. 

General Account, — ^This account receives the contribu- 
tions of all classes of members, those of annual and sustain- 
ing members being used to meet deficiencies in the city 
maintenance account and to provide for the growth and 
development of the Museum. 

The contributions of patrons and benefactors, unless given 
for specific purposes, are required to be invested as a per- 
manent endowment, the income of which shall be used in 
the same manner as the annual contributions. 
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In the past year, the sum of $525 has been derived from 
the fees of annual and sustaining members. A portion of 
this fund has been used to meet a deficiency in the city 
maintenance account and the remainder has been expended 
on permanent improvements, including books and lantern 
slides, typewriter, storage cases, services of a specialist in 
the geological department, and a traveling exhibit for cir- 
culation among the schools. 

The probable deficit of over $750 in the city maintenance 
account during the coming year emphasizes the need of 
a large increase of the membership. 

Special Accounts, — Contributions to the funds of the Mu- 
seum, the principal or income of which is to be used for spe- 
cific purposes, constitute special accounts. 

The appropriation of $7,500 made by City Council for 
remodeling the Thomson Auditorium has been carried as a 
special account. 

A gift of $100 from a friend of the Museum, for the pur- 
chase of collecting apparatus, has constituted a second spe- 
cial account. 

The Director believes that the time has come fo rserious 
consideration of the menace which lies in the precarious 
financial support for the Museum. 

The Director believes that the time has come for serious 
holds in trust many collections of high scientific value, re- 
quiring continual expert care to prevent deterioration. Any 
reduction in the annual contributions of members or in the 
city appropriation, even for a single year, would not only 
curtail the development and activity of the Museum but, by 
necessitating reduction of staff, leave valuable material with- 
out proper oare. 

The past one hundred and thirty years of the Museum's 
history have included not only periods of enthusiastic and 
generous support but also periods of misfortune and neglect. 
Four years after the wave of popular enthusiasm which 
elected Dr. L'Herminier Superintendent of the Museum 
in 181 5, he found himself unable to make a living and was 
compelled against his will to resign, leaving the Museum ap- 
parently without a regular curator. Again in 1850-1854, 
over three hundred persons contributed specimens and in 
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the following forty-five years devoted curators built up the 
largest museum in the South. Yet a few years later this 
splendid collection was decaying rapidly, with no regular 
curator to care for it and with only the ridiculously inade- 
quate sum of $250 a year to save it from utter and immedi- 
ate ruin. 

When one of the birds figured by Audubon is rescued 
from the rubbish or such invaluable specimens as the Caro- 
lina Paroquet or the Apteryx or the Elliott Herbarium 
are nearly destroyed as the price of neglect it is obvious 
that friends of the Charleston Museum should not rest until 
an adequate endowment gives reasonable assurance of the 
ability of the Museum to care permanently for material 
entrusted to it. 



Administration 



Undoubtedly one of the most important achievements of 
the past year has been the establishment of closer relations 
between the Museum and the public, including the schools 
and business organizations of the city and scientific institu- 
tions throughout the country. The work with the schools 
will be discussed in connection with the department of Pub- 
lic Instruction. 

The Director was invited to address the Manufacturers, 
Bankers, and Jobbers Association at its annual banquet, 
with the result that a committee was appointed to co-operate 
with him in introducing economic exhibits in the Museum. 

At the invitation of the Rural School Improvement As- 
sociation, the Director also attended the educational con- 
vention at Columbia, S. C, in December. At this meeting, 
one of the travelling exhibits was demonstrated and it is 
hoped that the interest aroused by this exhibit will lead to 
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co-operation which will enable the Museum to extend a help- 
ful influence to the people throughout the State. 

The Museum still retains the distinction of being the only 
Southern member of the American Association of Museums 
and at the second annual meeting at Pittsburg, in May, the 
Museum was honored by the election of its Director as Sec- 
retary of the Association. At this meeting the Director also 
read a paper on "Museum Records.*' 

The supreme importance of creating a permanent endow- 
ment in the near future has been discussed (supra). The 
imperative necessity of providing for the employment of a 
trained librarian has also been mentioned and will be dis- 
cussed in detail under Library. 

The preparation of labels for the exhibition collections in 
the new building will b^ an enormous undertaking and can 
be economically accomplished only by means of a printing 
outfit in the Musjcum. For this pqrpo^e $350 will be requir- 
ed ^d, since a coiiaicjerable ?imoiint of copy is already 
prepared, arrangements iqx printing shouH be made at once. 

Staff 

Th^ Museum staff has b^n gr^tly strengthened this 
year by the addition of two salaried ^issistants. Previous to 
1906, th^ entire care of the Museum wsis ?tppended to the 
chair of Biology in the CoU^ge of Charleston. In that year 
the appointment of Honorary Curators wa§ authorized by 
the Trustees and the Director has been fortunate in securing 
for these positions men whose special knowledge has safe- 
guarded the interests of the departments which they serve. 
Jhus, the ornithological work of the past two years must 
have been all but impossible without the technical knowl- 
edge of Mr. Arthur T. Wayne, while the entire activity of 
the geological department is the work of its enthusiastic 
and devoted honorary curator, Professor Daniel Strobel 
Martin. To Mr. Wm. G. Mazyck the Museum is indebted 
for the thankless task of revising the sadly neglected con- 
chological collections and also for the historical investiga- 
tions already mentioned. 
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In January, Mr. Francis W. Wamsley joined the staiff as 
the first salaried assistant. Mr. Wamsley is a graduate 
of Brown University and an experienced marine collector. 
He came to Charleston from the Supply Department of the 
Marine Biological Laboratory at Woods Hole, Mass. Mr. 
Wamsley has had charge of the work in the new building 
and has shown a versatility and a devotion to the Museum 
to which is due much of the progress made. 

In April, Mr. Herbert R. Sass, who had been temporarily 
employed by the Museum for several months, became a 
regular assistant. Mr. Sass is a graduate of the College 
of Charleston. He has had charge of the records of the 
Museum, and in the absence of a regular librarian, has pre- 
pared the shelf list and carried the routine work of the 
Library. The latter work has entirely prevented Mr. Sass 
from carrying on the scientific work for which he is trained. 

The proper maintenance of the Museum Library and the 
curatorial work of the Museum urgently require the im- 
mediate addition to the staff of a trained librarian. Under 
present conditions, the salary of the librarian must be raised 
from private sources. 

When the time comes for removal of the birds and mam- 
mals to the new building, the services of an expert tax- 
idermist will be required to repair the damage wrought by 
neglect in previous years. Sufficient new work is also need- 
ed to keep a taxidermist regularly employed and for this 
work ability to make accessories is essential. 

BOTAl^Y 

The Elliott Herbarium has been studied by a number of 
visiting botanists during the year. Dr. Ezra Brainerd ex- 
amined the violets in March and was able to secure impor- 
tant data for his forth-coming revision of that group. 

Mrs. Agnes Chase of the Division of Agrostology, at 
Washington, visited the Museum in October for the pur- 
pose of studying some of the grasses in the Elliott Herbar- 
ium. Mrs. Chase's visit led to a general examination of the 
herbaria in the Museum, which disclosed the surprising ex- 
tent of the Ravenel Herbarium and revealed other herbaria 
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of considerable interest. All of these have suffered seriously 
from the neglect of many years. As soon as possible, suit- 
able herbarium cases will be provided and it is very desirable 
that all of this material be worked over by competent botan- 
ists. 

In 1905 Prof. John M. Macfarlane, of the University of 
Pennsylvania, examined the type specimen of Sarracenia 
Catesbaei which is in the Elliott Herbarium and during the 
past year the Museum has received from him two papers 
containing the results of his study. 

Zoology 

The department of ornithology has had the benefit of the 
work of a number of student assistants, and has maintained 
the seasonal exhibit of local birds for the benefit of the 
Natural History Society. A beginning has also been made of 
a study collection of bird skins. Field work in ornithology 
has been carried on with gratifying results, and is discussed 
under the head of Biological Survey. 

Mr. Sass, of the staff, has shown that a specimen of the 
Black-headed Grosbeak Zamelodia melanocephala (Swains), 
in the Museum, is almost certainly the original specimen 
figured and described by Audubon in his great work on 
American bords. The specimen was found among rubbish 
and is another illustration of the necessity of the new 
system of records and of an adequate and efficient staff. 

Considerable progress has been made in the revision of 
the extensive conchological collections. 

A few mammals have been put up as skins and several 
skeletons are in preparation. 

Geology 

This department again owes much to its devoted honorary 
curator, Professor D. S. Martin, who has made further 
donations of books and specimens. Professor Martin spent 
three months revising the geological collections, and through 
his efforts more than 800 specimens of rocks and fossils 
have been identified and catalogued. The value of Profes- 
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SOT Martin's labors can hardly be over-estimated and his de- 
votion to the interests of the Museum is shown not only by 
his painstaking- work but also by his many generous dona- 
tions. 

From the phosphate beds in the vicinity of Charleston a 
wonderful variety of valuable fpssil material might be 
obtained, if the time and the means were available. The 
Museum already contains a valuable series of phosphate 
fossils and a number of new accessions have been made 
during the past year. The Museum is still unable, however, 
to undertake systematic collecting in the phosphate beds — 
a fact greatly to be deplored as it is certain that much 
valuable material could be obtained at very small expense. 

Anthropology 

Professor F. W. Putnam, head of the Peabody Museum 
at Harvard ^d of the department of Anthropology at the 
University of California; visited the Museum in May and 
^p^nt several days exatmining; and revising the anthropo- 
log^ical collection. Among other rare and valuable material, 
this collection inclu4es the oldest speciraens known to be in 
the Museum, especially a native helmet from the Sandwich 
Islands and other articles presented ip 1798. Another valu- 
able specimen is a mummied human he^d obtained from the 
Mundrucus Indians of the River Tapajo3 by Lieut. Hem- 
don, Comms^nder of the United States Expedition to e:q)lore 
the River Amazon, and presented to the Museum in 1854. 

Since Dr. Putrnan's visit, these collections have been cata- 
logued, but further Work has b^n prevented by la^k of 
time. 

Art 

The frequent necessity of using Manigault Hall as a work- 
room and the lack of funds for improvements have hindered 
active work in the art department. Nevertheless the 
honorary curator, Mr. N. W. Stephenson, arranged in April 
a very charming loan exhibit of Japanese prints, accompan- 
ied by a lecture on "The Oriental Point of View in Art.'* 
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A very interesting description of this loan exhibit was 
printed in the Bulletin for April. 

Library 

The Library constitutes one of the most important de- 
partments of the Museum, absolutely necessary for the use 
of the staff in preparation of exhibits. It should also be 
accessible to the public as a reading room; 

The organization of a Museum library was begun by the 
Director four years ago. The government publications were 
transferred from the College Library, which was unable to 
care properly for them, and many valuable old books were 
obtained in this way. The more modem text-books were 
added by purchase ior the Department of Biology of the 
College and the Director loaned much of his private library* 
In the last two years the Museum has been able to add con- 
siderably to the library by purchase, while the publication 
of the Bulletin has secured many important exchanges. 
The library of the defunct Elliott Sbciety has also been de- 
posited in the Museum. In these ways a very creditable 
library of about 1,000 bdurid volumes and more than i,c)oo 
pamphlets has bech accumulated. 

The care of the library has been an ihcreasirtgly difficult 
problem. At fir*t the Director personally t^red for and 
catalogued the books; then, for nearly a year, Mrs. Rfea 
tarried this work, withbtit compensation. For the last two 
ycdrs, the college librarian; Miss Frances Jcrvey, was em- 
ployed for six hours per \<reek. In these ways a classed 
catalog of the library has been maintained, including a smslll 
amount bf analyzing. It was also found expedient to in- 
clude in the catalog cards for the book^ of the Charleston 
Library Society bearing on the work of the Museum. 

Since May, 1907, Mr. Sass of the staff, has served as 
acting librarian and has devoted a large proportion of his 
time to this work. Since Mr. Sass has been in charge of 
the library, a standard accession book has been kept for the 
first time and during the summer a shelf list was prepared. 
The pamphlets have also been rearranged during the fall 
and the condition of the library is much better than it has 
ever been before. 
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This library of nearly i,ooo bound volumes and more than 
I, coo pamphlets has been established in four years at a 
total expenditure for books, labor, bookcases, furniture and 
supplies, of $501.69. 

The library now needs an author catalog, extensive ana- 
lyzing, and money for binding; but more than all it needs 
the entire time of a trained librarian. The present arrange- 
ment seriously encroaches upon the time of a member of 
the staff who is needed for other work. Moreover, merely 
the routine work of the library is accomplished and its effi- 
ciency is very low in proportion to its' possibilities. The 
library is alrieady too large to be safely entrusted to an un- 
trained recruit and finally, in the new building the growing 
work and the opening of a public reading room make it 
imperative that* immediate provision be made to secure a 
competent person as librarian. 

Publication 

The Bulletin has been published regularly during the 
year and has been the means not only of bringing important 
exchanges to the library, but of making friends for the 
Museum in Charleston and throughout the country. The 
addition of a cover has greatly improved its appearance. 

Among the important articles which have been published 
during the year may be mentioned : "The Owls of Charles- 
ton and Vicinity," by Mrs. P. M. Rea, the first of a 
"Local Fauna" series ; "The Relation of the Museum to the 
Schools," by Mrs. P. M. Rea; "A Visit to the Grave of 
Thomas Walter," by Dr. Ezra Brainerd; "Synopsis of the 
Bird Records of the Natural History Society for the Year 
1906;" three papers on the "History of the Museum," by 
Mr. W. G. Mazyck; "Ornithological Notes," including a 
record of Bewick's Wren at Charleston, and an account of 
one of Audubon's birds found in the Museum, by Mr H. 
R. Sass. 

The Bulletin has been very favorably reviewed ' in 
Science during the year. Thanks are also due the local 
press for many f aorable notices and for reprinting articles . 
from the Bulletin. 
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A series of scientific papers as "Contributions'* from the 
Museum should be undertaken as soon as possible and it is 
hoped that the publication of such a series may be begun 
during the coming year. 

Public Instruction 

The Director lectured on '^Organic Evolution" on Mon- 
day evenings during the first four months of the year. This 
course was open to subscribers and to members of the Mu- 
seum. When the number of members warrants it, is intend- 
ed that a series of lectures shall be given exclusively for 
members. 

Free public lectures were also given as follows: "The 
Scientific Basis of Fairy Lore/' by Professor Daniel Strobel 
Martin; and "The Oriental Point of Vew in Art," by Mr. 
N. W. Stephenson. 

Th^ Natural History Society has held two regular meet- 
ings each month except during the summer. One of these 
meetings has usually been devoted to a popular discussion 
of some topic of general interest in relaticwi to birds. Thus 
Mrs. P. M. Rea described "The Owls of Charleston and 
Vicinity" with the aid of both living and mounted speci- 
mens; Mr. Sass has lectured on the "Habits of the Brown 
Pelican," and "Feathered Fishermen." The mid-monthly 
meeting of the Society has been devoted to reports of field 
work and demonstration of museum specimens of birds in 
season. The society has also provided a guide to accompany 
the members on field trips and assist in the identification of 
specimens seen. These facilities in connection with the 
seasonal exhibit of local birds are ample to enable any mem- 
ber to become personally familiar with all our common local 
birds. Members of the society have also carried on the Bio- 
logical Survey. 

In March the Director received a request from the Charles- 
ton County Teachers Association for an address on "The 
Relation of the Museum to the Schools." In response to 
this invitation, Mrs. Rea addressed the Association March 
9, outlining the plans of the Museum for eiTective co-oper- 
ation with the schools. At the request of the Association, 
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this address was published in the March issue of the Bul- 
letin and copies were distributed to the teachers of the 
county and to the School Commissioners of Charleston. In 
response to one of Mrs. Rea's suggestions several teachers 
have since brought classes to the Museum for talks illus- 
trated with specimens from the Museum on subjects related 
to their geography courses. This work has met with signal 
success and would have been developed more rapidly but for 
the frequent necessity of using Manigault Hall as a work- 
room, and because of the limited time at the disposal of an 
overworked staff. 

A small amount of loan material has been sent out to the 
Memminger Normal school at the request of the teachers, 

One of the most promising activities of this department 
has bfeen the completion, during the closing wefeks of th^ 
year, of the first of i series of travelling exhibits, designed 
for circulation among the schools of the city; The subject 
of this exhibit is the "Iron and St»el Industry.*' It includes 
specimens of common iron ore^ maps and diagram^ of theif 
distribution, and stereographs; photogrdj)hs, and specimens 
to illusttate the minings transportation and smelting of 
the ore aftd the manufacture of itt>n and stfeel. The ex- 
hibit iticludes a circular of information for teacherg and 
directions for usfe of the exhibit. As a further aid to teach- 
ers and tb insure the best use of the exhibit, question blanks 
have been prepared to accompany the specimens; When the 
answers have been filled in, the blanks constitute ati epitome 
of the subject dnd can then be mslde the bdsis of a composi- 
ion or essay in which the student shall describe in his own 
words what he has seen. 

This exhibit is now ready for circulation amc«ig the 
schools of Charleston and similar exhibits will be prepared 
as rapidly as possible to illustrate the industries and natural 
resources of Charleston and other subjects related to the 
courses of study in the schools. 

At the invitation of the Rural School Improvement As- 
sociation, the Iron and Steel Exhibit demonstrated at the 
educational convention at Columbia, December 30 and 31. 
The Director offered to extend the circulation of the travel- 
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ing exhibits to the schools of the State if special funds for 
this purpose can be provided. - 

This department is in sad need of new specimens of com- 
mon local birds to fill gaps in the collection and to replace 
worn-out specimens. Most of the specimens now in use 
have been in the Museum from twenty to forty years. The 
department also needs a few series of well-colored lantern 
slides suitable for popular lectures. A beginning in this 
direction has been made through the receipt of a series of 
slides presented to the Museum by Doubleday, Page & Co., 
through Mr. H. B. Sewell. 

Biological Survey 

The importance of a thorough biological survey of the vi- 
cinity of Charleston has been emphasized from time to time 
by the Director. To this end systematic bird records have 
been made by members of the Natural History Society for 
about two years, and, considering that these were untrained 
observers, the records obtained during the first year, 1906, as 
published in the Bulletin*, are very encouraging. Much 
better results may be expected for 1907 since the field work 
has been more regular and thorough. A synopsis of the 
1907 records will be published in February. 

The Director has long desired to extend the biological 
survey to the marine fauna of Charleston harbor and adja- 
cent waters, the field of McCrady's classic work, and is 
desirous of seeing marine aquaria installed in the Museum 
to exhibit the marine fauna, especially the food fishes of the 
coast. A friend of the Museum has provided a number of 
dredges with which collecting can now be carried on as ra- 
pidly as the time of the staff permits.

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TORPEDO AND SUBMARINE ATTACKS ON THE FEDERAL 

BLOCKADING FLEET OFF CHARLESTON DURING 

THE WAR OF SECESSION.

The earliest mention of a submarine boat, as far as any official 
records at hand of the Confederate Army or Navy go to show, 
occurs in a letter dated October 21, 1861, written by Charles P. 
Leavitt, Co. K, 2nd Va. Regiment, to the Secretary of War of the 
Confederacy, in which he asks to be, allowed to go to Richmond in 
order to, draft plans of an invention of his which, for lack. of a better 
name, he called a submarine gunboat. His description of his boat is, 
in part, as follows: "A vessel is built of boiler iron of about fifty- 
tons burden, made of an oval form with the propeller behind. . . . 
When within range of the enemies' guns it sinks below the surface. 
^ . . When within a few rods of the enemy it leaps to the surface, 
and the two vessels come in contact before the enemy can fire a gun. 
Placed in the bow is a small mortar containing a self-exploding shell. 
As it strikes the enemy, the shell explodes and blows in the ship*^ 
side; then the engines are reversed, the gun boat sinks below the 
surface, and goes noiselessly on its way toward another ship. After 
a few ships are sunk, the enemy can scarcely have the temerity to 
remain in our waters." 

Nothing seems to have come of this plan, however, nor does it 
appear even to have been given a trial. Later experiments and 
attempts with submarines showed that the successful construction 
and management of them was not so simple nor safe as Leavitt's letter 
would imply, and the handling of the two boats of this type which 
were used in Charleston, proved to be dangerous in the extreme. 
Perhaps no operations of any description during the entire struggle, 
made a greater demand upon the courage of those who participated 
in them, than did the series of attempts made, with these little craft, 
to destroy the federal blockading fleet on the southern coast. 

This system of cutting oflF all communication between the Con- 
federacy and the outside world, and thus closing up all of the chan- 
of commerce by which the cotton of the southern states could be 
exchanged for the necessities of life, and for the financial and mate- 
rial means of carrying on the war, was largely what finally brought 
success to the United States Government; and the efforts made to 
evade the blockading fleets were varied and strenuous. 

Early in the war the Confederate government promised to pay to 
the inventor of any contrivance whereby the Union gun-boats might 
be sunk or blown up, fifty per cent ot the value of the vessel thus 
destroyed. A little later, the firm of John Fraser & Co., of Charles- 
ton, offered $100,000 for the destruction of either of the big gun-boats, 
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New Ironsides or Wabash, then lying outside of that harbor, or 
$50,000 for the sinking of any one of the monitors. But while these 
offers may, in the early part of the struggle, have served to stimu- 
late endeavors in this direction, the attempts were continued long 
after the drains of war had made it impossible for such pledges to 
be redeemed. No rewards of money could have inspired men with 
the desperate courage which enabled them to volunteer, crew after 
crew, for expeditions which they knew meant almost certain death. 

In March, 1863, Capt. Francis D. Lee, of the corps of engineers, 
reported to Gen. Thos. Jordan, Beauregard's chief of staff, that he 
had experimented successfully with his spar torpedo-boat. This was 
"a light built canoe about 20 ft. long with a spar suspended 6 ft. 
below her keel and projecting beyond her bow 22 ft., at the extremity 
a torpedo, with a charge of nearly 30 lbs. of powder." Lee had suc- 
ceeded, with this contrivance, in blowing up in old hulk in the harbor; 
and a feW days later received orders fn^m General Beaufeg[ard to fit 
out ten such boats. In April, 1863, he was ordered to attatk the fleet 
of seven ifon-clads, but on the day before the projected excursion, 
the vessels weighed anchor and steamed to Port Royal, to refit after 
the bombardment of the forts. 

Commander W. T. Glassell, having equipped several of these 
boats with the aid of Mr. Geor^ A. Trehholtti, went otit In one of 
them, later itt the stimmtr, to attack the gun-boat Pon^hatati. The 
night was dark and he succeeded ill getting whWn t^d or three 
hundred yards before hfe Wa§ hailed b^ the sentry on deck. Asked 
who he was, Glassell answered that he was CDtrthig on board ds 
Quickly a* possible, all th^ time urging his tlieh to ptlll hardef. He 
Was tib^ confident bl being able to ratn the !*owhatart with his span 
When iiiddenly, one of his men becotning terrified; or thfotrgh treach- 
ery, backfed his oar, thus killing the headway bf th^ bbat. They were 
now in full viiw of the ship and the officer of the deck coniihued 
to ply them with quiestions, to which Glassell gave answers as evasive 
and senseless as J)ossible, hoping, he said, that they would not fitk 
tlpon such a boat-load of fools as he and his men must have seetned 
to be. Meanwhile the men had succeeded In cutting awa;^ the tor- 
pedo, and freed from this encumbrance, Glassell gave orders to puH 
away. The stnall boat was soon lo^t in the darkness, the men giving 
way with a will, expecting to be fired upon with small arms. Foi- 
some reason, however, this was not done, and they returned unin- 
jured to the city, the officers of the Powhatan not realizing, as Glas- 
sell says in his account of the expedition, how nearly they had 
achieved the distinction of being on the first ship ever blown up by 
a torpedo. 

This failure convinced all concerned that steam propulsion was 
necessary for effective ramming and Capt. F. D. Lee set aboui the 
renovation of an old hull which had been turned over to him by 
the authorities at Richmond. Having been converted into a torpedo 
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ram, it was turned over to Capt. James Carlin. At 10 o'clock on 
the night of August 22, 1863, he reported at Fort Sumter and ob- 
tained a guard of eleven men, under Lieut. E. S. Fickling. Putting 
out from there, Carlin steered for the Ironsides, which was lying off 
Morris Island. When within about fifty yards of her, the engines 
were stopped, it being the plan to drift down silently with the tide 
and strike. But as fate would have it, the Ironsides just then began 
to swing to the tide. Carlin saw that unless the engines were started 
again, and the boat given steerage way, the tide would carry them 
past, without allowing them to ram. Accordingly he gave the order, 
but the engineer reported that the engines had stopped on the centre, 
and that he was unable to start them again. While in this predica- 
ment they were hailed from the deck of the Ironsides. "What ship 
is that?" "The steamer Live Yankee, from Port Royal, with dis- 
patches," answered Carlin as he says in his report, "in an as official 
and stern a tone as possible." The engineer meanwhile succeeded 
in giving the ram a little headway, and continuing to answer the hails 
Vith assurances that he was coming on board immediately, Carlin 
managed to coax his craft to a safer distance, where the enemy lost 
$i^ht of him, for they began firing in the opposite direction, finally, 
how^vex, sweeping the horizon and sending two shots within 20 feet 
The crew of the Ironsides being now thoroughly ^rovised, it would 
h^ve been madppss to repeat the attempt that night, ^nd the ram 
igas steered up the hfirbour. Carlin recommended strongly in his 
o^cia^ report that i^ viev/ of her faulty construction, especially as 
tp the engines, \vhich were very oj^d, she be abandoned for this 
kind oi vyork, zuid his suggestion seem$ to have been adopted, for 
th^re i^ noi recprd of b.ej; further us^eu 

One or twp other ew^dition^ were made during that summer, one 
l^inst th,e Ironsides, ^nd one against the monitors at the mouth of 
the Edisto, hpX in both cases, informatiop ha,<J been received as to 
movements of the Confederates, aqd the proposed victinjs were ready 
to repel all attacks. But on the 18th pf August another scheme had 
teen put into opej:ation, this time the idea being to sink the blockad- 
ing vessels by means of naturaji fprces, and without exposing to any 
great danger, the lives of the attackers. Capt. M. M. Gray, with a 
ifew men, wen1| in a small boat from Fort Johnson to Secessionvilk, 
and then down Light House Inlet till within about 400 yards of the 
fleet He then put overboard a rope, 190 feet long, with floats every 
ten feet, and a torpedo containing 50 lbs. of powder, attached to 
each end. A strpng ebb tide was rtmning, and it was thought that 
by setting this contrivance adrift it would be carried on to the fleet. 
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and the rope catching in the anchor chain of one of the vessels, the 
tide would drive the torpedoes against her sides with force enough 
to explode them, and thus sink her. After floating his torpedoes 
and setting them adrift, Gray waited a long time, till the tide being 
almost ready to turn, he concluded that his plan had failed, either 
through failure of his torpedoes to explode, or because they had 
passed through the fleet without striking any vessel, though this 
seemed unlikely. But just before daylight, as he was about to 
return to Charleston, there was a muffled explosion, and waiting till 
it grew a little more light, he saw a large three-masted steamer on 
her beam-ends. This afterwards turned out to be one of the trans- 
ports of the fleet. 

The plan, successful though its first trial, had proved, was not 
adopted, because it was feared that a turn of the tide might bring 
the torpedoes back up the harbor, where they would be as dangerous 
to the Confederate shipping as they had been designed to be to the 
Federals. 

Meanwhile the ingenuity of the southerners was still at work, and 
many were laboring to devise some more perfect method of destruc- 
tion. This time it was not a naval officer who suggested a new 
scheme for attacking the gun-boats, but Dr. St. Julien Ravenel, a 
citizen of Charleston, and a man of remarkable inventive genius. 
He had designed a torpedo boat, which he felt sure would be effective, 
but which for lack of means, he was unable to build. Mr. Theodore 
Stoney, of Charleston, having conferred with Dr. Ravenel and Capt 
Lee as to the practicability of the boat, gave his check for $20,000 and 
within a very few days, she was under process of construction at 
Stoney Landing, on Cooper River. Within two months she was 
completed, and Commander Glassell having been given command of 
her, she was ready for her trial trip. A crew, to consist of only 
three men besides Glassell, was easily found, and on the night of 
the 5th of Oct., 1863, she set out on her famous expedition against 
the Ironsides. 

The comparative sizes of the two vessels were so strikingly un- 
equal that the smaller boat was dubbed the "David.** She was fifty 
feet long, six feet beam, built of wood, in cigar . shape. She was 
kept under water by ballast, exposing only about 10 inches, while 
six and a half feet were under the surface. The torpedo, carried 
fourteen feet ahead of the boat on an iron shaft, was a copper 
cylinder, containing 100 lbs. of rifle powder, and fitted with four 
sensitive tubes made of soft lead, inside of which were small glass 
vessels containing explosives. 

Glassell and his men put out in this craft and steamed down the 
harbor. Having passed Sumter they waited for the turn of the tide 
and then continued out towards the fleet. The new Ironsides, at 
that time the most powerful vessel in the world, was selected, as 
Glassell put it, "to receive the highest compliment** and the course 
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was set for her. The wheel was so arranged that the helmsman 
could sit on deck and steer with his feet. Glassell occupied this posi- 
tion, with a double-barreled shot-gun, intending, when close aboard, 
to fire at the officer of the deck, and thus produce some confusion 
and give him time to ram, without being fired upon. They were 
hailed by the sentinel when about 300 yards off, but paid no attention 
to the hail, coming on full speed ahead. The deck officer then came 
up, and the David being about 40 yards off, Glassell thought it was 
about time to begin the fight. Accordingly, he fired both barrels of 
his shot gun at the officer. Acting Ensign C. W. Howard, and brought 
him to the deck mortally wounded. The engines were then stopped 
and the David struck with the momentum of her headway. The 
torpedo exploded about six feet below the surface, throwing up a 
great volume of water which fell back on the decks and down the 
smoke-stack of the David, flooding the hold and putting out the fires. 
In the meantime the Ironsides beat to quarters and her crew opened 
a heavy rifle fire upon the small boat. It being impossible with all 
the water in the hold, to start the engines, Glassell gave orders for 
the crew to save themselves by swimming, and they all went over- 
board. Glassell himself was picked up by a federal transport. Sulli- 
van, the fireman, hung in the fore-chains of the Ironsides and wsis 
also captured, while Toombs, the engineer, started swimming in the 
direction of Sumter. But seeing the David still floating he decided 
to go up and try to bring her back to Charleston. When he reached 
her, he found the pilot, Cannon, who could not swim, still hanging 
on, on the farther side from the enemy, and protected from their fire. 
Together they climbed aboard, started the fires and returned safely 
to the city. This was the first successful attack ever made by a steam 
propelled torpedo boat upon an enemy's vessel. 

The Ironsides was not sunk, nor was she veiy severely injured, 
and having been repaired, was used later in the war, in the bombard- 
ment of Fort Fisher, N. C. But the moral effect of the expedition 
was extremely valuable to the Confederates, for it made the block- 
aders very timid about advancing up the harbor, and the injury to 
the Ironsides prevented her being sent up Stono River, as was in- 
tended, to shell the city from the rear. 

The success of the David created such enthusiasm that the Southern 
Torpedo Co. was formed in the city, a private concern which was 
to build similar boats, and put them at the disposal of the naval 
authorities, thus hoping in a short while to destroy the entire fleet. 
But though they did succeed in putting more than one vessel afloat, 
little seems to have come of their efforts. 

In March of the following year, the David, under the command 
of J. H. Toombs, the engineer of the former trip, went down to the 
mouth of the North Edisto River, to attack the gun-boat Memphis. 
She had been fitted out with a steel shield over her upper works, and 
a cap over the smoke-stack to prevent a second drowning of her 
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fires. Concealing herself in the marsh till darkness came on, she then 
ran down to the Memphis. The gun-boat was struck fairly, but 
through some fault in the torpedo, it failed to explode. The crew 
of the Memphis opened a heavy fire upon the David with small 
arms, and slipped the cable in an effort to escape. Getting speed up 
again, the David bore down on her a second time, and a second time 
the torpedo failed. The heavy guns of the larger vessel were now 
brought into action, the small size of the David alone allowing her 
to escape uninjured. But so determined were her crew, that though 
the gun-boat had by this time gathered headway and was firing 
steadily with both large and small guns, the smaller boat attempted 
to ram a third time, and did actually strike the fleeing Memphis, but 
this time under the counter, and only a glancing blow. She was now 
obliged to desist, and returned to Charleston. An examination of 
the torpedo showed that the leaden sensitive tubes had been flattened 
by the blows, and it was only a defect in the explosive which saved 
the Memphis from being sent to the bottom. 

In the following qionth, the David started out beyond Sumter to 
attack the Wabash, but the heavy swell after a severe ?torm, was 
too much for her sea-^oingj capacities, and she was forced to put 
b^a^ck. This was th? extent of her activities, though she was later 
u^ed in towin^j the fish-l?pat.

She was pro- 
pelled by eig^ht men who s^t in a line along the side and turned a 
§haft, the hands of four of the men being at the top of th^ turn 
while those of the others were at the bottom. The torpedo was car- 
ried in tow, and the idea was that when the fish-boat approached a 
vessel, she should dive under the keel, and the torpedo striking 
against the bottom of the vessel would explode, while the siA- 
marine came up on the other side. 

This craft, launched in Mobile Bay, had already begun her fatal 
work before leaving those waters, for in practicihg with her the entire 
crew of nine men had been drowned. She was then sent to Charles- 
ton to be tried there, and Lieut. Payne was put in command with a 
crew of New Orleans longshoremen. They carried the boat over to 
Fort Johnson and had her lying there in the dock. The crew were below 
preparing to start on a trial trip, and Payne was standing just below 
the man-hole which had not yet been closed, when the swells of a 
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passing steamer coming over the shallow deck poured in through this 
opening, filling the vessel, which immediately went down like a stone. 
Payne, forcing himself through the man-hole, rose to the surface, 
but the entire crew, except himself, were drowned. This destruc- 
tion of two crews without results would have been enough to warrant 
the abandonment of the boat, but there were many volunteers for 
another trial, and in a few hours she was raised to the surface, 
pumped out, furnished with a full complement of men, and prepared 
to try again. Remarkable as it may seem, the same accident occurred 
a few nights later at Fort Sumter, Payne and two others being the 
only ones to escape. 

The boat having thus proved her unsuitability to the work, or the 
inability of those in charge to handle her, Hundley, the inventor of 
the craft, was sent for from Mobile, and with him came Lieutenant 
George E. Dixon, of the 21st Alabama Volunteers, who had made sev- 
eral successful trips in her. They took the boat out several times 
without accident, but one day Hundley took her into Stono River on 
a practice trip. Making a dive in the shoal water of the river, she 
jammed her nose in a mudbank, and those inside, unable to release 
her, or to force open the man-hole, perished miserably. But with 
undaunted courage, another crew came forward to take their places, 
and the boat having been raised, they were ready to try the desperate 
venture. Practice was renewed in the harbor. The fish-boat was div- 
ing under the Confederate steamer Etiwan and on one occasion hav- 
ing come to the surface, the fins- were set for another dive. Down 
she went, but through some fault in handling, or because the propellor 
fouled in the anchor chain of the Etiwan, she did not rise again, and 
thus a fifth crew was lost. 

She was recovered, but Beauregard now forbade her use, saying 
that she was a death trap, and incapable of any effective use against 
the enemy. But there came forward nine men, whose courage, if 
possible, excelled that of their predecessors. Few feats of naval 
warfare approach in exalted courage the volunteering of these men. 
"Moved by the lofty faith that with them died," facing almost certain 
death, and that, not in the excitement of battle, but sealed up in a 
shell that had so many times become a grave, they embarked upon an 
enterprise of supreme peril and offered their lives for their country. 
The feats of the naval "heroes" of today, worshipped by the nation, 
and extolled as the highest culmination of patriotic devotion, brave 
though they undoubtedly are, pale into insignificance beside such 
deeds as this. Gushing and his torpedo attack upon the Gonfederate 
ram Albemarle are familiar to every school boy, and yet, in the case 
of our own men, when some years ago a monument was erected in 
Gharleston to these gallant defenders of that city, the names of but 
sixteen could be found, of more than thirty men who lost their lives 
in these expeditions. Ingratitude, however, or lack of ajppreciation 
of their efforts, is not the cause of the paucity of records relating 
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to these exploits. Absolute secrecy was essential to their success, and 
hence scant mention of them appears in the official communications 
and none whatever in the newspapers of the time. So little was 
known of the movements of the torpedo-boats, even by officers then 
stationed in Charleston, that a private letter written by one of them 
from that city, immediately after the attack on the Housatonic, 
speaks of the fish-boat as having escaped all injury and gone to 
Georgetown. 

Beauregard determined, if possible, to prevent further casualties, 
consented to the use of the boat only on condition that she be used 
as a torpedo ram, and not as a submarine. Accordingly on the night 
of Feb. 17, 1864, she passed through Breach Inlet, and steered for 
the Housatonic, lying at anchor beyond. Lieut. Dixon, who had not 
been on board when she sunk under the Etiwan, was in command. So 
little of the fish-boat showed above water, that the deck-officer. 
Master J. K Crosby, thought she was a floating plank till her swift 
and straight motion undeceived him. The alarm was then given, and 
the anchor chain slipped, but too late, and the torpedo struck fair on 
the starboard side, about amidships. The ship sank almost imme- 
diately, stern first, but the water being shoal, most of the crew saved 
themselves by climbing into the rigging, or were picked up by the 
small boats of the neighboring vessels. But no such good fortune 
attended the volunteers in the ram. Fastened in, unable to open the 
man-hole, they went down with the vessel they destroyed. Some 
years later, divers, in clearing away the wreck of the Housatanic, 
found the small craft lying a short distance off, her hull covered 
with barnacles and sea-weed, and the skeletons of her crew within, 
silent witnesses to the matchless valor of the souls that had animated 
them. 

There is no further record of damages to the Federal fleet from 
torpedoes till January 16, 1865, when the monitor Patapsco, under 
the command of Lieut. Commander Quackenbush, was sunk off Fort 
Sumter. Rear-Admiral Dahlgren had sent a fleet of small boats up 
the channel to remove the obstructions, and the Patapsco, accompa- 
nied by two armed tugs^ followed as an escort. It happened that a 
small boat from Fort Sumter was engaged at the time, in laying tor- 
pedoes in the channel, and upon the approach of the Patapsco and 
her consorts, fearing capture, they dropped their torpedoes and pulled 
for the fort. The tide and the course of the steamer soon brought 
about the catastrophe, and the vessel sank almost immediately, but 
few of her crew being saved. 

On the 17th of February, 1865, Charleston was evacuated by the 
Confederate forces, and the harbor lay open to the fleet whose efforts 
to force an entrance had so long been fruitless. But though appar- 
ently deserted, the waters were filled with the deadly torpedoes, hidden 
below the surface, and ready to do their terrible work. However, the 
task of clearing them away was begun, and so carefully and skillfully 
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was it accomplished, that but one accident occurred, the injury to the 
gun-boat Jonquil in June, 1865. 

More eflfective than the actual damage to the fleet, in keeping the 
gun-boats at a distance during these long years, was the moral effect 
produced by the torpedoes, and the natural hesitation on the part of 
the northern commanders to risk their hidden dangers. But Lieut. 
E. W. Kirt Talcott, having been detailed to gather all possible in 
formation as to the harbor obstructions, reported that at any time 
up to November or December, 1864, the bkxkaders could have entered 
the harbor in safety, as far as the torpedoes were concerned. Block- 
ade runners several times passed up or down the harbor with abso* 
lutely no knowledge as to the position of the torpedoes and without 
touching them. It was also thought that even after the channel had 
been thickly set with obstructions, they would have been effective 
only at slack tide, the force of the current at other times, keeping 
them too far below the surface. 

Space does not permit of an account of these harbor obstructions; 
it must suffice to say that the same untiring energy, ingenuity and 
self-sacrifice was exhibited in their construction and manipulation, as 
appeared in every enterprise throughout the South during the war. 

This list of expeditions, in which the failures outnumber the suc- 
cesses, and seem in so many instances due to some fault in equipment, 
apparently easily remedied, would lead the casual reader to the con- 
clusion that the men who took part in them were incompetent, care- 
less, or half-hearted. But two elements in the existing condition of 
affairs must be taken into consideration, before judgment is passed. 

First, though it seems strange now, when all the nations are com- 
peting as to the ingenious and terrible engines of destruction which 
they shall produce, there was great hesitation on the part of the 
authorities, as to the adoption of the torpedo as a means of civilized 
warfare. Those in charge at Charleston, as elsewhere, hesitated long 
before permitting these inventions to be used, and they were never 
given the enthusiastic support of the authorities at Richmond, nor of 
the higher naval officers, which our present views lead us to think 
they deserved. On both sides there were many who entirely disap- 
proved of torpedoes. Commodore Ingraham of the Confederate navy 
spoke of their use as "unworthy of a chivalrous nation," while Glassel 
and Sullivan, after their attack on the Ironsides, were in grave danger 
of being hung by the Federal authorities for the "use of an engine 
of war not recognized by civilized nations." 

In this connection, the following letter from Gen. Sherman, though 
in regard to land torpedoes, gives an insight into the feelings of the 
north on the subject, when the newspapers spoke of the use of torpe- 
does as "murderous and barbarous conduct," and also an idea of the 
character and methods of the man : 
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Headquarters Division of the Miss., 

In the Field, Big Shanty, June 2i, 1864. 
Maj. Gen. J. B. Steedman, 

Commanding Dist. of the Etowah, Chattanooga. 
General : 

As the question may arise and you have a right to the support of 
my authority, I now decide that the use of the torpedo is justifiable in 
war in advance of an army, so as to make his advance up a river or 
over a bridge more dangerous and difficult. But after the adversary 
has gained the country by fair warlike means, then the case entirely 
changes. The use of torpedoes in blowing up our cars and the road 
after they are in our possession, is simply malicious. It does not alter 
the great problem, but simply makes trouble. Now, if torpedoes are 
found in the possession of an enemy to our rear, you may cause them 
to be put on the ground and tested by wagon-loads of prisoners, or, 
if need be, citizens implicated in their use. In like manner if a tor- 
pedo is suspected on any part of the road, order the point to be 
tested by a car-load of prisoners, or citizens implicated, drawn by a 
long rope. Of course, an enemy cannot complain of his own traps. 
I am, etc., W. T. Sherman, 

Major General Commanding.* 

Such brutality as this could only come from him who, later in the 
war, completed, in the same spirit, his famous march to the sea. 

But besides the lack of official support given to the experiments 
with the torpedo, another, and greater reason why they did not meet 
with more success, was the great lack of supplies, work-shops, mate- 
rials, etc. All sorts of make-shifts were used in this work, as in 
many other departments, and beer-kegs, demijohn'? powder cannisters, 
were all made to serve as torpedoes, feilerson Davis, in 1862, in a 
letter to the House of Representatives of the Confederacy, speaks of 
the impossibility of using electric torpedoes, so far superior to the 
percussion type, because insulated wire was not to be had; and the 
women of the South, among their many ways of helping the cause, 
used to knit cotton tubing to cover the wires. A few large electric 
torpedoes were constructed and placed in Charleston harbor, and in 
the first attack on Sumter, the frigate New Ironsides being thought 
to be directly over one of them, an attempt was made to explode it, 
but the electric current was too weak for the great length of poorly 
insulated wire, and the torpedo could not be set off. Capt. Lee labored 
long in the effort to build an iron clad torpedo ram in Charleston, 
getting her well nigh completed, but never being able to use her, be- 
cause he could not get the necessary iron with which to cover her. 
The engines of the ram with which Carlin attacked the Ironsides and 
which were the cause of his failure, were old and almost worthless,

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and in nearly every case the attacks were made with an equipment 
which, by the officers of the Federal navy, would undoubtedly have 
been considered out of the question. 

But these things only add to the weight of glory already the right 
of these men, and their deeds will go down to history, honored by 
the people in whose service so many of them died. "Fate denied 
them victory, but crowned them with glorious immortality." 

In White Point Gardens, at the foot of Meeting Street, Charleston, 
stands a drinking fountain* of granite with two spouting dolphins of 
bronze, and a bronze tablet with the inscription:
